PRO AMI U M. 


HE Learned Cardan begins his Aphorifms, in 
imitation of Hippocrates, with, a Vita brevis 
Ars longa; and it isa Sentence fit for every 
Man’s Memory and Confideration, that thinks 
himfelf able by Writing to tranfmit the My- 
fteries, Principles and Practice of any Science to Pofterity, 
to remember, That as Man’s Life is fhort, fo he ought to 
make his Rudiments, Matter and Method, both fhort and 
comprehenfive ; and, to-the beft of his Knowledge, to deli- 
ver no more than he hath really found true in his PraGtice and 
Study; and not to lay down Suppofitions and Whims, which 
he conceives in his own Opinion only, for fubftantial Do- 
Ctrines, without either Reafon, or, what is more authentick 
Experience; for, by fodoing, inftead of making the Art he 
writes of plainer and eafier to be urderftood by Learners, he 
clogs it with more Difficultics and unintelligible Matter than 
it was before:. And, by fuch Meanders, inftead of an Intro- 
duGion and Tutor to what they defire, he brings them into a 
Labyrinth and Confufion fo intricate, that it is very hard, 


if ever polfible, to extricate themfelves again. And this I 
Bo {peak 


5 
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{peak knowingly, my own laborious Experience having taught 
me this Leffon; and how rational it is for you to believe me, 
will be {een hereafter in this Treatife following, There are 
no Errors in being, that I have met with, that want fome 
Authoi cr other to countenance ard promote them: And if 
there is Lut an Author to be produced and quoted by a young 
Student, for any thing in his Practice, how erroneous foever 
it is in ic felf, and contradi@ory to Reafon and Nature, he ts 
well contented, and remains fatished with its Truth, becaufe 
fuch an Author faysit. [believe you may find it upon your 
cwn Erquiry, Tam fure I have, that there area great many 
of cur Authors fet up with a very fmall Stock, if any Man 
may be Judge in the Cafe befides themfclves 5 and therefore 
our Errors are not of Yefterday, but convey’d and brought 
down to us by the Stream and Current of Antiquity and Tra- 
dition: And, to fay the Truth, moft of cur Authors have 


- but tranferibed, one from another, a little Truth with a great 


deal of Error; and, I think, he is the true Artift that can 
make a true Separation, and draw the Line between them 
both, and, Iam fure, there was never more need of-fuch a 
at this Time. = 

nee I have now faid is allowed to be true, then it will 
appear that our own Authors have deceived us in our firft 
Rudiments, and even at our beginning we took a great deal 
of Pains to learn Falfhood and Errors, a thing fo much de- 
tefted and declaim’d by all Mens and, if fo, it is almoft 
impoffible for us, while we keep that way we began, to come 
to any probable Point of Reformation. And, to this purpofe, 
Phyficians tell us, That what Errors foever are begun in the 
firft Digeftion, are by no means regulated or amended in the 
fecondand third ; and therefore Truth and we feem like two 
Lines drawn from one Centre, the farther extended, the wider 
and further diftant: And, to keep fucha Courfe, is to re- 
folye never to meet. Now, in my Opinion, the way to 
amend thefe Enormities in Science, and repulate and reform 
thefe Errors, is to examine our Authors, by whom we have 
been mifinformed, and alfo mifled; and if, uponthe whole, 
we find any Caufe to diffent and differ from them, upon very 


good Grounds, I think it is no abufe or injury done to them 5 
noz 
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nor will the Students of the prefent Age fuffer thereby, if | 
by fo doing they better inform their Judgments. And, 
again, if, uponthis Enquiry, our Authors are not found in 
the wrong, their Authoritics are no ways abufed, but will 
appear more valid and reputable than they were before; and 
though we fhould find them to be in the wrong infome things, 
yet I acknowledg it my Duty, and evcry man’s elfe, to pay a 
due Refpe@ to their Afhes and Memory, for the Advantage 
that they intended, or we have received by them ; and in exa- 
mining of their Labours and Writings, to doit with Refpedct, 
and not to trample upon the Dead. But if any man fhal! 
feem to impofe any thing upon us becaufe it is of a long Rand- 
ing, or becaufe it was writ by an Author of great Authority 
long tince, and for no other Reafon, I muft beg his Pardon if 
I do not believe it; for Antiquity and Tradition of that na- 
ture hath no Power to prevail on my Belicf, unlefs they bring 
with them more demonftrable Arguments of Verity than the 
Power of Antiquity, and the dubious Proof of Three, Four 
or Five Hundred Years ago; for I am very weil affured, there 
are Old Errors as well as Old Truths, and the former feem to 
exceed the latter in Number; and therefore, if I give Credit 
to an Old Author, it muft be for fomething elfe belides his An- 
tiquity and great Burthen of Time. 

The Learned Author of the Pfesdodoxia Epidemica, lays the 
Source and Original of Error to the Charge of our firft Pa- 
rents, ‘ whoin that priliine State were deluded and deceived, 
and, after that, deluded and deceived one another, to the 
‘ difcovery of their own Shame, and the Entailing the Curfe 
on their fcandalous Offspring; who, notwithftanding (if 
* Pofterity may take leave to judge of the FaG@, as they are 
‘ affured to fuffer in the Punifhment) were grofly deceived 
© in their PerfeGtion: And fo weakly deluded in the Clarity 
* of their Underftanding, that it hath left no {mall Obfcurity 
‘in ours, how Error fhould gain upon them. It is too true, 
indeed, that Error did begin with the Order of Nature; and 
the firft Injunction laid upon us, In the Sweat of thy Brows, &c. 
feems to inform me, That one part of that Curfe was Man’s 
continual Labour and Endeavour; and that either through 
Frailty, Overfights and Errors, the Work of one Hour fhould 
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lay the Caufe for the Labour of another ; fo that Human Teil 
is not to end fo Jong as his Breath is in his Nofirils. Andae 
lait, he concludes, faying, ‘Thus we may perceive, how 
- weakly our Fathers did err before the Flood, how continu- 
.*ally, and upon common Difcourfe they fell upon Errors after- 
'< ward: It is therefore no Worder we have been erroncous 
© ever fince; and being now at the preateft Diftance from the 
© beginning of Error, are almoft loft in its Diffemination , 
‘whofe Ways are Boundlefs, and confefs no Circum{cri- 
* ption. . 
P Thus it appears there are Errors, and that thofe Errors 
had an Original, from which Source they are differminated, 
and now fpread throughout the whole Body of Nature; and 
though it is generally owned and allowed, that.all Men err, 
yet how hard is it to get a Conceffion from any man’s Mouth, 
ro accufe himfelf? We can difcover Errors in others at a 
Diftance! nay, in our Friends and Relations! But in cuz 
felves, fuch is our hard Fate, that either we cannot, or elfe 
we will not difcover any thing of that nature, or like it; and 
therefore, till we can draw this Curtain of Self-Opinion to 
one Side, and give our felves the Leave and Liberty of feeing 
our own Exrors as well as other men’s, we fhall never make 
any Work to the purpofe, in order to a Reformation in this 
Study and Practice: For till every man is willing to fearch, 
and ready to own, as well his as other men’s Errors, ’tis ims 
poffible to expect any Confent to a Regulation, or that they 
will agree to part with their Errors (or, to {peak more mo- 
derately and lefs offenfive to to the angry men ). and Shadow 
of Truth, at pre(ent in general Reputation, and fome of 
them introduced-and ufed in a!l men’s Practice and Study in 
this Art. Nay! fachis the Tyranny of Cuftom, and our 
Juvenile Education, that what we have once fucked in early, 
and contentedly believed and embraced it for feveral Years 
after; how loth and unwilling we are to past with it, though 
it fhould: be for our Advantage, Profit and Eafe! How un- 
willing the French Slaves are to part with thelr Chains? How 
loth are the Papiits to part with their Apith Religion, or to 
enquire into any other, though more rational and probable! 
How.contentedly the Wild Irif#, and the Scots in the Moun- 
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tains, live with a forry Dyet and brutifh Converfation, and 
no ways defirous to change theit Condition? And how well 
the King of Fea his Vaffals are fatistied, to come when they 
are fent for, and ftand ftill to let their King beat out their 
Brains, either for Sacrifice or Punifhment, according as his 
lawlefs Will thinks fit? And all this is but the effe@& of Cu- 
fiom and Education; they were born and bred’in, and under 
{uch Cuiloms and Oppreffions, by which they have fubjuga- 
ted both Body and Mind, and have no defire cither to change 
their Conditions, or feek for more Freedom,Eafe and Relief 5 
and to undertake to perfwade thefe People to forfake thefe 
Inconveniences and Oppreffions, ana to cmbrace and enjoy 
the Felicity of a free and happy People, is a Yask for a Cice= 
ro, and next to an Herculean Labour; fo unwilling are fome 
People to part with their Errors, foolifh Opinions, and Igno- 
rance. 

And therefore, to this purpofe, it will not be- improper 
to tell you. the Story of Plato’s Cave, as you have it related. 
by Camerarins, inhis Hiftorical Meditations, page 15+ ‘Sup- 
© ‘pofe (fays be): in your mind, fome Cave, that is fpacious, 
‘very hollow and deep within, that hath Vents and Holes in 
“the Top, through which the Light may be feen; fuppofe 
¢-alfo, that in the bottom of this Cave there be men fet, and 
‘brought up there from their Childhood, chained “and kept 
© {9 fhort, that they cannot turn themfelves to thofe Holes, nor 
“ftir, nor fee any thing but what is at a diftance, and right 
‘apainftthem. That behind and over them there fhineth a 
‘preat Light, between which and thele Prifoners there is a 
‘way aloft, and (as it were) hanging in the Alr, and by 
‘that Way a Walls on which Way many do go and come, 
© carrying divers Pieces of Houfhold-Stuff, Shop-Wares, Fi- 
« gures of Beafts, Men, and divers other things: And that the 
« Shadows of all thefe things, thuscazry’d, are by thefe Prifo- 
© ners feen upon the Wall: And that thofe People that carry 
‘ thefe things, fomehold theirpeace, others talk among, them- 
¢ felves,as foftly as they can; To be thort,that all this may ap- 
© pear like a Scaffold, where Players fet up Babies and Puppets, 
¢ which they make to move, mixing fome Voice and Words.

© Cave? Neither themfelves nor their Fellows, nor yet the

“nefs, and can difcern nothing where they are, but thofe 
© Shadows that the Light doth fhew and reprefent on the 
© Wall by:the Cave. And, if they could talk owe with an- 
‘other, they would, without doubt, take thefe Shadows for 
‘ living, real and fubftantial Creatures. And, if, from the 
© Voice of thofe that pafs along by the Wall, fome Eccho 
‘ fhould refound in the Bottom of the Cave, Do you think 
© that thefe Prifoners would bclicve that this Noife came from 
© any other thing than the Shadow that paffed away? [ think 
“not, but do really judge that they would have no Ap- 
‘ prehention of any Truth and Reality, but in thofe Shadows 

only. 

‘ But, let us now untie them, and free them from their 
‘Ignorance, What will then follow? Why then, I judge, 
‘they being unchained, and brought out toward the Lighe, 
© the Prifoner that fhould firlt come to this, would be much per- 
‘ plexed, his Eyes would be weak, and he would not be 
© able to look on thofe Pieces, of which he had before feen 
© their Shadows. And then, if any one fhould fay to him; Ho, 
* Friend, heretofore thou faweft but the ‘Shadows, now fee 
‘the things themfelves; and, befides, if then he were asked, 
© Whai they be? and how they were called? you may be 
*fure he would be at a great Non-plus, and take the Sha- 
© dows, which he faw before, to be truer than the real things 
‘ that are laid before his Eyes ; and'if fome man fhould take 
‘him out of the Cave, and carry him into the open Light, 
‘do you think that his Eyes would not dazle and be weak, 
* and that he would not turn away from the Light, and with 

“fpeed go Into the Cave again, and behold the Shadows as he 
“did before?’ Yes verily, But if one fhould take him againft 
his 
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‘his Will, and force him into the Light by regged means, 
‘ and through narrow and painful Ways, Do you think he 
‘would not frown at it, be angry, and refilt with all the 
© Power and Force he had? If one fhould bring him up toa 
‘high Mountain, would he not turn away his Eyes, and re- 
© fue to fee any thing, like Hlercules’s Cerberis ? Becaufe it 
“would be impctfible he fhould endure thus the Light, and 
“look upon fo many good things as would be about him, if 
“he were not accuitomed thereto by littie and little. — Firft, 
then, he would caf his Sight upon Shadows, then in the 
‘ Shadow of the Sun he would behold the Figure of fome- 
‘thing, and next the Bodies therafelves made plain by the 
“Light. After that, he would raife his Eyes to Heaven; by 
‘ Night he would look upon the Moon and the Stars in the 
© Day he would inure himielf to curn his Sight toward the 
‘Sun, and think with himfelf that this is the great Torch, 
¢ which diftinguitheth the Times, and caufeth the various Re- 
© volutions of the Year, and that from his Brightnefs thofe 
‘ Shadows proceeded, which he had teen in the Cave. Into 
‘ what Difcourfes (I pray you) do you think, he would enter, 
“fo often as he fhould remember his dark Cave, his Chains, 
his former Thoughts, and his Shadows? furely he would 
 proftrate himfelf before God, and in all Reverence thank him, 
“ becaufe he was at laft drawn out of that dark Prifon, and 
© would deplore the State of his Fellows, which he had lefe 
‘behind him in fuch Miferies. Burt, if it were the Cuftom 
‘in that Cave, to applaud, honour and recompence with a 
¢ Reward thofe that fhould fee thefe Shadows more diftindtly, 
€or, that could beft remember which had been the firft Sha- 
© dow or the fecond, or which had paffed by but once,cr thofe 
‘that were to pafs by prefently, if there were fuch an Order 
‘in their Motion and Going: Can we think it poifible that 
© our Man, brought forth into the Light, would with to have

‘mock and laugh at him, think ye, and cry out, That

«the werle for going out; and that he was returned tlone- 
‘blind; and, then, with a general Vote and Confent all 
‘agree, That there is manifelt Danger and Peril in going out 
‘of the Cave; and, belides, if any one fhould go in to un-

which may be feen in the Author himfelf, from whence ir 
iwvas taken, and which Pol#tian hath fince reprefented in a La-, 
tin Poem, called Lamia. Lo 

It is needlefs for me to undertake an Expofition of this Pa- 
rabolical Cave, fecing the thing is fo plzin in it felf, and fo 
eafie to be apprehended by any Reader, how dull orttupid 
foever he fhould happen to be. However, I will make this 
one Remark uponit, in reference to the Author’s Defign in 
the thing: And that is, There are a great Number in the 


World, who hug themfelves in their own Notions, Opini- — 


ons and Apprehenfions, derived and formed according to their 
own Sentiments of things in Nature, or elfe borrowed from 
Tradition and Antiquity, which, when they are throughly 
grounded in.them, they count it no lefs than Herefie- in any 
‘man that fhall queftion their Truth: And he or they that are 
the moft excellent among them, either for fome peculiar Fa- 
culties and Abilities, or elfe their Proficiency in fome fort of 
Errors-more than the reft of the Society, puffs them up: 
And they would be thought Listle Angels, or at the leaft Heroes, 
and perfwade the reft of Mankind, That all they who are 
out of their Cave, know nothing, in comparifon to them, 


avho fee fuch pretty foadows, and fuch gallant Puppets; and 
therefore 
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therefore they that are willing-to. dwell in the Cave, they 
fhall have my free confent to continue there till, and let them 
belicve their Fooleries areTruths, their Shadows are Realities, 
and their Puppets are living Bodies, it is no Injury to me, I 
will peep in upon them, and alfo pity them: Nay! I will 
go further too; | will call them out, but if that will not 
do, Peace be with them, for I will not run the Rifque of 
going in tothem, left fumble and break my Face, a very fit 
Reward for one that is fool-hardy, and will venture his own 
Life to inform another’s Underftanding. 

It is one part (and a great one too) of man’s Happinefs, 
that he hath Sence and Reafon, to contider the good and bad 
Occurrences of his Life, and thereby to endeavour to chufe 
the one, and fhun and evade the other; and alfo to examine 
the Probabilities and Improbabilities of the Rudiments , 
Rules and Methods laid down, to inftruG and teach the Stu- 
dents in all Parts of Natural Learning; and, certainly , 
fhould we refufe and deny our felves the Ufe of our Reafon 
in thefe things, and {wallow down all things greedily that 
are delivered to us, under Pretence of Information, for ab- 
folute Truths, without fo much as enquiring the rationality 
of the thing, and its coherence with its own Principles, and 
the order of Nature; we may in a fhort time herd with the 
more fenfible fort of Beafts ; and alfo tell our Fellow-Crea- 
tures, We out-do our firft Parents (whom we often think ve- 
ry hard of) in giving Credit to Lies and Falfhood; they 
were deceived by Suggeftion and Per{wafion, we by Impoft- 
tion and Cuftom; they in their Innocence knew no fuch thing 
as Error: But we know little elfe; and if any Man doubts 


_the Truth of this Affertion, let him repair to his own Bofom 


for full Satisfation. 

It is certain, and beyond all Queftion, that Errors, Mijfakes 
and Lies are more common, obvious and praGticable than real 
Truths ; for in an AGion or Accident within a Bow-fhot of 
our own Habitations, how many various Stories fhall we hear 
about it? And, how varioufly and confufedly every Relater 
fhall deliver the Circumftances of this AQion, is known to 
every one; and, perhaps, at laft, when the beft Account 
comes, it may have fome mixture of Error, cithera Miftake,

ask : sii 
eable to the Defea of Memory; or being willing to 
ole {ome part of the Action by a {oft and tender Relation, 
when, at the fame time, they firain another part of it be- 
yond the true and real Action it felf, which may very pro- . 
perly take the Name of Partiality. -Or by fome hot-headed 
Hearer and Teller of News, who having heard the Relation 
frora half a dozen at once, remembers fcarce any thing from 
either of them, but makes a new Relation of his own, fome- 
thing like the other, and away he runs with that, and tells 
it, to every one he meets, for Truth; and this you may 
very well call Confidence, ee. And do you think this is 
not ground enough to fill a whole Parifh or City with Lies, 
when the Reporters of thefe things, like Atoms, fly into 
every Corner and Part thereof, and each man tells what he 
hath heard or apprehended of the Matter? And thus will the 
Account go, till you can {peak with the Actors of it them- 
felves, or with fome Intelligent man, that hath had it from 
them, or the true Relation of it by one that faw and ob- 


ferved the whole. Now, let us confider, how many People . 


there are that are willing or defirous to enquire out the Truth 
of this matter 3 not one in a hundred, perhaps not one in a 
thoufand ; for the generality of People are not inquifitive 
after Truth, but News! And, when they have heard a Story, 
it ferves them to talk of till they hear another, and fo one 
Lie drives in, and alfo drives out, another 5 and by this 
Gourfe and Cuftom the Faculties of the Body are imployed, 
and the things ferve to talk of as well as if they were true in- 
deed; it founds as well, {pends Time as well, and the Hear- 
ers of it, when related, ftare and admire at it as much as if 
it was perfedtly true; and thus the Rattle goes on, and they 
are all very well contented. 
Why, juit fo it is with our Book-wrights, exa@ly in eve- 
ry particular thing I have here mentioned ; for every one that 
can talk, is not fic to tell a Story, or carry a Relation of a 
Matter; nor is every one that can write, fit to write things of 
Science, though perhaps he may underftand fomething of its 
and he that can tell a Story well, doth generally embellifh his 
Difcourfe, fet it off with a Lie or two, or, to fpeak more 
foft, fome new emphatick Invention of hisown; why, wi 
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fo it is with our Writers and Authors of Books in general ;: 
They throw in fomething of their own, which, they think, 
founds well enough to them, and may pafs current without 
Sufpicion of being a new Dedtrine 3 ard this the Reader is 
obliged to take among the reft, without either Why or Where- 
fore. Lut, it would be endlefs to run into Difcourfes and Ar- 
gumei.ts of this Nature, and of a Prowminm make a Treatife: 
Belides, it is needlefs to follow this Track any longer, for I 
fuppofe there are few or none will deny Errors to be delivered 
in this Methced and Order ; if they do, let them repair to any 
printed Author, in every Page of which it is very: probable 
they may find either Errors of the Author, or Miltakes of the 
Printer, and in fome Pages both, for their SafaGtion. For 
if Authors, in all kind of Learning, had not been futhciently 
fertile in that untoward fort of Produ@, the Learned D. Prim- 
rofe and Sir Thomas Brown had {pent their Time in vain when 
they made an Enquiry into Vulgar and Common Errors. And, 
to that Purpofe, hear what the latter of them faith, pag.20. 
Pfeudo. Epidem. ‘But the mortalleft Enemy (faith be) unto 
‘ Knowledge, and that which hath done the greateft Execu- 
‘tion upon Truth, hath been a peremtory Adhefion unto Ax, 
‘ shority, and more efpecially eftablifhing of our Belief upon 
‘the DiGtates of Antiquity. For (as every Capacity may ob- 
‘ ferve) moft men of Ages prefent, fo fuperftitioufly do look 
© on Ages paft, that the Authorities of the one do far exceed 
‘the Reafons of the other: Whofe Perfons indeed being far 
© removed from our Times, their Works, which feldom with 
© us pafs uncontroll’d, either by Contemporaries, or by im- 
© mediate Succeffors, are now become out of the Diftance of 
¢ Envy; And the further removed from prefent Times, are 
© concerned to approach the nearer vr::o Truth it {elf Now, 
‘hereby methinks we manifeftly deluce our felyes, and wide- 
¢ ly walk out of the Track of Truth. 
« For firft, men hereby impofe a Thraldom on their times, 
¢ which the Ingenuity of no Age fhould endure, or indecd the 
‘ prefumption of any did yet enjoyn. Thu: Hippocrates about 
‘ Two thoufand Years ago, conceived it no injuftice, either 
“to examin or refute the Do@rines of his Pxedecefiors: 
© Galen the like, and Arifttle moft of any. Yet did not any 
C2 Sof 


Credulity, by which we are fo eafily and willingly deceived, 
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©of thefe conceive themfelves infallible, or fet down theis 
© DiGtates as Verities irrefragable,; but when they either de- 
‘liver their own Inventions, or reje@& other men’s Opinions, 
‘they proceed with Judgment and Ingenuity; eftablifhing 
© their Agertions, not only with great Solidity, but fubmitting 
© them alfo to the Correction of turure Difcovery. 

“Latily, While we fo devoutly adhere to Antiquity in fome 
© things, we do not conlider we have deferted them in fevera} 
“others. For they have, indeed, not only been imperfect in 
© the Conceit of fome things, but either ignorant or erroneous 
‘in many more. They underftood not the Motion of the 
*cighth Sphere, from Welt to Eaft, and fo conceived the Lon- 
« gitude of the Stars invariable, They conceived the Torrid 
¢ Zone unhabitable, and fo made fruftrate the goodlieft part of 
“the Earth. But, we know now ‘tis very well empeo- 
‘pled, and the Habitation thereof efteemed fo happy, that 
‘fome have made it the proper Seat of Paradife ; and been 
‘fo far from judging it unhabitable, that they have made it 
‘the Hirt Habitation of all. Many of the Ancients deny’d the 
* Antipodes, as Auftin, &c. Others, That the Earth was 
* round, as Laniantius. But the Experience of our enlarged 
‘Navigations, can now affert them beyond all Dubitaticn. 
‘ Having thus totally relinquifh’d them in fome things, it may 
‘not be prefumptuous to examin them in others; but furcly 
‘ mére unreafonable ¢o adhere to them in all, as though they 
© were infallible, or could not errin any. Thus, I fay, mutt 
© thefe Authors be read, and thus muft we be read our felves ; 
‘for, difcourfing Matters dubious, and many controvertible 
©Traths, we cannot, without Arsrogancy entreat a Cre- 
‘dulity, or implore any farther Affent than the Proba- 
, bility of our Reafons, and Verity of Experiments en- 
* duces, 

Hence it is plain, there is a Flood of Error in the World, 
and that all Sciences and Learning, as well as Aftrology, 
have an equal hare therein; and that the moft learned among 
us have lodged the Caufe thereof in our Old Authors, whom 
we fo much admire, and endeavour to follow, by zealous 
Adoration, and Purfuit without Reafon; And, in our own 


and 
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and not only brought thereby into.a Cuftom of believing 
their Errors, but alfo into fuch a Zeal as to quarrel and con~ 
tend to maintain and juftifie them as if they were undeniable 
Truths. And if any of their Defenders chance to be furnifhed 
with good Language, and the Art of Reafoning, it makes 
him fit to be an Author, though no Skill; by which means 
he paints the Trap, and hides the Snare, and by this kind of 
Art catcheth the Gudgcon with the moreeafe: And thi: the 
major part of Readers have beendeluded, Yet hrreand vere 
we have found one, who by Labour and the firength of Rea- 
fon have dete@ted thefe Delulions, and made Digreffions 
from the common Road, upon very good Authority of Rea- 
fon and Experience, thofe two Handmaids of Truth, who 
are but ligtle acquainted with fuch, who are not at Leifure to 
think, nor will not take time to Jabour, without which no- 
thing is to be done. 

Then, the next Work is, to examin and try whether our 
Authors that we generally follow, and moft depend on for 
Rules and Direétions in Practice, will hold and agree one 
with another; and whether they will allow them to have the 
fame, or an adequate Effect at all Times, and in all Perfons, 
allowing their Rules of Exception, if they have any ; let us 
try alfo if their Operations are demonftrable, and founded in 
the Principles of Nature and true Motion, by which all of 
them pretend to work, and perform their Operations in their 
Aftrological PraGtice 5 let us alfo obferve, Whether or not 
they make their own Rules, laid down for our Information, 
a Guide to themfelves, or whether they ‘give us Rules and 
PraGtice quite contrary. In a Word, let us examin their 
whole Syitem of Aftrology, now in Vogue and Reputc, and 
where we find it defe@ive and falfe, to ~eject its ufes but where 
it is fubftantial, and will ftand the Te! of Enquiry, to give 
it the Stamp of Approbation, and admit of it in our Pra- 
Gice. 

But, perhaps it may"bc obje@ted ; That, in tc doing, you 
denounce War almift againft all Aftrolegers, as an Ignorant man 
did lately exprefs it in Print To which 1 anfwer; If 


the DeteGting and Exploding of Errors, isa denouncing of 


War; then Truth and Peace is in a very forry Condition ; 
an 
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and the Reward every one muft expect for fuch an Under- 
taking is a broken Head. I do not know any Reafon there 
is for it, that I fhould run out of cne Error into another, 
and this knowingly, giving Examples and Rules to others to 
do the fame. Nor can I fatistic my felt in fuch a Sra@ice, 
where I know my Rules are falfe, and give me the Lic tomy 
Face, fo often almott as I have occafion to ule them 5 though 
perhaps, that Gentleman may, who made that Objccti- 
on. I do confefs, he ought to hang out bis Flap, and call 
in what Affiftance he can, to make a Nuife, and alfo play 
the part of Demetrius, raifethe Mob tofecure his Trade: And 
indeed it {eems very likely he intends {uch a Trick, when he 
ufeth the Word, Al Aftrologers, as much as if he thould fay, 
Ye are all on my fide, don’s take bis part, nov belicve a Word be fays : 
This Fellow comes to ak, Why, and wherefore Things are fo and 
fo? But if this is the bett Defence he hath for his Principles 


and Practice, as well as his Books already in Print, I do af- 
fure him 1 will make them fhake. What! muft noti ask a: 


Queftion, efpecially where it is for the common Good, and 
the Advantage of others? This is fuch a-Piece of Tyranny 
not heard ot before, no, not in the moft Arbitrary Societies; 
What! muft I not ask whether I am in the Right or in the 
Wrong, in Truth orin Error? This is indeed very hard and 
unjult Meafure, 

Suppofe I were in a Journey, and fhould, by fome (ort of 
Accident, lofe my Way; as, by a Foggy Day, a Dark Night, 
my Unacquaintance with that Road, orthe like ; why, by 
the Rule juft now mention’d, it is not lawful for me to go to 
the next Houfe or Village, Ican difcover, to ask my Ways 
No, nor to enquire of the firft Traveller I meet. Why {0 ? 
becaule the Objector tells you, It is a Denouncing of War 
againft all them that are out of the Way, as well as my felf: 
Nay! by his Rule, againft all, as well in the Right as in the 
Wrong (you know it is a Piece of Policy to make your own 
Party as numerous as poffible, and your Enemies as few as 
can be) and the only pure Detign of it is, He being a Peinci- 
pal Governour in Plato’s Cave, is willing to have as ma- 


ny there with him as he can, for the Advantage of Con- 
verfation.

‘flors is greater than is allowed by the Junior Inceptors of 
‘thefe Days: Many are defpifed by us, whofe Wifdom we 
© fhall never attain to. But yet our Anceftors themfelves have 
¢ §xed Bounds to their Authority: They fwear us, indeed, 
© not to corrupt their Books, but they do not fwear us to be- 
“Jieve all they deliver. We muft tatte before we twallow 3;

which the former Confideration prevents. And, this is at 
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that I pretend to in this my Enquiry 5 I only- intend to Exa- 
min our Authors, and defire every one elfe to do the fame, 
and fee whether they are really and practically true, accord- 
ing to the Rules delivered’ to us. And this very thing this 
leamed Doétor doth alfo allow and plead for; fure my 
Angry ObjeGor will not fay, He deneunceth War again all 
Aftrologers too, becaule he is of the {ame Judgment and Opi- 
nion with me: No, no! in him, it fhall be only a Zeal tor 
the Truth: But, in me, becaufe | ama Heretick (and this 
in a double Sence) it muft be a Quarrel, a denouncing of 
War, or any thing elfe, what that peevith man pleafeth, he not 
confidering, it is every Man’s Duty to detect the Errors of his 
Profefion, and expofe the ridiculous Whims of thofe, who 
through Ignorance are a Scandal to their Imployment: And 
Cardan fays, Melius eft longe, pauca recite & firmiter feire, quam 
multa Erroribus mixta; That, it is faz better to know a few 
things in Truth, than abundance mixt with Errors: And, 
there is no way to come to that Perfection, but by enquiring 
into the Rules, Methods and Praétice of its Profeffors and Teach- 
ers, and to let the World fee what manner of Stuff they are 
bubbl’'d to believe. It isnot every one that can play the Plagi- 
ary, and methodifea few ftolen Rules, that is Mafter of that 
Myftery concerning which he writes ; nor is every one an 
Altrologer that can talk of the Horofcope and Midbeaven, the 
Lord cf the Geniture, Pitted and Smoaky Degrees, Arks of Di- 
relions, Cardinal Signs on Angles, &c. There is many a one 
talks of Robin Hood, that never fhot in his Bow. Every 
Man hath a good Opinion of his own Parts, and it is the hard 
Fate of fome to believe themfelves more able and capable 
thanthey are, and fo come under Cardan’s Reproof, when he 
fays, Deterins eft, credere fe feire, que nefciat, quam ignorare que 
debeat fciree That it is worle for a Man to believe he knows 
what he knows not, than to be ignorant of what he ought to 
know. And, indeed, I am afraid this will prove the Crime 
of moft Authors that have pretended to write and teach 
Aftrology, and I with it had been otherways3 but, am part- 
ly fure,. that moft Pretenders, befides my felf, will fet their 
Handstothis Accufation, and confefs readily, That they have 
been often deceived in their common PraCtices, even by the 
. mo 
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moft approved Rules, delivered by the bet of our Authors ; 
not that [ think every Author is without Trath in fomething 
or other that he delivezs to Potlricy 5 bur the major part of 
them (efpecially thofe who tranfcribe Tradition) have taken 
things upon Truft, and have been more tond of large Volumes 


_ than much Truth, and giving ftrange Judgments on the Pri- 


mitive Texts; mixing therewith ucw Notions of their own ; 


by which means they have confounded their Readers, and ren-~ 


dred their Matter extream intricate: And witu thefe Crimes 
and Abufes I can charge fome very eminent Authors, at pre- 
fent in grcat Repute among the more Learned Students in 
Altrology; who, ycu will find mentioned in the following 
Pages, according as there is occafion to ufe their Names, 
with their Quotations, when I come to examin and confider 
their Principles, with my Objections and Reafcns to the con- 
trary. And alfo that there are fome Authors, but little taken 
notice of, that are more worth your Reading and Study 
too, to be Matters of their Notions and Rules, than is g-ne- 
rally believed and ‘allowed by the ufual Vogue and common 
Opinion ; for it is our hard Fate, as well in Sciences as in 


Common Vulgar Things and Affairs, we are too apt to fol- 


low the Herd, and to believe by Example and Report, with- 
out fo much as examining their Affertions byour own Rea- 
fon. For, if this or that Great Man doth oe a thing 
(though abfolutely falfe) how many of the rf@aner fort will 
hazard a Broken Head in the Jutftification of it, and think 
them(elves extreamly injured if any man refufe to believe 
what they relate from his Story? which every man of Seafe 
knows is too true, and too often pratifed ; as if an Eminent 
man could not miftake. Another way by which we are 
deceived and led into Error, is, our miftaking the EffeGs of 
Directions, and charging the Caufe of this or that Difeafe 
or Accident, to aStar, Ray or Direction that is not at all con- 
cern’d therein; and, to make it more intelligable to you, 
and to let you know what I mean by thefe Words, take an 
Example or two for your better Information. If a Man 
happen to be feized by a violent Fever, you immediately ex- 
pect to find the Caufe lodged in the DireCtion of the Sun or 
Mars, and therefore if you cannot readily find fuch a Dire- 
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tion to fome of the Hilegiacal Points, you conclude the Na- 
tivity is falfe, and then make an Alteration in the Afcendene, 
and {o jump into an Error,when you think you have gotTruth 
by the Hand. So, on the contrary, when you find one feized 
witha Quartan Ague, or fuch like Cold Chronick Difeafe, you 
think ftreight to find a Diretion of Satsrn, or, perhaps, the 
Moon, in fome ill Ray, and afflided by him: But, this not 
being fouid, the next thing is an Alteration of the Figure, 
and be fure there isa Caufe then, and that a very plain one 
too. But ail this may prove a Miflake, and thew either 
want of Skill, or want of Experience in him that doth it. 
For, give me leave to tell you (and I affure you I {peak no- 
thing but Truth) the Sun, Moon or Afcendent, &c. directed to 
the Body, Sgitare, ox Oppofition of Saturn, may give a violent 
Fever of any kind whatfoever, either Simple, Putrid or Pcfti- 
lential , Continual or Intermitting 5 Quotidian, Tertian ox Quar- 
tan nay, the Small Pox too. And, on the other fide, Dire- 
tions of the Sen and Mars may give Quartan Agues, long 
lingering Difeafes, proceeding, from Obtiructions and black 
Choler, nay, Drop‘ics and Gout too, and other Difeafes from 
that Birth and Original, I know this will fecm ftrange to 
many Practitioners, if not to all, and I know fome will think 
it an untruth, or a Flourifh without any ground; but, | 
do affure them it is Truth 5 and whofoever doth oppofe this 
Doétrine, isnot acquainted (I am fure) with all the Parts of 
Afirology. 

The third Caufe of our Erring, and indeed the only one of 
all, is, our falfe Corretion of Nativities 5 for in all Nativi- 
ties, where the Mid-Heaven and Afcendent is not true, the 
Dire@ions to thofe Points muft of neceffity be falfe; for, by 
how much the Time corrected (as they call it) differs from 
the true Time, by fo much they err, more or lefs, in the com- 
mencement of thofe Direétions ; and, to tell you the Truth, 
this is the only difficult thing in Aftrology, to correct well 
and trues and the true way to correct well is, to know what 
Accidents or Difeafes may be allowed to every Planet, and 
their Afped&ts in Dire@ion, according to the true Motion of 
Nature, and the real Afpects in every Circle; for all hdtiti- 
ousMotion and Afpetts inDireGtions are certainly falfe and Er- 
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roneous. I remember in the Year 1679. Mr. R.W. defited 
me to give him the DireGtions in his Nativity; fo I took his 
Time, corrected his Figure, which was but a {mall diffe- 
rence from the Eftimate Time; wrought the DireGtions, and 
gave them to him; and among, them there was one Co 
come up the beginning of May, the next Year, 4. ¢ 1680. 
and that was the Afcendent to the Square of Mars, the Ho- 
rofeope being 22. deg. in Gemini, and Mars in 21.deg. in Arics, 
in the Eleventh: The M.C. 16. deg. in Aquarys and this 
Direction | had determined to touch about the fixth or eighth 
Day of May, at which Time he was feized with a violent 
Fever, which held him about eight Days; And this was a 
wonderful Confirmation of my Skill and che Truth of the 
Art, both of which were not a little talk’dot aboutit. But, 
when I came to underftand Direétions better, and to examin 
the Figure and the Accident more carefully, I found the Afcen- 
dent came at that time tothe Square of the Moon, and that the 
Square of Mars did not come up till about thircy Years after- 
ward. Thus, you may fee, how ealieit is for a Beginner to 
make a Miftake, and at the fame time to be confirmed in it 
that heis really inthe Right; and this, in Correcting, is €a- 
fily done, either by not knowing the Motion, or by erring in 
the Meafure of Time, or by fuppofing the Difeafe or Acci- 
dent to be cau(ed by a Planet or Ray that had nothing to do 
inthe matter, And thefe, indeed, are Errors of cur own, 
but they are founded upon the Rules and Directions laid down 
by our Authors for our Inftruétion in fuch Cales as thefe are. 
And thefe are the Errors (if you can perfwade your felf to 
believe they are fuch) that, I think, ought to be known, and 
would advife you to endeavour to reform, among the reft of 
the Miftakes, and lec the World fee an Aftrology free from 
thofe Falfities that its Enemies fo often charge us with, 
and this brought to pa(s and effe@ted by your Labour and Di- 
ligence. : 

I fay, if you can perfwace your felves to believe they are 
Errors, and ought to be regulated and amended: For, in- 
deed there lies the main Obftacle ; for he that doth not be- 
lieve they are Errors, will never endeavour either to- reform 
them, or get better Rules to work and judge by 5 for every 
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man lives and manageth his Affairs according to his Belief : 
This Belief is in all things guided by the Will, for no man 
believes againft his Will, however he may endeavour to hide 
and diffemble it; for the Belicf is (in all things where-ever 
it isimploy’d, either in Spirituals or Temporals) nothing elle 
but an AG of the Will. = This Will is nothing elfe but the latt 
AG of Deliberation, or the ultimate Refult of all the Facul- 
ties of the Soul; and this Will is really guided by the Un- 
derftanding in all its Refolves: The Underftanding is more 
or lefs a¢tive, and capable of knowing more or Icfe, accordirg 
to the Power of its firft Principle, and the various Methods 
and Ways taken for its Information; for by how much the bet- 
ter a man’s Judgment and Ulnderftanding is inferm’d, by fo 
much the more he is able to judge for himfelf, or for any 
other; and, therefore, whofoever hath ftrong intellectual 
Abilities, we fee they are mightily advanced by the Happinefs 
of aGood and Learned Education; for the Faculties of the Soul 
are always adtive, bufie, and love to be employ’d in things 
fuitable to the Nature and Pofition of AdMrcury at the time of 
Birth: Hence we may obferve, That fome men do in par- 
ticular excel others in a peculiar fort of Learning, Science or 
Trade, and this from the Power of their Mercury, and the Po- 
fition’of the Heavens at their Birth, foordered and appointed 
by the Power and Wifdcm of the Eternal God. 

Hence I would perfwade the Students in this Science to 


‘confider and deliberate vpon the matter, and, as they have 


learn’d toknow that there is an Aftrology in Nature, fo now 
let them inform their Underftandings about the rationality of 
that which is fo call’d, and alfo learn to diftinguifh between 
thofe things that are folely Notional, and {uch as are naturally 
Demonftrable , and upon Examination vilibly True: And, 
laft of all, try if they can bring themfelves to belive that thofe 
things which I fhall make appear to be falfe, are indeed and 
reality Errors, and ought to be amended and regulated by 
thofe that ftady Aftrology: And that you may fee I am not 
the firftman that have doubted inthefe things, and that what 
I propound to you is both Neceffary and Rational, obferveg 
what your own Authors fay to this puspofe. I begin with 


Dift- 
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Difficilimum omninm eft feire Locum Interfettoris, 8c. Seg. 
3. Apb. 108. Hence I obferve, That if it is che moft difh- 
cult thing of all to know the Anareta or Interfector 5 there are 
very few that are acquainted with it; and yet how eafily do 
the Common and more Ignorant fort of Aftrologers judge of 
the Time of Death before it comes (in which cafe I know 
they are generally decciv’d, and by that Rule deceive others) 
and yet Cardan tells us, It is the moft difficult thing of all; 
and in that Ican juftly affert the Truth of his Aphorifm, 
and fo can any one elfe that hath taken Pains to work and try 
Experiments: And the reafon why it is the molt difficult, 
and that they are miftakea in it, is, becaufe there are more 


.things than one goes to compleat the Locus Interfecioris, and 


it is not the Point and Place they take it to be; and their. 


Rules, in that Cafe, are all of them Falfe and Erroneous; and — 


that I do not doubt but Cardan well knew, when he faid, It 
was the moft difficult thing of all to know; and therefore 
a little afterward, in the 113th Aphorifm, he gives you a 
-Glimps of the Reafon why it is fo, where he fays 3 Maxima 
igitur ambiguitas eft, cum Radii falices Luminarium, aut For- 
tunarum fuper Locum Interficientem ceciderint, frequenter enim fer- 
vantur preter foem, alii autem, de quibus Sperabamus, ut ctiamin 
morbis medici intereant. The greatcft Doubtfulnefs (fays be) is, 


when the happy Rays of the Luminaries or Fortures fall up-- 
on the interticient Place, they often fave beyond all Hope; but — 


others, of whom both we and the Phyficians in Difeafes 
have a great deal of Hope, they die. Thus, you fee, he doth 
increafe the Doubt, and makes it appear more plainly, that 
there is a Myftery in the thing; which, if your Rules, gene 
rally laid down, are true, cainot bes for by thofe it is the 
eaficft thing in the World ; for it is but to have Recourfe to 
the Lord of the Eighth Houle, and the Bufinefs is done. 
But, I can affure you, that you mult find out better Rules 
than thofe, or elfe you will never be Matters of your Profef- 
fion. , 
Morinus, {peaking of DireGtions, in the Preface to his 
Twenty fecond Book, fays ; Verim quam difficilis & confufa 
faerit badenus, teftantur Veterum & Neotericorum Aftrologorum fen- 


sentia plurimim inter fe differentes, &c. But (fays be) how 
con- 
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confufed and difficult it hath hitherto been, th 

different Opinions of the Ancient and Modern re eiaenat 
teftify. And, in the very firft Chapter of that Book Re 
falls upon moft of the Famous and Reputable Authors ev : 
thofe that the Students of this prefent Titne admire and : 
cules them, fome for their Ignorance, and others for sheik 
Traditional Innovations; and aclafthe faith, Unde majo 'n 
Aftrologiam Confufio introducta eft. So that, you fee, I a cot 
the firtt that hath call’d the Abules and Fooleries of Altr i 
gy in queition, and I believe fhall not be the laf. B th (e 
Words of the Learned Morinus you may judge aha = : 
fuled Heap of Stuff the then Method of Directions feem’d fa 
him, and yet he had the fame Authors to inform his Jud; : 
ment that our Modern Artifts admire and defend; and 7 
the Methods in his Time were fo confuled, abliru(e and idle 


as he tells us they were, pray confider what Amendment 


hath been made fince, and who hath done any thing i 
* eee , t 
Alirology belides Thieving and Tranfcribing one fra ee 
Did not Cardan follow this fame Method in Direétions he found 
laid down by Regiomontanus and others? Did not Ori as 
hand thofe things down to us that he found delivered to him 
by Leovitins, dc. and this without any Amendment? And did 
not Argol tran(cribe from him, and thofe beforementioned 
‘their Methods and Effects of Direétions, and pave them down 
to us with frefh Authority? And have not our Countrymen 
tranfcribed from them all, without fo much as asking one 
Word, whether they were to be credited or not? There. 
fore, why fhould I be blamed for asking a Queftion? feein 
Morinus goes free with Approbation, and yet he hath char d 
them home in divers things, and proved there are Errors ioe 
found, beyond Excufe; as you may read at large in the Fifth 
Chapter of his Sixteenth Book 5 wherein he jufily chargeth 
them with abundance of Nonfenfical and moft eden 
Fooleries. For Exampie, [fa Planet is under the Sun- 
Beams, which they call Combuft, he is Weak ; but if a Planet 
is in the middle of the Sun, which they call in Cozimi, then 
he is fuppofed to be Strong, and the more Powerful for bein 
there; as if a man fhould be burnt by being near the Fire 


but if he creeps into the middle of it he fhall be refrefh’d and | 


fup- 
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fapported, and not burnt : Precious Nonfenfe! With divers 
other things that he there recites. 

In the Preface to his Twenty third Book, he chargeth the 
Aftrologers with Errors in their DoGtrine of Revolutions, 
and in particular Stadins, and at the fame time fets up a 
DoGtrine not allowable by the great Cardan, in Seg. 1. pb. 
ar. Quedam propinguo modo, ut felts Revolutio 3; which ought 
to be very exact if the Doétrine of Marinus is allowed; but 
of that Subje@ fee Opus Reformatum, page 43. But Moriaus 
hath done admirably well in his Sixteenth Book and Fifteenth 
Chapter of the Firt SeGtion, where he hath taught the true 
way to take the Antifcions ox 7 odiacal Paraltels of the Planets, 
and quite turn’d out the old toppith way, generally taught by 
all Authors almoft, except Ptulomy and Cardan 5 who teach 
their Pupils to take the Antifcions with Latitude, and not 
without it, as moft of our later Pretenders have done, but 
notorioufly falfe; And a man would think, That any one 
who was able to confider any thing, might eafily conclude, 
if the Latitude of a Planet caufed fo much Variation in a Di- 
rection to the Afcendent, ee. it muft do the fame in an An- 
tifcion alfo. 

In the Preface to his Twenty fifth Book, concerning, the 
Univerfal Conftitution of the Heavens, he fays 3 Complectitur 
aurem pars ifta Docirinam pulcherrimam, amplifimam CF momentt 
maximi, de qus Veseres Altrologi diverfimode feripferunt, fed con- 
fufe,imperfccle &» Evronco, defetin vere cognitionis principiorcms hrsjrss 
nobiliffime Scientia, &c. 

It contains (fays be) 8 Doctrine large, delightful, and of 
the greateft moment, concerning which the ancient Alirolo- 
gers have written varioufly, but Confufedly, Imperfectly, and 
Erroncoufly, not knowing the Principles of this moft Noble 
Hence, you fee, he chargeth our ancient Auchori- 
ties with Errors in all the Pasts of this Study; and, if you 
pleafe but to read him, he will make moft of them appear to 
be fo, ashe tells you they are. And thefe things he doth not 
charge upon one only, but upo 
Nay, in many Places, throughout his Book, he falls very hard 
upon Ptolemy alfos but how he will make that appeay, per 


haps I may a little 


farther enquire before | conclude 5 it being, 
none 


n moft of them, if not all. - 
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none of my Bufinefs to contend with him in this Place: And 
yet aftcr all this, he him(elf hath trumpet up fome Innovati- 
ons that will not fland the Tett and Trial, and in many 
things he is chargeable with Mittakes (as indeed we arc all) 
more of which you (hall hear hereafter. 

Laftly, Mr. 7.G. in his Hundred Aphorifms, made, and 
borrowed, tells us, in: the lait of them, That the Art of 
Aitrology is certain, butt there are fern that pridif it who rightly 
undcrftand it. Now, if this be truc. it matt, beyond all doubt, 
proceed from hence, Not knowing the crue Rules, or know- 
ing too many of the falfe ones; for a man’s Ignorance in 
any Scierice is nothing elfe but his not knowing its true and 
rational Principles, and the ways to attainthem: Now, ifa 
man, in any Art, knows them imperfectly and falfly, I think it 
is high time for him to acknowledge his Ignorarce, and En- 
quire the way to Truths and fuch Perfons, this Aphorifm 
fays, there are; if fo,why-is that Gentleman fo angry with me 
for making this Enquiry after Truth? But, if there are 
no fuch Perfons, then what occalion had we for that 
Aphorifm? But, befides, if there arc no fuch ignorant and 
falfe Pretenders, what did he formerly mean by his Rats in 
Science? andof late by thofe, that, he faid, were not Cutis 
deep ? for if we bring thefe and the Aphorifin together, it 
proves the Affirmation more forcibly ; and I wifh he is not 
found to be one of the Number he endeavours to reprove, 
for the Ax is laid to the Root of the Tree. It feems there are 
but few that underftand it, and how we fhall come to know the 
whole Number of thofe few, or any part of them, I can’e 
tell, unlefs he will be pleafed to give us direGtions; for, of 
all thofe that pretend to it, I know there are very feve but 
think they underftand it as well as Prolomy and Cardan did, al- 
though divers can {carce write their own Names. Butif we 
compare his Words, one with another, and confider them 
with what is faid by Morinus and Cardan, it will then appear, 
that there are now, and eter were, but very few that really 
and rightly underfiant it; that is, in its Principles, in its 
fiulcs, and inits Pra@tice : if fo, and that this is granted (and 
indeed I think it cannot be denied)then all the reft,befides thofe 
few, are the Men that I would havecome out of Plato's Cave, 

thake 
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thake off their Traditional Errors, and imbrace Truth. They 
are the men that I have been talking to all this time 3 they 
are the men that ftand in need of my Advice and Diretions 5 
and they are the men that I intend to gratifie with my La- 
bour and Pains, to guide and fteer them out of the Cave. 
But now all the difficulty will be to find thems for though all 
men will complain for want of Helps, and that there are very 
few that underftand the Art, yet you will find far fewer than 
they acknowlege themfelves to be the men that the Aphorifm 
points at, and they themfelves fo often talk of, and pity. 
Laftly, I will conclude this Chapter with Two Aphorifms 
out of Cardan ; and the firft is a Method and Inftructions how 
to reform, @&c. and the fecond is an Encouragement, with af- 
farance of Succe(s in what they undertake in that or any fuch 


like Work, when they fet about itin earneft. Tothe firft he 


tellsus,, in Seg. 1. Ap. 50. Multitudo Geniturarum nec{[avia fait 
Experimento, illam peperit facilitas fupputandi, unde ars, ex expe~ 
rentiis enim multis illa conftat. Here he fhews us what Method 
we ought to take in fuch a Work; weought to have abun- 
dance of Nativities, and by experience to prove and fupport 
the Art, becaufe it was by that firft found and difcovered : 
That is, to take divers Nativities, and compare one with an- 
other, and one DireGtion with another, and fee if the Effects 
agree in Circumftance and Time, and not make Aphorifims (as 
too many of late have done) froma fingleExample, and per- 
haps that erroncous too 3 by which Method we are finely fitted 
with Rules and Aphorifms egregioufly falfe, when indeed they 
ought to be undeniably true, and beyond allqueftion. But, if 
you will take Cardan’s Rule in this Aphoriftick Text, Work 
and be diligent; for without Labour,no Experience; and with- 
out that, what is your Skill worth ? And when you have done 
your Duty, reft fatisfied of Succefs. As Cardan fays him(cli, 
Seg. 1. Apb. 100. Stcut amator Divitiarum Divitias invenit, © 
pene folus, fic Veritatem Veritatis amator. Asa Lover of Riches 
(fays be) doth find Wealth, fo a Lover of Truth fhall find 
Truth. But then he muft look for it, and he muft took for it 
where it is to be found ; and then too he muft take a right 
way in feeking it; fornoman can expeét to find Oyfters breed 


on a Mountain, nor Pippins grow in'the Sea. ; 
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CHAP. II. 


Concerning an Aftrological Scheme of the Twelve 
Honfes, &c. 


TS being the firf thing remarkable in the Rudiments of 
this Art, I have thought it moft convenient to begin 
there, and to examin the various Ways and Methods that 
have been ufed and committed to Pofterity by our Authors, 
and fee how they agree one with another, and all of them 
with Truth ; for it is impoflible they fhould all be true, be- 
caufe there can be but one true Divifion of the Heavens; and 
yet we have about fix feveral ways, i.c. That of Firmicus, called 
the Equal 3 That of Porpbiry,; That of Alksbitiuss That of Cam- 
panus 5 That of Regiomontanas, called the Rational; and that 
of Ptolomy. And thefe fix ways do all agree in the four 
Angles, exccpt the firft, called the Equal, and that agrees 
only in the Afcendent, differing on the Cufp of the Midhea- 
ven from the reft, fometimes 20 or 30 degrees, and fome- 
times 3 or 43 but the principal thing they contend for, is 
the Ecliptical Place of the Eleventh, Twelfth, Second and 
Third Houfes, with their Oppofites. And, to this purpofe, 
you muft underftand, that as the Aftronomers have divided the 
Zodiacal Circle into twelve equal parts, which they call Sigass 
fo the Aftrologers have endeavoured to divide the Heavens, 
A(cending and Defcending, into twelve equal parts, which 
they call Houfes : And to this Day we are not agreed whe- 
ther this or that Divifionis regular, and the Diftances Propor- 
tional one to another; and that is my next Bufinefs to en- 
quire. 1 (hall begin with the firlt, that of Firmicus, called 

the Equal. : ; 
Firft, That called che Equal, is fathered upon Firmicus by 
no body that I know or have read hefides Garcens; It is sa 
the 
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the Ezual becaufe it allows 30 degrees to cach Houfe, and 
the twelve Signs are equally diflributed on the cwelve Houfes, 
with the fame degree on each Culp, and Cardan himfelf hath 
contended for the Truth of Aftrology, in a hundred Nati- 
vities, making ule of this divifion of the Heavens only. This 
divifion indeed may be allow’d near the Equator to be mode- 
rately true, and yet not always there neither, but muft be 
allowed two or three degrees of difference in fome Houfes. 
They begin to fet a Figure in this way from the Afcendent, 


and’ from that divide their Figure both above and under the 


Earth, by which means the true Midheaven is fometimes in 


the middle of the Ninth, and fometimes in the middle of the . 


Tenth Houfe, and with Submiffion to Cardan that ufed it 
moft of any man of late, I chink it is not only a very foolith 
way, but alfo a very falfe one, becaufe it renders the Apbete 
impoffible to be chofen, fententia Ptolomei ; for the Planet that 
fhou!d be in the Twelfth, will be in this in the Eleventh; and 
that which fhould be in the Firft, will be often in the Second, 
and fo of fome other Houfes. Secondly, all DireGtions to the 
Midheaven mutt be falfe, becaufe the Cufp of it often differs 
15 or 20 degrees from the true Meredian Point. And, Third- 
ly, it doth not agree with the Motion obferved, and there- 
fore it is a confuled Pofition, having no ground in nature; 
therefore I think it needlefs to {pend any more time about a 
thing fo confpicuoufly falfe and erroneous, having, I {uppofe, 
very few, if any, to contend for it. 


Secondly, That of Porpbirivs; who divides the two Ori- 


ental Arks of the Ecliptick, intercepted betwixt the Point 
Orient and the Meridian Circle, above and under the Earth, 
into three equal parts 3 and through thofe Points of Divifton 
and Poles of the Ecliptick he draws the Lines of Latitude, 
commonly called the Circles of Pofttion 5 from whence are pro- 
duced the fix Oriental Houfes. This is one of the moft im- 
probable Projections that ever was invented, it having no 
fixed Bafis to rely on for its divifion, but is wholly artificial, 
without any ground; for the Lines that divide the Houfes, 


ate drawn from moveable Points or Poles: And all know, that . 


the Poles of the Ecliptick are fuch, and therefore not to be 
relied on for Truth or Certainty; fo that we may alfo without 
E 2 farther 
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further trouble conclude this is alfo falfe, and as uncertain as 


the former, called the Equal. 
Thirdly, That of Alcabitius, as he hath deJivered it him- 
felf, in that Chapter called, De effe Circuli Accidentali, and 


. learnedly handled by Valentine Naibod in his Comment on that 


Treatife, page 137- Hence the Method of this ProjeGion is 
thus; To the Time given he takes the Right Afcention of 
the Midheaven in the common way, 0 which he adds go de- 
grees; and unde: the Pole of the Region you fet your Figure 
for, take the degree of the Ecliptick anfwering to that Ob- 
lique Afcention, as ia the u(ual way; of this Eclptical Point 
Orient they take the Semidiurnal and Semino@urnal Arks, 
each of which they divide into three equal parts, and then 
proceed thus 5 To the Right Afcention of the Midheaven they 


add one third of the Semidiurnal Ark, and that gives the © 


Right A(cention of the Eleventh Houfe, the degree of which 
you take in the Table of Right Afcention ; and fo of the 
Twelfth Houle: Then, to the Right A{cention of the degree 
afcending, they add one third of the Seminoéturnal Ark, and 
that gives the Right Afcention of the Second Houfe, whofe de- 
gree is taken, as above, in the Table of Right Afcention ; and 
fo of the Third likewife, concernin gwhich I.would give you 
an Example at large, but that | think it is not worth while, 
either to you, or my felf; and this Way and Method hath been 
{aid by fome to be Ptolomy’s, but untruly, as you fhall fee here- 
after, The Falfhood of this Projection will appear divers 
ways, and foon put it out of doubt, that it is wholly FiGiti- 
ous and Imaginary, and hath no ground in Nature, and that 
for thefe Reafons following. Firft, All Planets pafs the Cuffs 
of the Houfes in the Ecliptick, and therefore the Cufps taken 
in the Equator, as here, mutt be vatily different fometimes, 
and therefore very falfe. Secondly, the Diftance of the Houfes 
are not Equal, either in the Ecliptick or Equator, for in the 
Latitude of 51 degrees, when 7 degrees of Virgo doth afcend, 
the firft fcruple of Aries Calminates, the Semidiurnal Ark of 7 
degrees of Virgo is 101 degrees 6 minutes, and the third part 
of it is 33 degrees 42 minutes: Now, by the Rule precede- 
ing,there fhould be one degree and a half of Cancer on the Ele- 


venth Houle, and 3 degrees of Leo on the Twelfth: So that 
between 
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between theTenth and EleventhHoufes there is 30 degrees and 
anhalf, betwen the Eleventh and Twelfth Houfes 31 degrees 
and an half, and between the Twelfth and Afcendent, 33 de- 
grecs and an half; fo that, contrary to the Rule, when the 
Semidiurnal Ark grows lefs, that of the Equator grows Jar- 
ger. Thirdly, and moft tothe purpofe, The Semidiurnal Ark 
of the A(cendent may {erve its own Diftance from the Twelfth, 


‘but not the Tenth and Eleventh ; for at the fame time the 


Semidiurnal Ark of 7 of Virgo is 101 degrees 6 minutes; the 
Semidiurnal Ark of no degrees of Cancer, on the Eleventh 
Houfe, is 122 degrees 30 minutes; therefore your own Rea+ 
{on will tell you this Divifion is falfe, becaufe the Diltance of 
the Tenth and Eleventh Houfes is but 33 degrees 42 minutes, 
which ought by true Rule and Motion to be 40 degrees and 
50 minutes. And befides, the Diftance of each Houle in the 
Equator is fo various, that fometimes it is but 19 degrecs, and 
fometimes 40; by which means there is no certainty of 
the Pole of the Houfe, the A{cendent excepted; With mae 
ny other Objections, which to {pare Pains and Paper | do 
omit in this place. ; ; 

Fourthly, That of Campanus and Gazulus, two men meti- 
tioned together as if they had been Contemporaries, but of 
about 400 Years diftance 5 the firtt, I fappofe invented this 
Divifion, and the latter reviv'd it again, after it had been al- 
mot forgot. This way of Campanss doth alfo divide the Hea- 
vens into Twelve Parts, called Hoxfes, and this done by the 
Vertical Circle, and is the moft rational of all the four men- 
tion’d, but yet {ufficiently falfe 5 for though he divides the 
Vertical Circle equally, yet he divides nothing, elfe equally, 
neither the Equator, nor the Ecliptick, nor true Motion, 
which of all is the moft certain and unqueftionable: And 
therefore, in thefe two Examples following, you may fee how 
the other parts of the Heavens are to be trufted to in that Di- 
vifion. For Example, Let the beginning of Capricorn be on 
the Tenth, and Aries afcending in the Latitude of 51. then 
you have 8 degrees of Capricorn on the Eleventh Houfe, which 
fhould have béen: 18 degrces, and 24 of Capricorn on the 
Twelfth Houfe, which ought to be 13 degrees of Aquary 5 
fo that you have by that Divifion two Signs compleatly inter- 


cepted 
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cepted in the Twelfth. Let Cancer o degrees 
Tenth,and o degrees of Libra afcendirg, aa by Ne Bree 
oe ae 27 degrees of Cancer on the Eleventh, which 
ong Ne i degrees in Leo; and 27 of Leo on the Twelfth

but 4 degrees from the Twelfth. But more plainly to fhew 
you that this Divifion is falfe, obferve, Let us fuppofe a Fi- 
gure, in which the very beginning of Capricorn is on the 
Tenth; according to this Divifion in the Latitude of 51 you. 
have 13 degrees of Capricora on the Eleventh, which fhould be 
18; and 6 degrees of Aquary On the Twelfth, which fhould 
be 13 3 and 24 of Taurus on the Second, which fhould be but 
173 and 17 of Gemini on the Third, which fhould be but 
11 degrees of that Sign. And this I thus prove: Let the 


the Sun is 56 degrees 48 minutes, of which the third part 
is 18 degrees §6 minutes 5 and {uppofe the Sun to be on the 
degree of the Afcendent exactly, then by the Rational, 
when the Sun comes to the Cufp of the Twelfth, there will 
be 1 degree of Sagitary on the Tenth, whofe right Afcention 
is 238 degrees and 51 minutes; this { fubfira@ from the Sun's 
Right A(cention, and that fhews the Sun is 31 degrees 9 mi- 
nutes diftant from the Tenth Houle, which by dividing of 
true Motion ought to be 38 degrees, very neat, which gives 
24 of Scorpio on the Midkeaven, and not 1 degree of Sagitary, 
when the Sun comes to the Cufp of that Houle: Hence it is 
evident, that the Rational differeth from Truth 7 degrees at 
that time on the Cufp of that Houfe. Again, When the Sun 
comes to the Cufp of the Eleventh Houle, by the Rational 
there will be 18 degrees of Sagitary on the Tenth, whofe 
Right Afcention is 256 degrees 57 minutes, which I {ubftract 
from the Swn’s Right Afcention, and the Diftance is 13 de- 
grees 3 minutes, which ought in truth to be 18 degrees 56 
minutes by the Diurnal Ark, with 12 degrees 28 minutes on 
theTenth, inftead of 18 degrees of Sagitary 5 fo that itis plain, 
the Rational on the Cufp of this Houle alfo differs from 
Truth almoft 5 degrees. But yet { do confefs that the Diffe- 
rence is not fo great when Signs of long Afcention culminate 5 
and yet that Difference ‘5 confiderable alfo, efpecially to thofe 
who calculate the Culps of the Houfes to minutes and feconds, 

Thus I have faid enough to any ingenious Man, to thew him 
min the other parts of the Circle, 


how he may proceed to exa 
and 
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and difcover the Errors of the Modus Rationslis, which hath 
fo long, paffed for Current, without being queftion’d by any 
before alter this manners and though this way of dividin 
the Heavens may feem to be wholly new, yet I can affure you 
it is no fuch thing, but of greater Antiquity than moft Artifts 
do imagine; which will further appear in what follows about 
the fixe way of Dividing the Heavens. - 

e Sixth way is, That which I call Psolomy’s, it i 
(to fay all ina Word) the only true Divilion in Nae: it 
being Real, and not imaginary, agreeing with its {elf and its 
own Principles, and built on that which will never alter while 
Time endures 5 in this we divide true Motion, but they divide 
empty Air 3 we divide that which is vifible, they divide that 
which is only imaginary; and take it for granted, that be- 
caule they divide the Equator into equal parts, therefore that 
Divifion muft be alfo true in the Ecliptick, which you fee is 
falfe, Nor is it poflible ever to proje@a true Divilion of the 
Heavens, either upon the Globe, or by Trigonometry, where 
the Equator is made the Bafis of the Divifion; and the Rea- 
fon’s plain, becaufe the Ecliptick and Equator have different 
Poles, they may by ftraining of it make it agree in fome, but 
never in all parts of the Circle. ‘ 


1. The Divilion of the Heavens into Houfes 
called, ought to be proportional one to another aeenrdin 
to the Quantity of the Diurnal or Nocturnal Arks ; and this i 
proved from the Words of Ptolemy, when he makes the Ele- 
venth a Sextile to the firft, the Tenth a Square to the Afcen- 
dent, and ‘the Ninth an exaGt Trine to the Horofcope, as you 
may fee Lib. 3. Cap. 11. atid this Harmony doth not confit 
in the Mechanical Lines or Circles of the Houfes drawn or 
imagined, but by exa¢t and due Proportions of the Circle by 
wd A a are made, affigned and dedicated to Ahofe Parts 
2. It is not fufficient for thefe Houfes to be e i 
in one Circle only, whether it be the Equator, de Zadiace 
the Vertical, or any other chofen for fuch a purpofe, bute out 
of thefe Circles alfo they ought to be equally divided by a true 
proportional Divifion ; and this, for the more certain finding 
the 
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the Giver of Life, which in the other domifying Divifions 
will be moft uncertain, according to the ways laid down by 
Prolomy to find it. 

3. As the Divifion of the Heavens is Natural, fo it oughe 
to be from the Motion aud Influence of the Stars, and not 
the empty Spaces of Heaven or Air. Thefe Houfes therefore 
have a fort of Familiarity by Rays among themfelves 5 yet 
there are no real Rays without a luminous Body be prefenr, 
for the Houles have no Rays of their own; hence it is vifible, 
that the Houfes are made for that End and Purpofe, the Stars 
continually emitting their Influence and Rays; and not as fo 
many Points, Marks and Circles in the Heavens and Air. 
Again, the Way and Power of Operation is in the Agent it 
felf: Whence it is plain, the Stars do varioufly operate, ac- 
cording to their various Pofitions, and this produced by their 
Light and Motion, and not seccived from the Houfes. And 
befides, confides the various Rays, Familiarities and Afpe&s 


that the Stars make to the Angles or any other Points and 


Parts of Heaven, are really and truly the Effects of Motion 
only 3 and the Houfes are but as fo many Diftances ina Circle, 
by which that Motion is meafured and judged; and as the 
Motion of the Stars is regular and certain, fo the Houfes and 
their Diftances ought to be proportional and agreeable to that 
Motion that-determines them, from whofe Centers the Lu- 
minous Bodies do more perfe@tly and powerfully emie their 
Rays to the Angles, &ec. 

4. The Points of the Horizon rifing, and the Meridian, 
from which Lines being drawn from one to another, and 
thofe Ccleftial Manfions divided, are real Points and Parts of 
Heaven, in which the Stars do rife and culminate. The 
Houfes (as’tis faid) have all their Power, and confequently 
their Quality and Quantity from the Luminous Bodies ; 
therefore they have all thefe things from their Motion and Pre- 
fence as well in the Angles as in the inte:mediate Points : 
Whence it is plain the Quantity of the Motion of the Stars, 
from the Point of their Rifing to the Point Culminating, és 
and ought to be divided into the Manfions of the Houfes 5 
and whatfoever other Points‘are taken, and Lines drawn to 
that purpofe between thofe Points, are only imaginary, and 
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without any Ground and Foundation. in the Order of Na- 
ture. The proportional Diftances of the Stars to the Angles 
ought to be taken from that Point and Part of the Houfe from 
which they began their Diftance 5 hence it isa very ftrange 
fore of Philofophy to me, to fee fome, when they know the 
Stars do begin their Diltance from one Point, to take the 
Quantity of their Diftance and its due Dimenfion from another 


Point no ways concerned ; which was only an Invention, 


back'd with a generalConfent to deceive themfelves and others. 

5. The firft and primary Divifion of the Heavens, accord- 
ing to Ptolomy, is into four Parts or Quarters, two above, and 
two under the Earth ; and thefe are again divided into two 
Denominations of Oriental and Occidental, as you may fee, 
Lib. 1. Cap. 10. Lib. 4. Cap. 5. Thefe four Parts of Heaven 
are conttituted, defined and demonftrated by thofe two great 
Circles, the Meridian and Horizon, as you may likewife tec in 
the fore-quoted quadripartite, Lib. 3. Cap. 11. and in other 
Places ; in which Place and Places you muft obferve, that the 
Word Horofcope is not to be underftood of the Exosient Part of 
the Ecliptick only, but that Line which the Stars pafs when 
they firft appear to our Sights which Line is called Finitor 
Orientalis. This primary Divifion of the Heavens is by the 
Help of the two beforementioned Circles, wholly and entire- 
ly divided into twelve Houfes, and this Divifion doth not on- 
ly comprehend the Zodiack, and ten degrees of each Side of 
it but the whole Hemifphere above, and alfo under the 

arth. 

Hence it is that we fay, A Star that hath great Latitude is 
in the Afcendent, Twelfth Houfe, dc. though the Sign that 
Star is in, isnot near the Cufp of that Houfe, nor is the Star 


near the Zodiack by many degrees, but by its Rifing with . 


large North or South Latitude it is faid to be in that Houfe, 
when it is in that Space made in this Divifion by the Horary 
Circles of Pofition. 

Hence it is Jikewife, that the Horary Circles of Pofition are 
rationally and demonftrably different from the Common 
Circles of Pofition; and though they are both imaginary, 
yet the former are far more naturally true and real than the 
latter. And alfo that they depend on certain diftances be- 

tween 
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tween the Angles, which (heweth that not only the four 
Quarters, which is the Divifion of the Zodiacal Circle, but 


the Divilion of the four Quarters alfo, doth wholly depend 
on the two great Circles, the Meridian and Horizon. | 
Hence it appears alfo, that the primary Divition of the Hea-. 


vens into four Quarters, according to the DoGrine of Ptolomy, 
fheweth that the Horary Circles of Polition, confidered with 
the Tempore Hpraria, do plainly demonttrate that the Angles 
are in Square and Oppofition one to another ; and that all the 
reft of the Houfes,as well one to another,as to the Angles,bear 
an equal and regular, Diftance, and this by a certain and deter- 
minate Motion proper only to that Circle; and that the Houfes 
are parallel each to other, and all of them to the two great 
Circles beforementioned, the fuppofed Lines being drawn from 
one InterfeGion to the other, and each of them extended are 
equal to the great Circles. Ic is alfo plain, thae the Diurnal 
or Horary Circle of Time, by which the Houfes are deter- 
mined and conttituted, is wholly different both in its Nature 
and Ute from the Zodiacal Circle ; and by a Miftake in the 
ufe of both, tt ‘hath given occafion of tumbling to fome, 
and a real Ground for Errors ( among others), fome of 
which at this Day are greedily embraced for undeniable 
Truths. 

Hence it appears likewife, that the Houfes are certain Spa- 
ces in the Heavens, confifting of Parts thereof, and are en- 
dued both with Longitude and Latitude ; and they are pro- 
portional Diftances equally drawn according to the Principles 
Of Motion between one Angle and another 5 and though there 
are divers Pretences to a Divifion of this nature, yet there can 
be but one true. 

Thele things being allowed, that way of dividing the Zo- 
diack into twelve equal parts, and the Lines thence produced, 


drawn through the Poles of the Ecliptick, is wholly rejeCted 


as falle; becaufe it doth not divide Motion, but Air: And 
alfo it is the moft uncertain Divilion, and irregular, of all that 


have been invented, and the moft fubje& to Mutation. It 


doth alfo wholly rejet that Divifion of the Ecliptick parallel 
to the Equator, and the Lines drawn through the Poles of the 


* World; and that for the Reafons before alledged. 
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tt doth alfo wholly reje@ and difown the Divifion of the 
Vertical Circle, which paffeth by, and cutteth the Fquator in 
the Points Orient and Occident: And though that Divition of 
the Heavens is moderately proportional, and for the mott 
pat conttant and certain; yet it is not a natural Divition, 
aid that for thefe Reafors. Firft, it doth not divide the Mc- 
tion and Influx of the Stars, but the parts of the Air only, 
Secondly, it doth not determine the proportional Dittances of 
the Houfes from the 4 guo cr ad quem of the Stars Motion, but 
from the Points ot their Parallcls, which indeed are neither 
natural nor real, «ad, to fay the Truth, nothing at all but Ima- 
gination; by which means they firlt lay an imaginary Foun- 
dation, and then build an imaginary Stru@ure thereon. 
Thirdly, Let there be two Stars or more in Conjun@ion, ex- 
a@tly in the Point Rifing, and at fome diftance from the F qua- 
tor; then their oppofite Point muft be in thelr exa@degree 
of Setting: If fo, then why fhould their intermediate pro- 
portional Diftances between the Angles be made by thofe Pa- 
rallels in which they do not cither Rife or Set; and is itnota 
very idle thing to take the Diftances of Motion from other 
Patts and Points than thofe: of their Inception and Defition, 
which are really the true 2. quo & ad quem of thelr rapt Motion 
in our Sight and Hemifphere ? Therefore the Diftances of 
Motion ought to be taken from thofe Points, from whence the 
Stars begin to move, and to increafe their Diftances by Mo- 
tion. 
This doth alfo reje@ that Divifion of Alcabitias, as falfe 
and erroneous, becaufe he grofly errs in taking the Semidiur- 
nal Ark of the Point Rifing, and makes that ferve for the three 
Oriental Houfes above the Earth, by dividing it into three 
exact parts: For it is very well known, that the Semidiurnal 
Ark of the beginning of Cancer, is far greater than the End cf 
Aries 3 and therefore when Cancer Afcends, by that Divj- 
fion, the three Houfes. above the Horofcope will have Arks 
above their Proportion and Right; and the three Houfes below 
the Afcendent will have Asks lefs than their due 5 and fo of 
the other fix Houfes by the fame Rule:. Which you will find 
to be wholly irregular and falfe. 
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It alfo rejedts that of Regiomontanus, called the Rational:3. 
which divides the Equator into twelve equal Parts, and that. 
for the very.fame Reafons above alledged againft the Divition. 
of the Vertical Circle, For though they do not err on the 
(ame Bottom and Principle, yet they err equally in the Con- 
fequence and thing they aim at; which is a true and equal Di- 
vilion of the Heavens. Many things more might be faid in 
the matter, but I think thefe are fufficient. 

6. The Divifion of the Heavens, and the true parting of the Houfes 
by the Pen of Nature 3 do each of them confit of two Tempo- 
ral Hours, either of the Place or Star: That is, by a proportional 
Divifion of the Motions of the Moveable Arks from one Angle to an- 
other 3 fir it is moft certain, every thing that moves, meafures its own 
Diftance by Motion, and that Motion by Time, a you bave in 
effect heard above. 

This Divifion of the Heavens is natural, and freely offers it felf 
to the Principles of Réafon for Authority and Proof; for ac- 
cording to this Meafure and Motion, the Houfes are all equal, . 
and a Star or Conftellation hath an equal tarriance in time in 
its Paffage in and through every Houle, which they have not 
by any other Divifion but by. this of two temporal Hours. 
For the Stars do difpence their Influence to us by a conftant 
and facceffive Motion. both in their Afcention and Defcention, 
in all Hemifpheres 5 and if they'do continue longer in one 
Houfe than in another, the Effe@s, as well as the way of judg- 
ing thereof, muft be both falfe and irregular, and it cannot be 
denied but that fuch a Divifion is falfe;and the reafon is,becaufe 
thofe Manfions, Portions, or Houfes of Heaven, are unequal, 

Again, a. Star, according, to this Divifion, being in the 
Center of the Eleventh Houfe,doth behold the.Afcendent by.a 
Sextile; inthe Tenth by a Square, and in the Ninth by 
aTrine, according to the DoGtrine of Prolomy, Lib. 3. Cap. tte 
de Loco Prorogatore, which is not, (re vera) to be found in any 
other Divifion whatfoever; which proves this Diftsibution . 
to be truly natural, and:alfo agreeable to the Rules and: 
Precepts of Ptolomy. And the Reafon is plain, becaufe a Star 
found or placed in the Center of the Eleventh Houfe,is exactly 
one third of the Diurnal Ark diftant from the Atcendent; in the 


Tenth half. the. fame Ark diftants and in the Ninth. two 
thirds 
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thirds of the fame Ark exaétly from the Horofcope, which no 
other Divilion, till this time difcovered, is able to perform, 
belides this of two temporal Hours to a Houfe, which I have 
elfwhere fhewed moreat large. 

But perhaps it may be objected, That though two tempo- 
ral Hours are ufed as is here laid down, yet the Houfes are not 
equal, becaufe out of the Equator thofe above the Earth 
toward the North are greater than thofe under the Earths to 
the South, thecontrary: And therefore this Divifion cannct 
be Regular and Equal. To ghis it may be anfwered ; That an 
Equality among the Houfes is only required in the fame Hemi- 
fphere, the World being divided into four Quarters, or at 
leaftwile into two Hemifpheres, one above, and the other be- 
neath; yet the Hemifphere below differs nothing in Quality 
and Figure from that above; nor can they differ one from 
another in any thing but Quantity 5 therefore although a Star 
fhould perform its Diurnal Ark by a leffer Circle than his No- 
Gurnal, or the contrary; yet ftill that Star -paffeth through 
the four quarters of the two Hemifpheres, nor doth the {mal- 
ne(s of his Ark in any of them abate of his Power and. Effect, 
his Diftance confidered. As we do expérience in the Moon, 
who paffeth more fwiftly through the Zodiack, and In a far 
lefs Orb than any.of the reft, and yet we fee the doth not lefs 
affeG the Times and Seafons than they do. From whence it 

is plain, that the Stars do not lefs produce their Effects in the 
{maller Quarters by a (wift Motion, than in the greater by a 
flow. Therefore this is no rational ObjeCtion co the Divilion 
of the Heavens by Temporal Hours, feeing they are really and 
truly proportional parts in all quarters of Heaven, and are all 
equal one to another, as well in Influx as Motion, notwith- 
ftanding the Hemifpheres are different in their Meafure. And 
befides, this Foundation being laid, the Prorogator mult re- 
main immoveable in-Mando; that is, in the horary Circle of 

Pofition: Which is confufedly jumbled hither and thither by 

the increafe and decreafe of the Ark in the common way, ac- 

cording to their Motion and Method of Directions. For who- 
foever pretends tothe Art of DireGtions, and doth not under- 
ftand the horary Circles of Pofition, I am fure he doth not 
know the Motion by which all Directions are mades for 
all

He 
alfo fays, That Cardinal Burgbefius died on the Afcendent to 
the Oppofition of the Moor without Latitude, and nothing 
elfe to affilt it, page 212. Which, if it is true, is of the 
{ame Force with that DireCtion with Latitude, and every whit 
as efeGual. He likewife kills Fobs Vidman with the Afcen- 
dent to the Body of the Moon, without Latitude, page 310. 
only he allows fomething elfeto aifid ic. He tellsus, That 
Francis Orfatt had a violent Hemorrhage at the Nofe, on 
the Afcendent to the Body of Sat#rn, without Latitude 
page ie 7 ‘ 

Mr. 7. Gad. in his Collectio Geniturarum, page 19. t 
That the Lady Elizabeth died on the Nene to the payer 
Mars without Latitude. And that Mr. Tho. Gataker died on the 
Afcendent to the Oppofition of Satwrn, without Latitude 
page 103.

able Proof of itsPower; forthe Ark without Latitude came ~ 


up five Ecliptical Degrees before that with Latitude. And

By what hath heen faid, it appears, That the greateft Pro- 
feffors in this Science make ufe of this Method in their Pra- 
Etice of Directions, and allow a Dire@ion without Latitude 
to kill, which is the greateft Power it can have 5 ang there- 
fore let us confider it well and throughly, and alfo what Foun- 
dation it hath in Nature 3 for] am of Opinion ic is only a 
Sham; and that thefe Directions to the Angles without Lati- 
tude are only made ule of to ferve a turn when nothing elfe 
willdo: Let the Pitcher have two Handles, and either of them 
will ferve to hold it by on any occafion.

A Star is faid to pafs or touch the Horizon by Direction or 
any other Motion, when it begins perfectly to leave the Sub- 
terranean Hemifphere, and begins to appear inours; for the 
Horizon is fach a Line as the Meridian, and both but imagi- 
nary in reference to a real Line: Yet we are fure there are two 
fach Points as the Meridian and Horizon ; and this.we are de- 
monftrably convinced of every Morning that we fee theSun rifes 
for no fooner the upper part of his Body toucheth the Hori- 
zon,but immediately we may {ee it begin to rife:And every day

Hence it appears, That the Afcendent and Midhcaven, di. 
rected to the Body or Opopofition of a Star, is nothing elfe but 
the Eody of a Star coming to thofe Points or their Opp: fites, 
and this with Latitude, and not without it, a3 you may obe 
ferve every day; and that the Stars do not dance up and 
down, backwards and forwards, like Puppets in a Show, to 
verify the faife Rules of a few ignorant Altrologers. Sup- 
pefe a Star to have North Latitude, as Venus (for Example) 
who had 8 degrees of North Latitude in Februsry 1691. and 
fhe eciiptically in 5 degrees of Aquary; when the 5th degree 

‘of Agwary (which is the place of Direction without Latitude) 
comes to the Horofcope, Venus is at leaft 7 degrees above the 
Horizon, for fhe paffeth the Afcendent with the 17th degree 
of Capricorn, and the Midheaven with 3 degrees of Aguary 5 
and therefore,can there be any philofophical Reafon given why 
the 5th degree of Aguary fhould have any force in cither of 
thofe Points, when the is really and virtually paft in both ? 
But it may poffibly be objecied, That fhe doth by fome fecret way 
influence the 5th degree of that Sign in both thofe Points of 
the Afcendent and Midheaven. To thisl anfwer ; If there 
is any Ground to believe fuch a fecret way, it mult depend up- 
onfomething: If upon her Body, that is impoffible, becaule 
the is out of the Afcendent, by their own Rule, 5 degrees ; 
nor can fhe virtually influence a Point when fhe is fo many 
degrees paft it, as is before mentioned : If on the vertue of 
the 5th degree, her Ecliptical Place, then we are not more 
obliged to her Body and Rays than weare tothe Magnetick 
Power of the Ecliptical degree, which doth poffefs an cqual 
Force and Power withher Body; which, if allowed, then a 
Ruth for the Rays and Influence of theScars.If there is a fecret 
Train of Influence from the 17th degree of Capricora tothe 5th

This Method I have fen 
ufed in Nativites by forme of our Modern Profeffors ; but the 
firfi Author 1 find it in, fs Morinus, page 555+ Afro. Gal. in the 
Nativity of Leris XIV. where he dire€ts the Afcendent Con- 
vers to the Square of the Moon for the Small Pox and Eryfi- 
pelas. The A(cendent and Midheaven are (as you heard be- 
fore) certain fixed Points, and therefore uncapaole of any Mo- 
tion, either backwards or forwards; for in direct DireCtions 
the Bodies and Rays move to thofe Angles, and not the Angles 
tothem, as fome fondly imagin : For let the Moon bein the 
Eleventh Houfe, in a Nativity, fhe moves to the Midheaven, 
not the Midheaven to her; and fo of the Afcendent: By 
which it appears, from their own Operations, that they tacit 
ly allow thefe Points to be fixed, for otherwife there could be 
no DireGtions to thofe Angles, which they all tell us there are, 
and I believe too many have found to their Sorrow, cithes in 
Life or Fortune to be true. 

By this it appears ( and I fuppofe will be allowed by all} 
that the Angles are fixed Points, and immoveable; if fo, then 
the Angle it felf doth not move to the Body or Ray of any 
Star, but the degree of the Ecliptick only, which I allow to

fix Years of age, becaufe there comes a frefh and fucceflive 
degree to that Point every Year: Which being alluwed, we 
thal] have theMidheaven and Horofcope alwais directed through- 
out the whole Life to the fame Body or Ray, whcn it is once 
begun by Convers Motion; which {eems very idle and ex- 
 travagantto me, But again, if they will allow this mighty 

Power to the degrees on the Cufps of the Houfts, why thould 
not the Sin or Moon Hileg. in the Seventh kill, when they 
are directed to the degree on the Eighth Houfe, fceing the 
Lord of that Houfe hath the Power of Death, as they fay he 
hath? For if the Afcendent can give that degree an Aphetical 
Power, the Cufp of the Eighth, according to the common Opi- 
nion, being the Houfe of Death, mutt give the degree thereon 
at Birth an anaretical Power 3 which I am fure no man ever 
yet experienced or found.

Fifibly, There is another notorious Conceit they ufe very 
gravely 3 and to puzzle the Caufe, and make it look more 
myfterious, they confound both themfelves and their Pupils in 
teaching them how to work and perform it: And that is, to 
direct the Afcendent and Midheaven to the Afpeéts of a Planet 
in the Zodiack, with half the Latitude, either of the fame of 
the contrary Denomination, whether it be Sextile or Trine. 
And the only Author I find hath taken Pains to impofe, ex- 
plain, and teach this way in Englifh is, the Author of Clavis

ligible non-entity, 7. e. the Afcendent to the Trine of Venus 
with half her Latitude, of a contrary Denomination and 
that this may be the more exact and true, it is there wrought 
Trigoncmctrically, but how true it was performed, will appear 
prefently: He there fays, That the Ark of this DireCtion is 
33 deg. 25 min, add this to the Right Afcention of the Mid- 
heaven 318 deg. 2 min, and it produceth 351 deg.27 min 
which thews that 21 degrees of Pifces then toucheth the Mid- 
heaven by Direction, and that Venws wanteth a full degree of 
that Cufp when this pretended Direction of the Afcendent to 
the Trine of Venus is finifhed. Now, what man of Sence, that 
will confult his own Reafon, as well as a little Skill in this 
Cafe, can ever imagin Venus is in Trine to the Afcendent be- 
fore the hath paft the Midheaven, and when fhe is not com- 
pleatly 90 degrees from the Horofcope, which ought to be 
120? And to fay the Truth of all in that Cafe, That Dire- 
ction by his own Figure could not touch by true and vifible 
Motion till Seventy one Years of Age, Ark 63,17. And 
this by Prolomy’s meafure of Time, which he pretends to teach 
his Reader, page 637. which is valtly different from this, as 
you may fee by comparing both. But can any man in the 
Wor.d conceive or imagine, That Venwe is in Trine to the Afcen- 
dent when the is not 89 degrees diftant from it; and this put 
upon the World by a Mathematical Aftrologer, that is willing 
all fhould appear demonftrably and plain to the Readers? By 
which you may learn, How our great pretended Mafters of 
Aftrology underftand the Nature and Motion of DixeGions 
Pray let this worthy Author appear once more, and fhew us 
by his own Skill and Demonftration, How the Directing the 
Angles to the Afpedts of the Planets, with Half and Quar- 
- Bee atlas in Nature? If not, as he took 
e Pains i 
vine yes e the Key bigger, fo 1 will affift him in the po-

found Aftrology by thefe pretty Devices, do it either out of 
Ignorance or Defign 5 for they make things difficult to be un- 
derftood that Nature hath made plain and eafie, and puzzle us 
with Motions and Dire@tions that they underftand not them- 
{elves, nor are there fuch things in the Being and Order of 
Nature ; and this is principally done by blending the two fo 
different Circles of the Zodiack and World together 3 which 
is indeed a thing utterly impoffible to be done, and yet keep 
to the true Order of Natural Motion. I have told them, 
That all Bodies which move in and near the Zodiack,are to be 
dire&ed in the Zodiack only ; and that they meet all Rays 
in thofe Cireles wherein they move: Thus the San meets all 
Rays, both Bodies and Afpedts in his own Way and Circle ; 
but all Points of Heaven in theWorld receives all Rays inMan- 
doonly, and by that Circle alfo meafureth its Afpeas: Hence 
it is impoffible for the Mundane Circle to meafure the Zodiack, 
or the Zodiack the Mundane Circle ; and this you. may eafily 
fee; for when the 1ft degree of Sagitaryis on the Tenth 
Houle, the latter degrees of Capricorn Afcend:. So that you 
have but two Signs between thofe two Angles, and hardly 
that, but there are above four Signs then between the Firft 
and Fourth Houfes, and the fame number between the 
Tenth and Seventh, and fo of the reft, when the End of 
Capricorn is on the Tenth Houfe, and the beginning of Gemini 
A{cending.

fo perfectly well. I fhall not in this Place trouble you 
with the Defcription and Nature of Antifcions, but re- 
fer that to its proper Chapter, where I thall fpeak at 
large of their Nature and Circumftances ; and only give 
a Hint or two here about the Angles being directed to 
them, it being the proper Place to mention it in. 
Argol kills feveral on the Horofcope dire@ted to the An- 
ti{cions of Saturna, Mars, and fometimes Jupiter 3 as you 
may fee in Cardinal Crefcentins, page 314. where he fays, 
He dyed on nothing elfe but the Afcendent to the Anti- 
{cion of Mars; fo in the Cafe of Cardinal Fuftinian, 
page 304. on the fame DireGtion 5 and Prince Frederick , 
page 250. both dyed on this very Direction of Mars: 
And, to mention no more, take only that merry one about 
the Archbifhop of Urbin, whom, he fays, dyed on this alfo, 
having a little before paft the Body of Mars; which he takes 
no notice of, only mentions the Antifcion. The like inadver- 
tency you may fee alfo in Colletiion of Genitwres, page 71, page 
123. by which it appears, That they do all generally ufe and 
approve this Method ‘and DoGtrine, which is full as much 
amifs and out of method as the lait thing mentioned, and the 
Reafon is plain.

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ately make plain and clear to you, That the common Authors 
neither know right, nor work true: And the Caufe of the 
latter depends on the former ; for it is certain that he who 
knows not the Truth of athing, can never report it well, of 
teach it as it ought to be taught. 

What I told you of the ‘sn is alfo true in the Moon, That 
fhe meets all Bodies and Rays in her own Way wherein (he 
moves; and whatfoever Directions are wrought by any other 
way than that which agrees with her true Motion, is not true, 
but erroneous. And to make this appear mor* plain, I will 
jlluftrate the matter in two Directions, i.¢. 4 :i2 Moon to her 
own Square, and to the Body of the S73 by which you will 
fee,and they will confefs too that they do not underftand Dire- 
ional Motion, for all the Noife they make about it. 

Let usfuppofe a Time, and let it be 1693, Murch the 21ft. 
in the Morning; the Moon then in 8 degrecs of Aquary, with 
1 degree North Latitude, and let 6 degrees of Aquary afcend 
in the Latitude of 52. and then the Moon will be jutt rifen 
above the Horozon, and yet under the Pole of the Horofcope. 
In this Pofition 1 would dire& the Moon to the Body of the 
Sun, in 11degrees of Aries. The common way of directing 
the Moon to the Body of the Sua in this cafe is, To take the 
Oblique Afcention of the Moon with the Latitude fhe hath ac 
the Time of Birth, and fubftra@ that from the Oblique Afcen- 
tion of the Sun, under the Pole of the Moon, and the refidue 
they call the Ark of Direction, which is 30 degrees 47 minutes, 
at which time the Moon is really in 30 degrees of Aries, with 
Latitude, and not in 11 degrees, the Place of the Sun; for 
when the Moon comes to the 11th degree of Aries, the hath § 
degreee of North Latitude, by which reafon the paffeth the

Direétion, and as readily agree, That the Moon’s Latitude 
ought to be taken notice of in the Place where the Direction 
is tinihhed 5 for by this Reafon, when a Star hath large Lati- 
tude, and the Moon large Latitude alfo of a contrary Denomi- 
nation, the Direction may be of little or no effe&t,becaufe their 
Bodies or Oppofitions may be ro or 12 degrees diftant from 
one another, when the Direction is really compleat. 

In the next Place, I would direct the Atoon to her own 
Square in the Zodiack ; and this under the Pole of the Afcen- 
dent alfo, and that fallsin 8 degrees of Taurus, and accord- 
ing to the modith way of directing, now in Ufe and Practice, 
they fubftraét the Oblique Afcention of the Aton, taken at 
that time, from the Oblique Afcention of the 8th degree of 
Taurus, and the Ark of. Direction fo wrought is 43 degrees 
CO minutes 3 but the true Ark of DireCtion of the Mosz to 
her own Square, taken with the Latitude fhe hath in that 
Point, is 34 degrees 8 minutes ; differing from the other, 
wrought in the common way, 8 degrees 52 minutes. And 
this you may perceive by the Globe as well-as the Tables that 
the Moon mnects her own Square in 19 degrees of Aries : For 
at that time when they tell us, That Dire@tion is com- 
pleat and finifhed, the Square of the Moon is paft that Pole of 
Pofition in the Horary Circle about 5 degrees of Altitude above 
the Horizon; which, if you rightly underftand it, will foon 
appear to be a notorious falfe way of directing: And yet 
among all. the Profeffors, Teachers and Pretenders, at this day, 
there is no other way in ufe, nor is there any other to be pra- 
Ctifed with general approbation 5 and fo long as no body que- 
ftions it, every one ts fatisfied: Nay! our great Matiematical 
Teachers too, thofe Men of Numbers, who, to fay the Truth 


of them, know the leaft in Aftrology of any men, they (I fay) | 


have {wallowed the Gudgeon too, and yet we (forfooth) 
muft truft to them in the Divifion of the Heavens, and con- 
trivingMethods to dire& by,and which you fee are falfe in ma- 
ny things, and in this for one. There is not aman in being,

that of theirs 9 degrees 27 minutes; which is a {mall Faule 
with them, but a plaguy Blunder in Dire@ion: For, do you 
think, that their Dirc¢tion and mine can have an equal Force? 
Or that the Dire€tion the Moon meets in her own way, is not 
of more Force than that in the Zodiack, or the other out of 
her Way ? Confider it. 

[ might alfo take notice of the Direétion of the Moon to 
the Body of the Sun, who always moves in the Zodiack 5 
and let us {uppofe him to be here in the beginning of Gemini, 
the Ark of Dire@ion will be, jn their way, 28 degrees 8 
minutes, but in mine 36 degrees 41 minutes , differing, only 
8 degrees 33 minutes 5 but 8 Years in a Dire@ion is nothing 
with them. Thus you may fee thefe are vifibly falfe; and 1 


canalfo make moft of their other Operations in Directions ap- 


pear to be as unequal as thefe are. 

You need not doubt but they know it themfelves, and the 
more ingenuous of them have taken Notice of it too, though 
wirhout the Sincerity to tell the World of it: And this you 
may perceive by their difingenuous Directions, to puzzle the 
Caufe, and make the World think them Genuine (who, like 
Pick-peckets, make a Hurry in the Street to make the people 
fiare, while they carry on their Trade with more Safety and 
Eafe) as in the directing to the Half Latitude, in the Afpe@s 
of the Planets, which none but thofe that want Reafon to 
confider will ever believe or practice. And the only Bell-wea- 
ther of this Dodtrine in England is that weak-headed man, 

_ the Author of Clavis Ajtrologie Elimat. page 671. who want- 
ing Parts and Abilities tojnvent new Fooleries, that may feem 
well, and deceive the Crowd, he hath juft fo much Senfe and 
Skill to doas the Little Gentleman with a Chain about his 
middle, Zinitate others: And to prove in a few Words he hath 
neither Ingenuity, Parts, Skill, ox Generofity : His dealing in 
that bafe Trade of Sigil and Charms-making ( which no man 
endued with Ingenuity and Honefty, will be guilty of ) is fut. 
ficient to prove: But to that foolery in his Book, in diret-

Now, for the Luminaries, tet us rae 
pofe in the Diagram S.turn to be in 10 degrees of Aries with 
2 degrees North Latitude, then his Sextile mutt fall in 10 d 
grees of Gemini, with 1 degree North likewife: If fo then 
pray which is moft agreeable to reafon, to direc the Moon 
Sn 1 degree of North Latitude, wholly out of the Order of 
ature, to meet the Sextile of Saturn in Gemini, or with 
degrees South Latitude, which is her own vilible wa ; 

If you fay the firft ies itt 
plain you do not underftand the Motion by which Dircétion i 
made; for the Moon is not on that fide the Ecliptick, and 
therefore the Operation is wholly vain and imaginary ; but if 
you fay the latter, then it is plain your Dire@ion hath no 
Force in it, nor is there any fuch Motion to folve the thin 
you imagine of a Direction with half Latitude, and this ie 
rs in Dire@ions of the Moon, but in thofe of the Sun,and the 
eal of Fortune too 3 in the latter of which it is the mot ab- 
thing in Nature, and wholly repugnant to the natural 
Pg ar ate it Islaid down and taught by the fore- 
I refer the Reader, Hee eee sean een 
But then, there is another Whim laid dow 
Morinus, from Blanchinus, and aflerted by the Rd Rohe 
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page 616, and 617. That every Square falls in the Ecliptick, 
and can have no Latitude; and this is proved by a Demon 
ftration in Morinus, page 552. In Argol, prim. Mob, Tom 1. 
Page 6.and imitated by Coley in his borrowed Clavis,page 616. 
which Diagram I do not think worth while to blot Paper with 
in this Place. 

By that Demonfiration they endeavour to prove the half La- 
titudes they talx of in Sextiles end Trines, as well as no La- 
titude in Squares: And I think it may be worth our whileand 
labour to examin itand its Principles on which it is buile and 
founded; for, in my Opinion, the thing is mercly and really 
imaginary, firft conceived in the Mind, and buile upon the 
Strength of that Opinion ; and becaufe invented,and alfo pro- 
pagated by preat Men, it hath paffed upon us without Exa- 
mination, as mott of the other Errors have done; and | am 
{ure, the Author aft mentioned knows nothing of the matter, 
nor did heever (I dare fay) take Pains to examine it 5 nor do 
I think heis able, but he took it where he found it, and gives 
the fame Ricafons, built upon the fame Principles he had from 
them verbatim. 

The Rays and Familiarities of the Stars have been vari- 
oufly defined and judged by Students in this Enquiry, fome 
being of one Opinion, and forme of another. Regiomontauns 
was of the Opinion, That the Rays and Afpeéts were Circles, 
whofeCenter was in the Body of the Star that made the Afpect, 


or gave the Ray; and the Meafure of that Afpect was in the 


Ecliptick: Or if the Star had Latitude, meafured by the Ecli- 
ptick alfo. But how they will prove the Quadrate of that Star 
falls in the Ecliptick without Latitude, or in the Interfection 
of the Ecliptick and Orbit, as they affirm, unlefs the Star is 
in the Extreme Limit of his Inclination , I cannot fee nor 
imagine; but more of that hereafter. Blauchinus alfo will 
have the Rays to be Circles, drawn in Longitude from the 
Body of the Star to the oppofite Point, and fo round: By 
which means he cuts the Ecliptick in the Quadrates, and 
thence concludes, That the Sextiles and Trines have half La- 
titude, the Sextile the fame Denomination with the Star, and 


the Trine the contrary.

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Here you fee one will have the Rays to be Ci 
the Center of the Star, and the A(pects to be uke thee 
Points where the Circles cut the Ecliptick, The other will 
have them to be Circles or Lines drawn through the Bodies of 
the Stars, and the Afpeéts to be taken in that Line or Circle 
at the ufual diftance of 60, go, or r2c degrees, which makes 
the Alpeéts. And between thefe two Opinions there isa great 
deal of difference, efpecially in the fupputation of the Alpetts 
The Opinion of Regiomontanis is partly true 5 for the Rays are 
indeed extended in their Orb, but not before nor after OF 
any other Place than where they pals, or in the ways of thol 
Stars that receive their Rays in the Circles where they are 
moved. Blanchinus’s Opinion of the Quantity and Diftance 
of Rays in Longitude from the Star beholding, partly agrees 
with Regiomontanus; but for the fictitious Circle that he hath 
imagined, in which he fays the Rays are contained, and out of 
which their Rays have no Power nor Virtue, is wholly Falf 
and Erroneous ; for the Rays are extenfive, and every Stax 
meets the Rays of the other Stars in its own way where it i 
3 as you may fee by the fo ? 
vay eck ay fee y rmer Diagram of the Afvon’s 
o not deny the Interfection of the Ecliptic i 
of a Star, but I deny the Confequence they draw fro in 
That the Square of that Star mult of neceffity fall on the 
Point where the two Circles pafs, which in the Diagram pre- 
ceding is in the point 23 for the D. Hence itis plain, the - 
fuppofe the Star always to be in the Extremity of his Lati. 
tude, or 90 degrees from his Nodes; for otherwife the Pofition 
they lay down is falfe: As for example, Let Mars have 2 de- 
grees of North Latitude, asin January 1€93. his North Node 
is then in Tawrms 5 if fo, ther how comes it to pafs that his 
Square (according to their falfe Rule) falls in the Ecliptick 
or in the Point of Interfe@tion, for one of his Squares falls in 
Pifces, and the other inVirgo: And befides, if the Star hath La- 
titude, 1 know no Reafon but all his Afpects ought to have it 
likewife, and that without halving and quartering it, as the 
do by this new Projet. At the Time beforementioned Mart 
is in 15 degrees of Gemini, and his North Node is in 19 de- 
gtces of Zawres 5 now by their Rule, how is it polfible that 
his 
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his Square can fall in the Ecliptick ? for his Square falls in 15 
degrees of Virgo on the one fide, and in 15 degrees of Pifces 


- on the other, and his South Nodeis in 19 degrees of Scorpio 3 


fo that both Nodes are far dittant from both his Squares, and 
the Interfeétion mutt be in his Nodes,or near them. 

But then let us conftrue it moft favourably on their fide, and 
fuppofe it to be as they fay in every particular, as to the Line 
being drawn tarough the Sody of the Star, and that it inter- 
{eéts the Ecliptick at 90 degrees from that Star, and that the 
Sextiles and Trines have half Latitude to the Body, as they 
fay they have. Why, here their Cavfe will appear more vain 
than before; for in the other acceptation there are two Circles 
allowed, thatis, the Ecliprick and Orbit; but here their Lines 
are wholly imaginary, without any Ground in Nature, they 
{eppofing that which is not 5 for though I allow the Star to 
move always in hisOrb, yet 1 deny that to be fuch a Line as 
they imagine ; and that it doth not cut the Ecliptick at 90 de- 
grees from the Star’s Body, or very feldom; nor have the Stars 
tne fame Latitude in the fame Signs at one Time, that they. 
have at another; for itdepends as wellon their diltance from. 
the Sun as from their Nodes, as toits Quantity. 

As to this Circle, drawn from the Body of the Star to the 
Diameter, and cutting the Ecliptick, according to their Fancy, 
it is wholly f@titious, vain and imaginary, and without any 
Ground in Nature; as Did. Pritt. well obferves, when he 
fays, The quadrate Rays, according to Regiomentanus, takes 
rio notice of the Ecliptick, becaufe the great Circles do always 
cut one another equally, 
in one to another: And this will appear plain and eafie to be un- 
derftood, by fuppofing three or four Planets in the fame degree. 

of any Sign, having divers Latitudes ; here their Squazes will 
all fall in one Sign and Degree likewife; But you may becer- 
tain the Orbits of all thefe Stars do not cut the Ecliptick in 
the fame Point.

nd to teach that Method, to explain and demon-. 
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fon why the Squares or Quadrats of the Planets fhould not 
be defcribed and extended as well out of the Ecliptick as in 
it. But belides, this is no real Circle, nor is it defcribed from 
the Motion or the Light of the Stars: If they fay this Circle 
is defcribed from the Points of the Quadrat and Oppufite Rays, 
that will confound the thing; becaufe they have {aid already, 
The Squares are defcribed trom the Circle, therefore they can- 
not be the Caufe of this Circle, becaufe then they would-be 
both Caufe and Efic@: On the other Hand, the Circle would 
be both Caufe and Effeét,if that thould be deferibed from thefe 
Points, and the Points fhould be de(ccibed from the Circle ; 
which is alittle ablurd, for nothing can be both Caufe and 
Ede in the fame thing, and at the fame time; whence 
Blanchinus’s new-invented Circle is falfe, and Argol mightily 
overfcen tu teach it to his Followers. 

But betides, it is a vain idle thing, if confidered in its Ufe 
they put it to, and the Power they give it; for firlt, they con- 
fine the Power and {Influx of the Alpects to this Line only,and 
that out of that Line to have no Force to a or affed any Body 
or Star: By which means they overthrow the rational Ground 
of the Effedts of Dire&tions ; for, by this Rule of theirs, the 
Power of the Afpeéts being contined to this Line, many Di- 
rections will be by that Method of no effet. Tl give an 
Example in one, by which you may guefs at the rett: In 
the former Diagram, page 57. let us fuppofe Venus to be 
in the very beginning of Aries, with 8 degrees North Lati- 
tude, then her Sextile in the beginning of Taur#s mult have, 
by that Rule, 4 degrees North Latitude ; and I would dire&

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Nipti ed) that they give to this: For, by their 
Esliprct re ators that nove out of that Line will 
never touch any of that Star’s Rays and Afpects that move 
in that Line, either by Direction or any other Motion. — 

a fy ofe it were true, That there were fuch a Line as 
they imapine there is, and thatit doth cuc the Ecliptick 1 
deprecs diltant from the Star; yet this makes nothing ata 
on hei Conceit in DireGtions with half Latitude, becaule 
re ator meets the Rays and Aipects of the Planets 
Way and Circle in which he moves: Thus the Sun 
meets all Rays in the Zodiack, becaufe he moves always 

vein: The Moonmeets all Rays in her Circle of Latitu e, 
seh fhe conftantly moves, and is always cut of the Ecli- 
tick. xcept when fhe is with either of her Nodes; and 
Fe f ; to talk of direGing either of thefe two to the Rays 
there planets witn half Latitude, is neither agreeable to 
M tio or reducible to Reafon: And when they come to tel 

ot din ting the Part of Fortene in this nature to the halé 
Latitude “it iefach a piece of Vanity and folly that is not to 
0 tae hed ; for the Part of Fortsne is by them calle ni é 
Lunar Hrofcope, and indeed is fo in fome Meafure an Pro 

ion, aud that it is found by the Moon principally, as Care 
eon oble ves: but the Part of Fortune is formetimes far more 
dan © ‘from the Ecliptick than the Moon can be, and by no 
means £0 be directed, as they imagine and think. But when 
they © me to tell us of directing the Angles to the half Lati- 
; ie of Sextiles and Trines, that is indeed no more nor ne 
lets than downright Nonfenfe, and that for the Reafons above

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CHAP. V. 
. OF the Aantifcions of the Planets. 


Bae hath been much Noife and Talk about theAntifcions, 


fome allowing and others condemning the Ufe of them:. 


Argol makes them do every thing, and directs all the five Pro- 
rogators to them ; allowing them to give Preferment, Maz- 
siage, Death, ec. But fome of our Englih Writers do make 
little account of them, and fay, They are of little Force and 
Virtue either in their Pofitions or Direétions ; and yct in the 
Conclufion, neither one fort nor the other undesftand them, 
either what they are,or how to take them;and therefore to one 
fort of People they ferve, when perhaps nothing, elfe can be 


— found ; and the other fort, on a more ftri@ Enquiry, finding, 


little effect in their Directions, have wholly and totally reject- 
ed‘ them: 

As to the Common and Ufual Way, taught by all Au- 
thors, how to find and take them, it is really falfe, and there. 
is no {uch thing in Nature as they talk of, unlefs in the Sun 
and Planets not having Latitude ; for in taking their Parallels. 
orAnti(cions, the common way holds good and trues But when 
the Planets have Latitude, the true Antifcion fhall differ from 
that commorly taken 6, 8, 10, 15, and fometimes, 30 de- 
prces, efpecially. if near the Tropicks: By which you may 
eafily judge, it is no Wonder if chofe commonly taken have no- 
effe& when the Prorogators meet them by Diredtion ; and. 
therefore it will be convenient to tell you what they are, and. 
what Ground and Reafon there is for their Ule, either in Po- 
fitions and Figures in general, or in Directions in Nativities. 
in. particular. 

The Ground therefore of Antifcions is laid down by Ptolo- 
my, in a very few. Words, in the Thirteenth Chapter of the. 

Fisk 
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Firtt Book of his Qasdripartite 5 where he tells us, That 


the(e Anti(cions are nothing elfe bur the Signs, and Degrees of 
the Signs, equally diitant from either of the Tropicks or the 
Equator ; and that when the Sun comes to thofe Points, on 
either fide the Equator, he rifeth and fers in the fame Points 
of Eat and Weft, and makes the Days of equal Length, as 
well as the Nights. For example, Let the Sua be in the 
aft degree of Virgo, then his Antifcion falls in 29 degrecs of 
Aries, {0 that each of thefe Points are equally dittant from the 
Northern Tropick ; the Days and Nights are of the fame 
Length when the Sun is in the one Sign, asin the other; and 
the rit degree of Virgo rifeth and fets in the fame Potnt cf the 
Horizon exaétly where the 29th degrce of Aries doth: And 
the {ame Accidents and Circumftances do alfo exactly concur 
with the 1lt degree of Pifeer, and the 29th degree of Libra, 
they being both equally diftant from the Southern Tropick, as 
the former from the Northern, and all thefe four Points 
have the very fame Declination, without which it could 
not be. 

Objettion. But perhaps fome may fay, This is no more than 
what we have learned already 5 for the very fame Degrees 
and Signs are alfo our Antifcions; we thank you for nothing, 
for this is to no purpofe. 

Anfwer. Not fo hafty, my good Friend, I have fomething 


elfe to fay to you, if you will have a little Patience: Let us ~ 


now fuppefe a Star to bein 20 degreesof Taurus, with 5 de- 
grees North Latitude, I know you will fay his Anti(cion falls 


in 10 degrees of Leo, and his Contranti(cion in 10 degrees of | 


Aquary, &c. but in this you are extreamly. out of the way, 
and ina grofs Error ; for one falls in 4 degrees 26 minutes 
of Gemini and Sagitary, and the other in 15 degrees 34 minutes 
of Cancer and Capricorn: And do you think this would not 
make a vaft difference in a Direétion, when one man directs 
the Sun or Moon to the Antifcion of a Planet in 15 degrees of 
Cancer, and another directs them to the roth degree of Leo 5 
which is but 25 degrees diftant one from another, and im- 
poffible to be both true? Again, Let us fuppofe a Star in 20 deg.

And to fatisfy you me I 
am no Innovator in this Point, pray have Recourfe to your 
great Author and Oracle, Murinss, page 368. where he teach- 
eth this way only, and alfo tells you, that the Antifcions are 
to be tak.n no other way but by the Tables of Dectina- 
tion; and, to fay the Truth, that is the only valuable and 
remarkable Truth in chat great Volume: 1 do not fay there 
is no more. 

I make (you fee) no meation of Contrantifcions ; for | 
call them all either Antifcions or Zodiacal Parallels which 
comes firft to Mind ; for they are nothing clfe but parallel 
Dittances from the Tropicks and Equatcr 5 and as they are 
all of a Denomination, fo they are all of an equal Force and 
Power in Directions, and from one Planet all of a nature too ; 
though our common Authors.tell us the Antifcions are gaod 
and benetick, but the Contrantifcions-are bad, malefick, and 
of the nature of Squares and Oppofitions: But that is like 
ee reft of their Do@rine, for the moft pare falfe and grounds 
els. .

What {hall we fay now to the whole matter, if the Part of 
Fortune be thus uncertain?

The Part of Fortune is the Lunar Horofcope, and depends 
on the Sun and Moon for its Motions it moves through the 
Houfes as the Moon doth through the Signs, and no fafter ; it 
is {cldom in the Ecliptick, and wholly uncapable of the Rapt 
Motion, and for that Reafon not to be directed Convers; and

Con of the Afcendent or hisLord; with fundry other Cau/es. By this 


Word Caufes,you may obferve,he allows any one of thefe to bea | 


Canfe fufficient for Death.I commend him,he will have Strings 
enough to his Bow, and the Devil is in’t if fome one of them 
will not do; but I dare him to prove what he hath fo confi- 
dently afferted 5 and to take a Nativity of one that is living, 
and tell us which of all thefe, his Caufes, that Native thall 
expire by, and when he hath done fettle it for a Standing 
Rule. But, tomy Work in hand.

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So that if the Birth is by Day, the Sus rules the full 10

then the Moon governs the firft 9 Years; Saturn then begins, 
and rules the next 113 then begins Jupiter, and he rules the 
next 123 and foonto the End. And this is the Method of 
thie Alfrydaries and their Lords, of which ycu may {ce more 
in Alcabitins 5 and what their Effects arc, fee in Schoncn 

They have brought this Dcétrine of the Alfrydaries into 
fuch a fort of Method as Prolomy defcribes in his Jatt Chapter 
cf his Fourth Book, called, De Tempor. Diviftene. But they 
differ from him both in the Number of Years they attribute 
to every Planet, and in the Ule of them, as to Judgment in 
and on Nativities: For, in my Opinion, it will make Altro- 
logy and its Rules very doudttul in the Ufe of thefe silfryda- 
ries, unlefs they can fix a killing Pover on fome one or two 
of the Planets; which they have not done yet: Only, as 
they haveall, in general Terms, condemncd Saturn and Mars 
for Murderers; whichif, by that Authority, we allow them 


the fame Power here, no man can live to 55 Years of Age, — 


becaufe he mult pafs their Alfrydarics before that Time. 

Now, how this can be a Caufe of Death, [ can by no 
means apprchend; nor can it fink into my Head that any 
man of Reafon can,belicve it, much lels recommend it to the 
World, as a thing neceffary to be obferved in Pradtice. I

Gemini being the next fuc- 
ceflive Sign after ‘T-zeris, and Mercury Lord of it, fhews you, 
That he takes up the Government next after the Sun, and 
rules 20 Months: Then the Moon takes it, and fhe rules 25 
Montas: Then Venus next, and the rules 8 Months: Then 
comes Mars,: and rules 15 Months: Then comes Fupiter 
and he rules 12 Months: Then comes Sutra, and he governs 
30, Now, if you calt up all the(y Numbers, it makes out 
the Sun’s Government 10 Years and 9 Months; and then Mer- 
cary begins, and he goes on as before in every thing.

The Divifion and Divifor, called by the Arabians Algebug- 
thar, and by the Perfians Zamocthar, is nothing elfe Hey fore 
of Direction of the Afcendent, or any other Part of Heaven 
under its proper Pole, tothe Terms of the Planets, that bein ; 
called the Divifion, and the Lord of the Term the Divifire 
For example, Suppofe a Native born /#b Polo 51, and 10 de- 
grecs of Leo Afcending 3 which isthe Terms of Venus, whofe 
Oblique Aicention is 109 degres and 7 minutes ; and the

J have been the larger in this Chapter, becaufe of F. G.’s af- 
ferting People to die on the Evil Alfrydatics 5 and | fuppete, 
he will allow the Chronocraters allo: For vehich Reafon 1 
have been very plain, as well as bricf§ And indced he and 
fome others, being ignorant of the true motion, are forced to 
Hy to fuch filly Shifts and Shams as thefe are fora [etuge, 
when nothing elfe will do. I therefore delire nim, cr any of 
his Partakers, That they would fhew us hew, and in what 
Nativitics thefe and fuch like Shams and Foolertes have been 
the Caufe of Death? And if they do not, | muft take it for 
granted, That they only make ufe of the thing fora ~ham, 
and know nothing of the Matter: And if they produce 
any Nativities for Examples, I do intreat them to give us the 
true cllimate Time thereof. 


CHAP. X. 


Of Tranfits and Eclipfes, in reference to Life 
| and Death, 


Know by my Converfation among intelligent men in this 

L.arning, That Tranfits are,and have becn efteemed dan- 
gerous, and endued with a Power to Kills; and that many 
men will rely on the Power cf an ill Tranfit ortwo, to judge 
this or that man did expire by, and that there were no other 
Caufes for Death but only that Tranfit that they fhall alledge 
and think fit. But! confefs they feldom mike ufe of this 
thing but in Nativities, where the Perfons are dead, and they 
can find no Direétion fit 6o be aifigned for it, and eel " 

uc 
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fach Cafes they have Recourfe to Tranfits 5 nor did TY ever 
know apy of that Opinion durft venture to predict a man’s 
Death by a Tranfit; nay, though there were half a dozen 
bad Tranfits together, they do not dare rely on them, and fay, 
They will kill; but thet they have killed, that | have often 
heard them fay, when the Work was over, and Death had ta- 
ken Poffeltion, Now, if this fhould be true, itis very firange 
that fome ingenious man or other had not in all this Time 
licked this Doérine into Shape and Form, fathcient to have 
affitted the Artiit in his Judgment on Deaths for itis certain, 
if they do ever kill, it is pcilible to forefee when they will, 
and when they willnot, by a continual Oofervation thereof, 
and one or two Experiments of this kind would mightily clear 
the Doubt, and convince its Adverfarics, and prove the Point 
in Difpute agaioft all Arruments whatfoever 5 but to this 
Time all Volumes are tilent in the Matter, and their Authors, 
and the Artills themfclees are mute and detiitute of Experi- 
ments of that kind, i. ¢. uf Death fairly predicted betore- hand 
by a Trantit or Trantits, and nothing elie. 

The Truth is, if we will bus give cur felvcs leave to. con: 
Gder, How many violent and dangerous Traniits a man pal?- 
eth in Forty or nitty Years, and not kill him, it would be 
fatiicient of it felf to confront this Dedtrine, and convince its. 
Favourites, that there is nothing of Truth in the thing, and 
wholly take off their Opinion of its Power. And to this 
End and Purpote, I will mention Two or thrice Exampics 3 
and the firlt is of Charles 11. who, fome of them fy, dyed 
by the Force of two or three Trantits, and nothing, cife, ¢ ¢ 
the Su1in Quartlic to the Radical Places of Avsrs and the 
Moon : blars in Square to his own, and to the Moun’s Radical 
Place for his Death. ; 

If this thould be true, why did he not dye in September, 
1656. when the Sua, Saturn and Mars were all in Conjune 
ion upon his Horofcope, and in Square to the Maa, and to 
the Sun's Radical Place? Cr in December 1660, when Saturn 
was in Oppolition to the Mosn’s Radical Place, the Sun aud 
Mars in Sagitary, in Oppofition to the Szvi’s Radical Place, and 
both in Square to the Afcendent. Or in November 1672. 
when all the Hilegical Points were afllited at once, Surrn 
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and Murs in Pifecs, in Square to the Midheaven and the Ssa’s 
Radical Place; and in Oppofition to the Afcendeni, and the 
Sun in Oppotition to the Moons Radical Place, and in Square 
to the Fart of Fortune 3 and yct for all this he did not dye, 
and-I think he was not fick neither at that time, asever I 
heard. Thefe and twenty more fuch tlmcs he paffed that 
were worle Tranfits than thofe they fay he dyed upon: But 
to put all out of doubt, I can affure them, That he had fe- 
ven DireGions, and from them feven his Death was predict- 
ed fome Years before he dved. The fecond Example is his 
Brother, who, I have heard them fay, had the Misfortune to 
Jofe three Kingdozns by an Eclipfe ct the Sun, on the Sun’s 
radical Place, and nothing elf to affitic, Now, if you will 
but look back co the 14th of Oduber 1650, he had an Eclipfe 
of the Sua exactly in almott 2 degrees of Scorpio on his Radi- 
cil Place, and yet no Mifchief to him then, as I remember, 
but what his Brothers and Sifters were all liable to. In the 
Year 1660. April the 15th, there was a grcat Eclipfe of the 
Moon on his Radical Sun’s place, within 4 degrees, and yet 
no Hurt to him, notwithftanding Saturn was there alfo. But 
abpve all, that of Odober 14th 1669. the Sus then was eclipfed 
on his Radical Place, and that upon the very Node too; 
which fhews it matt bea great and Central Eclipfe, and yct ro 
Injury to him ac that Time neither, though Sagara was then 
in Cppolition to-his Afcendent. 

By this you may fee that Tranfits and Eclipfes do little or 
nothing in order to Death, cr any great mutation in a man’s 
Life, without fome very confiderable Directions; and then 
too they do only aifilt by their Motion to give, cr rather 
thew, the Time when a Dircétion begins to operate, But 
this I lay down as a politive Rule, Tat they never kill per fe. 

Under this Rule I might alfo bring Great Conjunttions, Re- 
wolutions, Profections, Climatierical Years, 8¢c. all which are 
made ufe of to the fame End and Purpofe as the former are, 
when there are no Diredtions to be ailigned for Death 3 and of 
each of thefe a Word or two. 


Great Conjundtions falling on the Angles, or on the Sun and 
Moon in Nativities, may give great Troubles and Lofles, but 
by 


—cracl Effeéts than they do at other tt 
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by no means Death. Nay, Directions that fal Ha thofe Pia- 
ces of the Gonjunétions, or oppelite to them, cic. fhall give more 
mes, but not Mortal, un- 
lets they would have been fo without the Sonar a in+

And, to fay the Truth, the 
My(tery of Numbers is (in this Sencc) nothing elfe but Pytha- 
gorean Whims, oF Roficrucian Maggots and Delutions, fet on foot 
co undermine Truth, and turn thofe out of the Way that are in 
Purfuit after it; and though I do allow a Harmony in Numbers, 
equal to diverfe other things in Nature 5 yet I can by no means 
be brought to confent and believe, that the Iffue of Life and 
Death is lodged there, without (ome better Proof than I have 
yet met with, to convince me; and to fay the Truth, the com- 
mon Aftrologers have foitted in fo many idle Foolerics, that they 
are never to {eek for a Caufe, let the Cafe be what it will, but 
efpecially in Death 5 concerning which, the only thing that re- 
mains yet undetermined, is to know beforehand which of ail the 
Lethiferos Caufes fhall give Death ; Whether Revolutions, Tran- 
fits, Eclipfes, Alfrydaries, Profettions, Climaéterical Years, or any 
of the other Chimera’s that they (o often talk of; but not a Man 
of them will venture to predict Death on any one of thefe Cau- 
{es, no nor on half a dozen of them, they believe them fo well.

Nay! direct to them too in cafes of Life ad 
ne : Ignorantia deteftands ! I do indeed now fee, there is no- 
os aes but i¢ will find fome Favourites and Admirers 
i a ching fo idle, and totally unknown to the Ancients that 
ere is no Author hath thought it worth his while fo much as 
eae op Print; judging (as 1 fuppofe) that no man would 
Mt ties 0 ignorant as to believe it if he did write thereon ; 
erefore what Authors I bring,are to prove the contrary, though 
I think 
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I think there is no great occafton for any of them, becaufe two 
or three rational Arguments, ad rem, will confound the whole 
Project 5 but however, to thew I have fome Authority for what 
I do, 1 will give you afew Quotations. 

It hath been generally judged and agreed to by all Aftrologi- 
cal and Aftronomical Profeffers, That the diftance in the Zedi- 
ack, ¢e. which is called.an Mpe&, and firs up, agitates and 
conveys all fublunary Influence diffafively through the whole 
Globe, is only efficacious and powerful, bccaule of its Angle it 
makes at the Earth; which is the whole Myltcry of the Caufe, 
as well as the Effedts in DireCctions, AtTurations of the Air, ere. 
and I will begin with Kepler, in his Epit where he fays, Afpecins 
eft Angslus a Radiis Luminofis binorum Planetarim, apud ‘Terram 
formatis, Efficax ad (timulanaum Naturam Subiunarem. By which 
youfee, Kepler allows no other Afpects in Nature to Itimulare and 
agitate the feveral Members of the Microcofin, but ‘uch Afpects 
as make their Angles at the Earth, or, tofpeak more Intelli- 
gibly. whofe Places ar€ to be (een from fome part of this ter- 
rene Globe; and therefore, in my Opinion, this Text of Kep- 
Jer alone doth cut down and deltroy all Reliocentrick Pretentions 
of that nature ; as you may fee by that Expreifion of Apud Ter- 
ram formatus, which | take to be pofitive in oppotition to the 
Heliocentrick, and others of that kind. 

Likewife Sir Chrift. Heydon tells us ({peaking of Rays and 
Afpects) ‘ This favoureth nothing of Matter, but hath only con- 
‘Gderation of Form, not fo much refpecting the trait Beams 
‘of Light, which flow from every Star, as valuing, end elteem- 
‘ing how their 
pray obferve that 5 forit isthe Geocentrick, and not the Helio- 
centrick Angle that makes the Afpects remarkable and ¢ffe- 
ual, and hath been hitherto allowed by all, the Innovators 
excepted. 

Lucins Bollantins {eems full and pofitive inthe Point, when he 
fays, Afpecins Stellarum non confiderantur qui fiunt re{pecte partinm 
Cali, refpetum non babentes ad Terram. That all Afpedts made 
from parts of Heaven, not having refpeét to the Earth, are vain 
and uléle(s, pag.86. and as if he had intended it againit Helio- 
centrick Afpedts in particular, he doth enforce it with this Ar- 


gument; for, fays he, by the fame Rule the Sixth and Second 
Houle 


Beams meet at the Earth. Not at the Sun, 1. 
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_ Houfe may be faid-to he the Midheaven, for it is only in refpe@ 
~ to the Earth that thele and many other Divitions of the Heavens 
are made. For in refpect to the divers parts of Heaven, the 
Stars are perpetually in Afpect one to another, and thofc At es 
too of different Denominations, thoagh from the lame’ Bo. 
dies. For example, the Syn and Mom are conttantly in Con- 
punction, Sextile, Square, Trinc and Oppolition, according to

To 
the fame purpofe he fpeaks alfo in the third Chapters, Pro concnerfie 
duarum Linearum ad Terram: Anda little after he fays, Id: noite 
Afpedis Concipiendi funt Terre rfpccia, Hence we (ee, that he ‘as 
well as the rcit of the Leasned, do conclude, ehat an Aipect 
ought to conliit cf a certain Diltanee in the Zodincr, and that 
the Power of thac Afpedi on Geocentriit Bodic- devh contilt in 
its Angle made at the Center of the Earth: becau‘e frora thence 
and

than the Earth, it is not that Afpedt, nor that Diftance, that ic

before obferved. Therefore if this DoGrine be alluwed, where 
fhall we find a good Philofophical Bafis to build this Notion on’ 
about Heliocenirick Afpects, &c? for it is molt certain we ought 
to have a rational Notion, as well as a practical Ue of a thing, 
which here is wanting. But to the Text again. 

In his 5th Chapter he difcourfeth wholly about the places of

{nnovators, let them tell us, What the Heliocentrick NoGurna | 
Ark of the Earth is in all, or any parts of the Zodiack; becaufe 


the Diurnal and Nodturnal Arks are the ground of all Directions, 
both Direét ‘and Converle. If they fay there is no fuch thing, 
why, { agree with them , and tell them there is no Direction 
there by that rule 5 nor can the Earth be diredted to any thing, 
becaufe that is the Bafis we {tand wpon to behold the Starry 
Motions, and to receive their Influence ; and you may as well 
make any one manat the fame time Patient and Agent, Plantiff and 
Defendent, as to direé& the Earth to the Body or Beams of any 
Star; for the Earth cannot be faid to have either Diurnal or No- 
Gurnal Arks. And 1 lay this down as an Aphorifm, That all 
Bodies not-capable of thofe Arks, are aot qualified with any Motion 
ferviceable in Direttions.

ed, or elfe we (hall be lofers by the bargain: For to take in the 
Earth (to help out at a dead lift) and lofe the two ferviceable 
Angles, will half undo the Aftrologers: For I will maintain ,

but reafonable, fince they will thus put it upon us, fo dire& the

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Earth tothe Body of Mars in 17 degrees of Libra, a Point that 
no Soul in the World could at that time fee him in ; that they 
fhould alfo appoint us an invifible Midheaven and Afcendent, and 
then we fhall be always plentifully furnithed with Direétions on 
all occafions whatfoever. 

But belides, fhould we allow thefe DireGtiions to the Helio- 
centriik Places of the Planets, as in the Nativity before-men- 
tioned to the Earth, as he fays; Shall we dire@ the Midheaven 
and the S#n alfo to the oppetite Point of Mars in 17 degrees of 
“aries 2 Certainly no Man will venture to perfuade me or any 
body elfe, that the Midheaven comes to the Oppofition of Murs 
in 17 degrees of Aries, when his oppofite place is 8 degrees 
diftant from its; nor do the Inventors of thefe Myfteries tell us 
which we mult depend on, or which is moft dangerous in that 
Nativity, the Sun to the Heliocentrick, or Geocentrick Oppofi- 
tion of Mars, And after all, pray tell me, is not the Sun to the 
oppolite Point of Mars, his Heliocentrick Place, as dangerous a 
D.rc@ion as the Earth to the Point it felf; if fo, then what 
need was there to croud in the Earth; as if a Man would ftudy 
for a way to expofe himfelf and his Reputation by unintelligi- 
ble Mytteries that deferve another Name? And to dire the 
Earth to the Heliocentrick Place of Mars, is as pefible, as to 
dire the Atlas in Africa to Mount Taurus in Afia, orin a word, 
London to York, I have, as I promifed , in my Almanack for 
1693. faid fomething to the matter in hand, and I think enough 
to any confidering Student that will imploy his Reafon in the 
Controverfy ; and for thofe that refolve they will believe without 
reafon, I take my leave of them, and with them geod fuccefss 
but pray remember, that what J have faid here, is in order to 
Nativities, and their management, in Anfwer to the Innova- 
tor’s Do&rine and Foolery. 

As to the Helieocentrick Afpedts in general, I do not cone 
demn the ufe of them in any thing where Reafon and Expe- 
rience can teftify their Power; and therefore in the Weather , 
perhaps there may be fomething to be faid for them, and yet 
{do not think half fo muchas is pretended ; for among all the 
endeavours that I have feen,1 do not find any thing mightily 
remarkable out of the Geocentrick way; but becaufe this of

Argol gives us the Nativity of Alexand:r the Great, and tells us, 
he was born Axgaft 12. hor. 16, min. 46. P. M. 355 years be- 
fore our Saviour, under the Pole 41. and makes him 20 degrees 
of Leo Alcending. But Linddous fays he wes born the 1ft of July, 
hor. 9. min. 26, P.M. 357 years before cur Savicur, and makes 
him to have Aguary Alcending, and under the Pole 42. And I 
have one by me, given asa great rarity, which is fet to Augajt the 
Sixth, at 3 hours 45. min. marc, 356 years before Chrift , and 
gives him Cancer in the Afcendent. Here you fee three feveral 
Years, and all feveral days of the Month, and times of the day, 
and yet brought by Argol and Lindbout as Examples to prove 
Aftrology by 3 nay, and by my old Friend 7. G. in his Colle- 
tions too. Ina word ; I believe they are all equally true ; and 
there is room enough left for any Nativity-maker to give him a 
new one when he pleafeth, if he doubts the truth of thefe three, 
which he may take his choice of at his pleafure, 

Lindbout, and others, tell us M. TZ. Cicero was born Axguft the 
5th, 105 years before Crit; fo fays Garcaus and Cardan hikewiles 
and according to that Account they conclude he was born Jano 
Mandi 3843. as by the Collection of Genitures, pag. 119. But if 
our Saviour was born in the Year of the World 3947. as Aljtedius 
proves he was in his Thefaurus, pag. 19, & 20. why then it al- 
ters the cafe very much, and he muti be born in the Year of the 
World 3342. differing one whole Year from the former: So that 
till the Chronologers can agree on the Year of Chrit’s Birth, we 
mutt be uncertain of the Year of Cicero’s Birth, Can any man 
imagine whac they bring thefe uncertain Nativitics for, or to 
what end they fill up their Books with them; when all men know 
there is no ufe to be made of a Nativity that is not allowed to be 
‘true within Twelve months. And though I believe they arc not

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Fobannes Fredcrick the Third, Duke of Saxony, was born, fays. 


Fundtinns, the 16th day of January 1538. but Garcens tells us, 
he was born the 15th day in the fame Year 3 fo uncertain and ufe- 
lefs are thefe Nativities. 

Cardan and Gauwricus tay, that Henry the Second, King of France, 
was born the laft day of March, at 5 in the Morning, 1519. and 
give him Aries afcending. Garceus makes him to be born at 
7 that Morning, and gives him Gemini afcending. And to pin 
the Basket, and make it more doubtful, Jeuciine tells us that he 
was born juft a ycar before, in 1518. What ule can there be of 
fuch Nativitics, where they are not fure of them to the Year ? 

Morinus, in his Aftrologia Gallica, pag. 612. hath given us the 
Nativity of Cardinal Richliez, and tells us he was born September 
the oth, S. N. at 34. min. paft 9 in the Morning, in the Year 
1585. he makes the Sun 16 degrees in Virgo, and the laft degree 
of Libra afcending. My Friend 7.Gad. he comes and thews his 


Parts in printing of it again 5 and he tells us he was bern Septem, - 


the oth, at 26 min, after r1 before Ncon, and makes the Sun 
26 degrees in Virgo, and 27 degrees of Scorpio afcending; fo that 
here are 10 days motion difference between Morinus’s Sun, and 
Gadbury’s Sun; and fo in the Moon likewife. A man would think 
his pious Soul fhould have been better acquainted at that time 
with the New Stile, and the Roman Kalender, than to make this 
horrid blunder. Thus you may fee how thefe Errors are obtruded 


upon us, and how ealily we fwallow a Lye, when it comes from . 


one that can give it a Reputation. What Morinus wrought of this 
Nativity, I believe may be true ; but that of my Friend Zohn, is 
a Nativity cut out at a venture; and how many have been cheat- 
ed with it (by believing they had that Cardinal’s Nativity true. 
from Gadbury) we fhall never know. 

Likewile the prefent French King’s was printed by Morinus, in 
which he made 15. degrees of Scorpio to afcend. Gadoury after 
him prints it, and makes 22 of Scorpio afcending: Another after 
him, relying upon his Authority, printed it again, and revived 
Gadbury’s Exror, about 20 years afterward 3 and fo they err one 
after another. Nay, fince this, Adriano, the Mathematician at 
Paris, fays he was born about 8 hours before the time Morinus 
gives: The one fays at Four in the Morning, and the other at 
Eleven and a quarter near Noon. But fos this fee my Opus Refor- 
matum, pag. 122, Henry 
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Henry the Sixth, King of England, {ays Gadbury, was born on 
she 6th of December, half an hour paft one after Noon; but at 
four of the Clock after Noon, fays Stow in his Annals. 

We are told by Cardan, that Henry the Eighth, King of Eng- 
land, was born June the 28th, at 10 hor. 40 min. mane, 1491. 
and from him or Jundine, Gadbury and Ldeminga have taken that 
they have printed, which are all the fame. Butif you have re- 
courfe to Stow, he tells us that he was born on the 22d day of 
Fine, eodem Annoy and yet after all, Gasricus fays he was born 
on the 29th, at 9 marc, and makes him Lee afcending , all the 
reft Virgo. Now pray confider how we {hall recencile all thefe 
different Accounts; it feems tome a little hard to be done, and 
alfo ridiculous, to bring thefe doubtful Nativitics to prove Aftro- 
logy 3 which Gad. hath done for, and Heminga againtt it. 

Nor are we in lefs confulion about the Nativity of Queen 
Mary, than we were in her Father's, before-going. Mr. Lilly ia 
his Prophetics! Merlin [from whom Gadbury took-his in his Cole 


Jeétion | tells us fhe was born the 18th day of February, Anno 


7516. at almoft Six of the Clock in the Morning. But Stow fays 
fhe was born on the Eleventh day of that Month; and Ifzackson 
fays the Year before, Anno 1515. And Heminga, who brings 
this Nativity to refute Aftrology, fays fhe was born on the 8th of 
September, in the Year 1515. Now fuppofe fome Foreigner fhould 
meet with all thefe various Accounts of this Queen’s Birth, Can 
you imagine which he would pitch upon? or do you think he 
would beltow a minute of labour upon any of them? | cannot tell 
what fach a man might do, but 1am fure { will never takea mi+ 
nutes labour, either co reGtify it, or endeavour fo to do. 

As to the Birth of Queen Elizabeth, Mr. Lilly had no better 
Authority for it, chan what he confcffeth he had from the Floren- 
tine Author Fanctinus 5 and though they do not differ fo much in 
this of her, as they do in that of her Father and Sitter, yet their 
difference in the time is (uch, that it cannot be allowed to be an 
Sxat Scheme, and fit to be depended on within a quarter of an 
hour. My Friend Fobn fays fhe was born Septeniber the 7th, ho. 2. 
min. 26. Pe M. 1533. Juniine, and from him Mr, Lilly, fays 
fhe was born that Day at ho. 3. min. 39. P. M. But Hemings 
{ays the was born that Day at 36 minutes palt four in the Atter- 


rgon; one makes her Sagitary afcending, the other Capricorn, os

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the third Aguary, and yet all three bring it to prove fome things 
that they aim at, and perhaps all falfe. Gadbury he proves her 
Inprifenment, Coronation and Dzath as plain as the San on the Meré- 
dian, of which more anon. Mr. Lily brings it to prove its 
agrement with the ConjunGions.and that the Figure was agreea- 
ble to her Affairs: buc Fleniiiga (23 indeed Malice will catch az 
any thing) brings a fulfe Nusivity nade by himf{elf, or fomebody 
for him, to prove Afirology ufelefs and vain: And do you no 
think that this man was wilcly employ’d in the mean time? and 
after thefe various Opinions, Stow differs from them all, and fays 
fhe was born half an hour patt three, whi.h comes pretty neaz 
that of Mr, Lilly’s. 
it is generally allowed by all that I have converfed with, that 
Charles the Firft, King of England, was born on the ryth day of 
November 1600. S.V. -And yet Andrew Argol ( however he 
came by it) hath printed it in his de Dicbus Criticis, pag. 182. 
and tells us he was born on the 1¢eth of November, New Stile, 
differing from the true time 20 days, as appears alfo by the Sun’s 
place; for in Argol’s Scheme the Sun is in 15 degrees of Scorpio s 
and the day he was born, the S#n was in 8 degrees of Sagitarys 
fo that it cannot be a miftake of the Printer, but a notoricus Er- 
zor in the Author, or a grand Abufe in him that gave it him for 
a true one. But befides, If this were not fufficient, here are more 
Mittakes : We in England fay he was born at 9 or io at Night, 
Argol at 4 or § inthe Morning 3; we fay he was born at Dumfer- 
ling in Scotland, whofe Pole is 56. he faith he was born under 
the Pole 52. which looks a little odd, how a man of his publick 
Corr¢{pondence abroad fhould be thus abufed in his Intelligence 5 
and that one of his Learning and Repute fhould be guilty of fach 
Erzors, {ome of which I am dure are his own. Now let us turn the 
Tables, and fuppofe we lived in Itz/y, and thofe remote Parts, do 
you think we fhould not rely on Argol’s Authority (as undount- 
ediv many do there to this day) bzing a Man of Learning, a Knignt 
of St. Mark, and Profeffor of the Mathematicks in the Univerfity 
of Padsa, and certainly conclude this to be a truc Nativity beyond

And yet to add to the Error, he hath made 
it two Hours falfe in Time of the Day; for he makes him tobe 
born an Hour and an’ Half before Noon, when indced he was 
born half an Hour after it. And this Nativity, thus falfly 
printed, he brings to prove his Rules of Afirology True, that 
were New and Different from all others, except his Matter Coz. 
falonerins, who, 1 judge was the Inventor of that Method by 
them two ufed. And do ycu think he did not take a hopeful 
Courfe to bring a falfe Nativity to contend with the Adverfaries 
about the Truth of a Science in queflion? Iconfels 7. Gadbury , 
in the Year 1659. printed this King’s Nativity, and made it after 
Ten Mane, as this Man doth; but then he did not err in the 
Day, as our Author beforementioned hath done; and yet no 
more ferviccable than that done by the Ztzlian, which ferves on- 
ly to mifguide the Students in each Country, and of no ufe at 
allin any thing relating to that Prince Aftrologically ; but as for 
‘that Printed by my Friend Fobn, he, I am fure, will difown ic, 
and tell you (if asked) it is two Hours falfe; and that he was a 
very Novice in Aftrology when he did it. And yet, when we 
conlider things nearer home, it may feem lefs wonderful how ox 
why thefe Foreigners fhould be thus abufed with falfe Informa- 
tions from England; when our own Authors abufe us too, even 
about thingsof Hiftory. For Example, in the Birthof the late 
-K. J. Baker's Chronicle, Wbitlock’s Memoirs, and England’s Re- 
membrancer, ali tell us, he was born the 13th of Cdfober, which 
is moft notorioufly falfe ; for he was born Odiober 14th of a 
Mondsy 1633. and yet I have feen one or two Medals made at 
his Birth, that faid, He was bornthe 15thcf O¢iober. 

Thus the Italians and other remote Countries are abufed with 
falfe Nativities from England, and I fuppofe you will not 
doubt, but that all the Students in Alirclogy in Padws and the 
Countries thereabouts, will contend warmly for the Truth of 
this Nativity of Charles II. relying on this Authority of thdir 
Countryman and Author, and depending alfo on his Skill and 
Intelligence, as fometimes we do here in Englund about the 
Truth of Falfe Nativities from beyond Sea. For Example, 
Charles Gujtavus King of Sweden, Mr. 7.Gad's old Lowfy Her- 
mit Gregory Lopez, Michael Noftradamus, with many others 3

The Second Nativity, mentioned by Morine, is that of Car- 
dan, p3g.396. and that he brings to prove the Vanity and Folly 
of the Dividing the Heavens modo equali: But he hath faid no- 
thing to the Figure in general, or to its Correction in pargcu- 
lar ; why he did not, he knew beft. / 

But fince it is fallen in my way, I cannot omit to take fome

and Mercury faved him to a Miracle, and: at 75 Years old they 
killed him to a Miracle, A very pretty kind of Afirology, if you

As to the Scmilcxtile of 
Saturn, 1 think all men of Are will count if next to neth ngs and 
for Saturn to the Part of Fortune, it it fhould be allowed, Ido 
not fee any Reafon it fhould give him Advantage, but rather che 
contrary. Inaord, thefe two are of no Force nor Power, 

The Fifth hath little or nothing in it: He feys, He was re- 
ceived Phytician in Ordinary to the Bifhop of Bulvigney who 
compelied him, againft his Will, to the Study of Afirology: He 
had now (as he fays) the Sur to the Afcendent. This is an- 
{wered asthe Third; for itis no Dircction, nor is there any 
fuch Motion in Nature, as you heard above. But fuppofe we 
fhould allow it, itis the Promittor that gives the Advantage : If 
fo, what featon is there for the Afcendent to give Picferment 
(for fo it was at that time to him) and alfo of study with the 
allittance of (> great a man as that Biihep? 

The Sixth feems to have fome prodability in it at a diftance ; 
but upon a nesrer approach, you will find that empty, like the 
raft: For there is no tuch Dircétion io Nature as the Afcendent 
tthe Square of aPlanct in tne Zidiack.

The Seventh is of the fame piece with thelaft; for now, hé 
fays, he had a violent and mal’gnant Difeale on the Afcendent to 
the Quartile of Satan with Latitude, This overthrows their 
old DoGrine of the Quartile always falling in the Ecliptic 5 
and therefore no Latitude: And what himfelt takes notice of 
likewile in bis Projeétion of the Rays, that the Quartile always 
fllsthere. And, to be brief, the Afcendent it felf is never di- 
reGied to any Ray with Lutitude in thet Point, but the Body 
and Oppolition of any Star. The cther Rays are made to the 
A{cendent from other parts of Heaven always’ with Latitude, 
if the Star hath any. Thus much for the Latitude; as to the 
Afpect, | {poke to it before, to which I refer you. 

The Eiyhth may be adm'tred well cnough, becaufe the Sua « 
is directed to the Sextile of A/zrs, as he fays, and fuch a Dire- 
Gtion may give fuch a Promotion too. 

The Ninth feems likcly to be trues for the Midheaven to the 
Body of Mercury may give him fuch a Preferment as he 
then had, which was Resius Prof.ffor of the Mathematicks. 
But it is ftrange that Mercury (hould give fuch a thing as this, 
and yet the Midhcaven to the Body of Menus, who is.in 
the beginning of Pifces, and in Trine of Mars, fhould give 
nothing 3 for hetakes no notice of any effect of its which lam 
fare he would have done, if any thing had fuited to it on this 
Correction, and I am {ure it is more likely to advance him than 
the Body of M-rcnry by far. 

The Tenth is the only Dircétion (1 am certain) that he de- 
pends on for the Correction of his Nutivity 5 and that is, Zhe 
Midheaven to the Bedy of th: Sun; for at that time, he fays, He 
had an Univerfal Fame, almoft throughout Everape : And it is 
from shat very Diredfin that, Lam certain, his Nativity is falfe; 
for had this been the true time of bis Birth, he had, withoutall 
doubt, dyed under the Influence of that Direction. For in this 
Figure of-his, the Afcendent is certainly giver of Life, and at 
that very time came to the Square of the Sua, Quartile of the 


Moon, Quartile of Jupiter, Quartile of Satara , and Body of

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Mars, and no Riclief from any Rays to preferve Life: And this 
Doétrine is built upon a Principle that feldom or never fails, if 
the Rule is but obferved carefully. Now Iam certain that Mo- 
rings did not underftand Afirology to any perfection, nor Pro- 
han, who he deth endeavour and p:etend fo often to co:rc@ in 
divers Places of his Afrologia Gul'ca: Lam allo certain that he 
had no fixt Principle to guide him, or build upon; only an 
Univerfal conceited Knowledge of it, adapted to his own

The Eleventh is tobe allowed in his Doétrine and Corre- 
‘tion, to be a ritional Direétion: But amcertain, by the fame 
Rule, the Afucndent to the Square cf the Sun did roc kill, 
That this is alfm falfe; and if that Scheme had been true which 
he gives, this Dircétion had never perfectly come up, only fo 
near as to fpeciticate the Difeafe he fhould dye by.

The next Narivity [find publifhed by Morine is that of Gufta- 
vus Adolpkus, King cf Swedelund, page +00. who was flain in 
the Battle of Lutgzen, November 6th 1632, fighting againtt 
Waljtein the Imperial General, And this, he fays, was caufed by 
the Midcheaven directed to the Quartile of Saturs in the Zo- 
diack; and Body of Adars. Yet in the Figure he gives us, 
the Sun is in the Afcendent, and mott certainly Hilepy 5 but 
by a Figure of my Divilion of the Heavens, the San is 18 Ecli- 
ptical degrees above the Culp of the Second Houfe, aud very 
near in the middle of the Afcendent, and admits of no difpute. 
The Figure follows, {ct to his time, but to my Divition of the 
Heavens. The Plancts Places are Calculated by the Rudolphine 
Tables, as Morinis fays. 
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The only thing I contend with him here for, is, Why he 
fhould believe any man would credit his Affertion in this, when 
in his own he lets the Midheaven pals the Pody of Szt#rnand the 
Moon, and gives him nothing but a Quarrel: And in Francis de 
Bon, he lets him pals the Midheaven to the Oppctition of Saturn 
without any Injury to his Life, and live fcveral ycars after it3 
and yet this brave fighting Prince mutt fall by it: Nay! and 
what's worfe, againti all Rule too, for neither Midheaven nor 
Afeendent had any thing todo with DircGicns of Death, be- 
caufe the Sun is folely Giver of Lite, and claims the other as his 
own Propriety. Nor did the Midheven to the Square of Saturn 
kill his Friend D. Ludovi. Fronfom, pag. 634. So lirange it {eems 
to me, That this Learned man thould oveslock Tiath, and not 
allow his Direétions.a Parity in their Effects and Operations im 
oneas. well as the other, without Rules of Exec; tion ; which

Afeendent or Midheaven by Dire@ion has ben the Uaufe of 
Desth, when either Sua or Moon were pivcrs of Life: And I 
am faire no man will undertake that Wor cuc he that hath no 
Principles to build on in his Scudy of this ~cience, and fucha 
on. was this Learned Author, whole Labours are now the Sub- 
jet of this prefent Difcourfe ; and I am certain, as long as I 
contend with iuch Antaeonilis, Tam fate enough.

of Saturn C.L, Objeét. But this is falfe that you endeavour to 
prove true; for your Direction that you call the Parallel of S2- 
tars, and comes up firlt, gives 38 Years and 5 Months, which is 
6 Months after he dyed ; for he was killed when he was 37 
Years 10 Months and rg Days olds and I hope you will not make 
your Stars kill him after he is dead, as we do.. Anfwer. No, 
no, foft and fair, my Friend, I will clear this Doubt to you 
prefently. I told you before, That the Scheme is not the elti- 
mate Time, but of Morinzs’s Correction 3 and I am certain it ts 
falfe, and that it was altered to make the Square of Saturn kill 
him, and the Time was undoubtedly a little later. I likewile 
told you, That all thefe DireGtions, that { have wrought, are 
by the Oblique Atcentions, under the Pole of the Sun in this Fi- 
gure of his. Now, if you will permit me to aher the Pole of

Here you fee, the Birth is No@urnal, and all the Planets un- 
der the Earth, except Satera in the Eighth Houle 5 fo that the 
Afcer-dent or Part of Fortwne mutt be Hileg. If the Afcendent 
be Giver of Life, there can be no Pretence to avy Direction 
to that Point, nor is it vitiated by any Malignant Beams at that 
Time, as 1 can difcover ; nordoth he take any notice of the Part 
of Fortune. Argol, I confels (in de Diebus Criti. pa. 239.) tells 
us, the Part of Fortune is Apbeta, and that it was directed to 
the Antifcion of Murs for his Death ; but withal, he brings in 
likewife the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn, I muft needs 
fay, Morinus is the fairer man of the two, for he depends folely on 
the Midheaven to kill; but Argo! hath two Strings to his Bow, 
the Part of Fortune and Midheaven both: And yet, when all is 
donc, Ido not believe that he ever undertood how to direct the 
Part of Fortune to the Antifcion of Mars; norcould it be done 


in that Nativity thathe hath given uss, 
§ 2 I fhall 
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1 thall have little or no occafion to fay any thing in particular 
to the Dircétion it (elf, that he fays killed, or to the Improbabi- 
lity of itas to the Rule, I having done thatlargely in the laft Ex- 
ample; which is a parallel Cafe to this: And both indeed built 
upon one bottom; and by him both imbcllifh’d with the fame 
Arguments to create a Belief in the Reader that they are true. 
And therefore I will proceed to give you my Opinion concerning 
this Nativity, and its Correétion, according to thofe Principles 
of Aftrology that Iam Matter of; foras to the Scheme he hath 
givenus, I am fure it is falfe, becaufe there is no ground nor 
teafon for it in Nature; nor willit hold inother Nativities, no 
not one in twenty; nor is there any Rule in fubfantial Authors 
to juftifie it. 

I have already told you, That either the Afcendent or the 
Part of Forse mult be giver of Life and to make his Dcath 
correfoond with. Pational Rules, we mull alter Morini his Fi- 
gure. If the Afcendent is admitted, then it mult be directed to 
the Square of the Sun, or to the Body cf the Moon, and Oppo- 
fition of Saturn. If to the firlt, it mult be about 38 minutes 
fooner than the time that he prints; if the latter is allowed, 
then it mult be altered toan Hour and three Quarters later; but I 
thall rejeGt both, becaufe I will keep to the Rule, 4b. 3. cap. 13. 
Qusdripart. For by that Rule the Part of Fortune is to be allow- 
ed Hileg, withouc difpute; and in a Figure of my fetting it is 
on the Culp of the Eleventh; but in their Scheme it is in the 
Ninth Houfe. They direct the Part of Fortune in Zodiaco, } di- 
rect it in Mundo only; and in this Cafe the Part of Fortune 
comes to the Square of Saturn; the Ark 37 degrees 30 minutes, 
or near it; and this followed by the Square of Mars, within 10 
degrees, and no Relicf from the Benehcks : And this I do from 
a Figure of 3 degrecs of Sagitary afcending, and near 26 de- 
grees of Virgo on the Midheaven and the Part of Mort:ue will 
be within half a degrce of the Eleventh Houle, toward the 
Tenth. And this I take to be the moft rational of the two 
Corrections I mentioned; and 1 am {ure more likely to be true 
than Morinus’s is. 


The next we meet with is the Nativity of Albert Duke of Frid- 
Jond Walftein, the Eraperox’s General, that fought again{i Guffa- 
URS 
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vus Adolphus when he was flain. This man was murdered by 
the Command of his Mafter Ferdinand the Second, Emperor. 
(Juffie Imperatoris trucidatus, {ays Morine ) onthe 25th of Febru- 
ary 1634. being, then Fifty Years and Five Months old: and for 
this, Morinus fays, he had the Midheaven directed to the Squire 
of Mars Peregrine, and in his Detriment in the Eighth Houle 5 
and yet both the Sun and Mon in Aphetical Places, the one in 
the Seventh, and the other on the Cufp of the Eleventh. Frain 

whence you may odferve, That Morinws takes no nctice of the 

Hil.g. but makes his Rule politive above alls as appears by thele 

Thre. Examples: -That the Midheaven tothe Square of either 

of the Infortunes, in the Eighth, certainly kills either a King or 

a General, that happens to have fuch a Pofition. The Figure 

{ollows, fet to his Time, but my Divifion of the Heavens, and 

the Planets Places from the Redolpbine, as Morine fays.

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Whatever Morinzs may think of the matter, I do pofitively 
afirm, That the Sum in this Figure is certainly, and without all 
doubt Giver of Life; and therefore the Caufe of Death muft be 
fought from his directional Motion , and not from the Tenth 
Houfe, the Moon, the Afcendent, nor the Part of Fortune. And 
to make his Reader the more a Convert tohis Rule and Method, 
and to confirm the Truth of his Scheme, he tells us, This Na- 
tive was elected (upreme General, or Generaliifimo, of the Em- 
peror’s Army in the Year 1631. And for this Preferment, he 
fays, the Swi was at that time direéted to the Midheaven3; a 
thing rather tit to be laughed at than believed : Becaufe there is 
no fuch Direction; and whofoever doth imagine that the Sua 
or Moon can be direéted to the Cufps of the Houfes Cotherwife 
than Convers) I am certain he doth not underftand the nature 
of Directional motion. 

Now to fhew you, how luckily a falfe Rule happened to fuit 
to Morinus’s invention, ina Figure that {cems very probable to 
be true, and fo confirmed him and his Profelitcs in their mif- 
guided Opinions concerning the Anareta, being wholly ignorant 
not only of the true Method in Dircction, butalio of thofe un- 
denisble Rules laid down for our Dircétion andGuide in that part 
of this Science; | will makeit appear that he did dye by Dire- 
tions to the Giver of Life, and this by his own Figure, altering 
it but one minuce in Time; that is, 15 minutes in the O. A. 
of the Afcendent, and not only prove his Death, but alfo give 
you Dircétions for his being chofen General, far more likely than 
that of Morinus; and the Oblique Afcention of the Afcendent, 
that I work by, is 344 degrees 7 minutes, and the Pole of the 
Sun about 4.5 3 the diflance of the Sun from the Seventh Houfe 
is 16 degrees 12 minutes; the diftance of Murs from the Se- 
venth Houle is 28 degtces 16 minutes. Hence ycu have the Sn 
to the Mundane Parallel of Mars D.D. Ark 46 degr.

And what need is there to imagine a fingle 
Direction, that is both Improbabie and impothble to give what 
he pretends, when we have no fefs chan three thar are beyond 
all doubt, agrecing with his Death , Its time, and Pralumy’s 
Rule, which is this, f¢ cum Fatiter afpicit Merm agisch som, 
erunt neces infigatores ex judiciss, aut ira Duenni aut Regen 5 Rite 
dri Lib. 4. Capo tO J Know the next Queftion you sk me is, 
How Fupiter beholds Murs afflicted, to mike this Rate good } 
Why, truly, you mutt take Pains, and fearch it cur by Labour, 
for itis plain enough. And belides, | amnow deteGing of Er- 
rors, not writing a Theory 5 but you may depend onit, the Piule 
really takes place in this Nativizy, es tu his Death, which was 
Murder. . . 

And give me leave to add one word, to cxcuc the Emperor 
about his Murder, which perhaps may ftick with fome Readers, 
This Native, after he had beat the Swedes, and kili’d their King, 
grew {0 horridly infolent, he. was above all Law and Govern- 
ment, neither the Emperor nor the Princes of the Empire knew 
ow to deal with him: They tcllus, He would fend for any Man, 
who he delired, or take them by Violence in the Streets, and 
bring them ¢o his Houle, and command his Servants to hang 
them immediately in_ his Oschard. And when hic had ferved 
many fo, he glosied in it (o much, that he askt his Friends chac 
came to fee him, To go into his Garden, and fee what Fruit his 
Trees bore. And for this, and {uch like Crimes, he being too 
big for the Law, the Eniperor commanded him to be kill'd 5 
which was in his Chamber the day before mentioned. And 
though I have fhewed you how thefe Direétions better agrce than 
that of Morine’s, yet 1 do not warrant it to be his tuuc Nativicy, 


but do fay it feems very probable. 


The next is the Nativity of Francis de Bonne, Duke and Mu:r- 
thal of Frances who lived to 83 Years of Age, and dyed Sepiemb. 
28, 1626. on the Diredtion of the AZon to her own Square in tne 


Ecliptick.. The Figuse followeth.. 


This: 
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This Learned Gentleman certainly never gave himfclf time 
to contider, or elfe he never rcad Prolomy with any Care or Cre- 
dit; for this is one of the idlett Reafcns that ever was given. 
Firtt he tells us, That which is not truce, i.e. that the Muon is 
Apbeta; which by his good favour fhe is not, for all her be- 
ing in the Tenth. And Sccondly, he tellsus a thirg neta gree- 
able to Rule; for he fays, He ded on the AZ.” to her own 
Square: Which cannot poffibly be, becaufe Fujiter bcholds the 
Place of DireGion with his Trine; and to affert this is directly 
agiinft Ptolomy’s Rule, and my own Experience 5 and belides, if 
the Mon were Hileg, and directed to her ownSquare, ¢s in this 
Example, it could not kill, But to be plain with you, I doubt 
the Truth of the Figure, as to time, aid my reafon is this 5 
Let which of the two Luminaries you pleafe be Apiera, I {eeno 
reafon why he fhould not dye onthe Directions of cither to the 


Body of Mars, and Oppofition of Satars, and this in a violent 
part

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part of Heaven; but it is next to impoffible he fhould efcape 
thofe Directions if the Moon were Hileg, becaufe they came up 
late, even at 60, and this with the Caput Medufe, a violentStar. 
And therefore I will not fo much as imagine a Figure that may 
hit the Time of his Death, becaufe ] belicve he was abufed by 
having a falfe, Time given him; and why may not he as well be 
deccived by a falfe time given him, as to print a falfe time for 
his own Birth, which I am fure t'at is s and therefore if I were 
to projet a Figure for this Great man’s Birth, it muft be one 
where neither the Swn nor Moon is Hileg. 


The next we meet with is that of MARY Queen of 
POLAND; fhe was a French woman, and was married to 
Uladiflaus King of Poland, the 5th of November 1645. and 
he dying foon after, his Brother Cafimire was chofen King, 
and afterward married his Widow, May the Thirtieth 1649. 
So that fhe was twice married, and this to Two Kings , 
in the fpace of Four Years. And the Nativity he gives us 
for this Queen’s true one, is as followeth, {ct to his Time, 
but by my Table of Houfes, and the Planets places from.

really admit of a Trial of Skill, in the management of which 
I will be very jut and fair, and do both the Art and this 
Learned Author Right: And the Accidents he gives are thefe 
following. 

Aged 15 yearsand 2 months, Odob. 12th 1626. fhe fell into 
a defperate Difeafe, and was near Death; the Afcendent then to 
the Square of the Moon with Latitude. 

Aged 18 years, Jano 1629. fhe was courted by the Duke of 
Orleans ; but the Marriage was prevented by Cardinal Richelics, 
and the Queen Mother, Mary de Medicis 5 Afcendent then to the 


Sextile of Fupiter. 
Aged 34 yeuss an 
King of Poland, the Midhcaven then to the Bady of Veazs.

d 2months, fhe married Vladiflaus the Fourth. 
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Aged 37 years and 9 months, May 30th, 1649. fhe was then 
married to Cafimir, the next King of Poland: She had chen 
Mercury and Jupiter in Conjunction, dire@ted to the Body of 
Mars, Lord of the Seventh, as he fays) And thefe Four Acci- 
dents are my further Bulinefs to examine. 

Morinus hath takcn the Square of the Moon in Librz , with 
4 Degrees of North Latitude, and for what rcafon | cannot tells 
for the Moon hath vot full out 2 Degrees South, where fhe 
is in Capricorn 3 but let his Reafon be what it will for fo doing, 
he perfectly overthrows their old imaginary Rule, that the 
Sqssre always falls in the Zodiack, by this Example of his. It 
is plain that every Afpect oweth its being to the Body it pro- 
ceeds from ; and therefore if you will allow the Afpect Lati- 
tude, you can allow it no morc than the Body hath it is produ- 
ced by : if you do allow it more ox lefs than that Body hath, 
you make the Afpect Challenge a Latitude proper to it felf, 
which to this day was totally uaknown to all Pretenders. But 
perhaps you will fay, The thing feems very rational., becaufe 
he allows the Square what Latitude the Mooa hath in that 
place, when fhe comes thither, where ic falleth in the Eclip- 
tick. Itis true, he doth fos but what is that to the true Mo- 
tion? And how will he demonftrate that the AZon is in exact 
Square to the A(cendent, more by taking of 4 Degrees, than if 
he had taken but 2 Degrees, or none at all in that Direction 5 
for the meaning, of the Direction is, That the Moon is in 
exact Square to that Angle, when that Dire@tion is finithed, 
can prove by that method of directing 5 
for the Afcendent comes to the Square of the Moon, when the 
Fourth Heufe comes to her Body ; and I know no other Square, 
nor he neither, but what Is Imaginary: And if fo, Pray what 
do the 4 Degrees of Latitude in Libra fignify ? Bur why Four 
Degrees to be taken, contrary tothe Rule of the Square falling 
in the Ecliptick , and exceeding the Moons Latitude where the 
is two Degrees ? Why truly for no other reafon, but to help 
out at a dead life ; for he could by no means make the Miid- 
heaven to the Body of Venus for her Morriage, and the Afcendent 
to the Square of the Muon, for her Sickuefs, agree 5 tor the 
Afcendent to the Square of the Moon in the Echiptick , would 


have had 17 Degrees, 49 Minutes Ark, and that would not do, 
TT 2 for 
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fer his Ark wes to be but 14 Degrecs 56 “inutes; and by ta- 
king the Square of the Moon with 4 Degrces of Latitude, hit 
the thing toa hair: And that is the truch cf the whole mat- 
ter; and by this Cafe ot Necciliry came this curicus Notion in- 
to practice; and, to f.y the truth, T find it no where ufed 
throughout his whole Treatife, but in this particular Cafe: And 
when it is fully cxanined, 1 think really no body can be- 
licve it. 

As to the Sccond Accident, which he attributes to the Afcen- 
dert to the Sextileof Jupiter; iff fhould allow him that, 1 do 
not think it vill de him any Savice atall; for the Sextilecf 
Fupiter cannot give fuch a Cowitfhip, and fuch preat Enemies to 
prevent its EAca at the fametime; there muft be {cme mali- 
cious Beems to ratfe thofe Advertaries, as you may fee hereafter: 
But, in fhert, that DirGtion came up at Six or Seven years 
of Age. 

The Third Accident and Direction no man can deny, could 
he make the Square of the Moon to the Afcendent fairly agree 
with it, to give her Sicknefs at 15 years of Age; which, you 
fee, he could not do, but was conftrained to make a Rule on 
purpofe, contrary to true Motion, and his own Pra@ice before : 
And for that Reafon I have juftly made thefe Objections to his 
Operations in this Nativity, which, he fays, is moti exadily 
rectified, 

The Fourth Accident, which was her Second Marriage, at 
the Ape of 37 years and g months, he fays, was caufed by the 
Dircéticn of Jupiter and Mercury, in Conjunction to the Body 
of Murs; which certainly can never be allowed ner believed by 
any man but him that can believe any thing. And the better to 
entorce and fortitic his Dodtrine, he tells us, That Fupiter, Lord 
of the Seventh, with Afercury Lord of the Afcendent, are di- 
rCted to Murs, Lord of the Scventh 5 fo that he hath two Lords 
of the Seventh to cfedt the butinefs: And had the Direction been 
in the Seventh, by this Rule and Opinion of his it would cer- 
tainty have been more forcible. But tuppofe this were al} truc, 
Why thould Jupiter, &c. being directed to Mars, be more likcly 
to give Marriage at 38 than the Sun tothe Body of Mars at about 
22 yearsof Age, even inthe Heat and Fury of Youth , at which 
Age Wcemen are generally more bent to Marriage than at 39 ; 

and 
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and yet at both Ages, under proper DireGions, we find fuch 
Examples frequent enough? Nay! he tells us, That his Friend 
Monfieur Goulas, from this only Direction, predicted this Queen 
a Second Marriage, while her Firlt Husband was living. if he 
did, it was a bold Venture, attended with a good Fate more 
than the Dire@ion he gives; nox indeed is there any thing in 
it worthy of our imitation or credit, though it did his bufinefs 
as well as if it had been tue, for it got him the Queen's good 
Opinion and Favour. .But it would have becn no {mall Service 
to us, had either of them told us by what Rule the Firlt Hal 
band fhould dye fo foons which would be of more ufe than this 
new Project: For Jupiter, Lord of the Seventh, is ftrong, 
and fo is Mars, and both Lords of the Seventh, as he fays. And 
fo L come tocorreét the Figure, and give my Reafons and Dire- 
tions for thefe Four Accidents. 

The eflimate time is 3 minutes after 8 mane 5 and the Figure, 
by my Corrcation, is 58 minutes after 7, and is but 5 mi- 
nutes differing from the time given; the Righe Afcention of 
the Midheaven is 87 degrees 24 minutes 5 and the Directions are 
thefe following.

| he. 
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The Afcendent to the Square of the Moon, for her Sicknefs, 
is no ways {trained,but a true and a fair Direction 5 and yet AG- 
vinus him(elf never knew what made it fo violent, as to be like to 
kill her; for in his own Nativity it gave nothing at all; nor 
doth he take notice of it: Nor did he ever know what faved her 
Life under thofe two Diredtions of the Moon and Suturn 5 for in 
that of Zaga-Chrijti he makes the fing'e Square of the Moon kill 
him, and yet here it gave a difeafe, and did not kill: And in 
my opinion it weuld have been worth your knowing, had he 
been fo freeas to have told us the reafon of thefe things 5 for 
every Afirologer, that is Malicr of his Profedfion, doth or ought 
to know this Myticry. 

The Sun ad paral. Mars in Zodiaco, and at the heclsof its the 
Aton to the Oppofition of Venss looks like a Courthip, but to 
her injury and difcontent, as we may (uppofe; becaule two fuch 
ercat People as the Qucen-Mother and the Cardinal, undertook 
to break the bufinels, and prevent the Marriage. Pray contider 
whether thefe are not much more likely than the Afcendert to the 
Sextile of Fupiter. | 

The Moon to the Parallels of Jupiter and Afercury, and the Sun 
to the Body of Venus, mots converf. are Disections probable to 
give Marriage, as well as that Direction of the Body of l’enus to 
the Midheaven; and though that doth not touch in this of mine, 
yet it is juft at the door, and doth certainly influence the 
matter. . 

But the Caufe of her Sccond Marriage is the great and only 
thing in difpute, as you have heard ; for which, I fay, fhe had 
the Mon to the Zodiacal Parallel of Venus, and at the fame time 
under the Influence of the Midheaven to the Body of Venus, 
that began it. effects in 1647. But perhaps you will fay, That 
the DireGtion of the Moon to the Parallel of Venss, in the Zo- 
diack, comes up at 38 years and 4 months, and {he was married 
at 37 years and 9 months ; and therefore this is not to the pur- 
pofe. To this I anfwer, I have followed Origanus for the Lati- 
tude of the Moon, as having no other for that year; and, you 
know, he is none of the exadteit in thofe Calculations. There- 


- fore if the Moon’s Latitude be allowed to be 12 minutes too much, 


(and I am certain it is greater thas it ought to be) the Direction 


will touch exaétly at the time fhe Marsicd 5 and the former of 
the 
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the Body of Menus gave the beginning of that Second Courtthip, 
But belides, thofe Zodiacal Parallels are generally in Operation 
before they perfe@tly touch, and the nearer the Tropicks, the lon- 
ger: So that it is polfible one of thefe Dire€tions falling near the 
‘Tropicks may be in operation ro years; may, I may fay 203 
tho’ there are many,! know,that will think itis very improbable, 
and fo let them and welcome. Thus I have endeavoured to fhew 
you, That this Nativity was to be proved by the fame Accidents, 
and yet by other DireCtions than thofe given by this Learned Au- 
thor, and this by keeping clofer to the cftimate time thin he did. 
But perhaps you may fay, You do not underitand fome of thele 
Direétions, and therefore you have nothing but my word for it, 
Why, really, Ithink, you. may as well take my word for thefe, 
as take Morine’s word for his; for | amcertain, there ts nota 
Reader in the world can imagine why the Squire of the Moon 
fhould be taken with 4 degrees of Latitude in the Afcendent, 
when her Body hath‘not two, as you have already heard. 


The next Nativity we meet with is thit of Lewis XIV. King 
of France, whom, he fays, was born September the sth, at 15 
minutes palt 11 before noon S. N. 1638. in the Latitude of 49 3 
but he corrects it to 4 minutes fooner, which we fhall immedi- 
ately confider, with the reafons of it. 

Morinus fays, he hada Fever, with an Eryfipelus in his Face at 
5 years and 7 months old ; and the Small Pox at 9 years and 2. 
months old, with danger to his Life 5 and all this from the Square 
of the Moon, well managed. , 

The tirlt of thefe Diforders, he fays, was caufed by the Dire- 
Gtion of Fupiter to the Square of the Moon without Latitade ; 
which by his Pole of Pofition gives an Ark of 4.degrees 55 mi- 
nutes; and, by Naibod’s meafure, is too fhort by 35 minutes 5 
but that I will pafs by and excufe: But if you direct Fupiter un- 
der the truc Pole of Pofition, the Ark will not be full 4 degrees 5 
which I cannot allow, by my meafure and method in Direction, 
to hit the time of that Difgafe. But why mult Fupiter be a fige 
niGcator in this Cafe? He is Lord of the Fourth and Second, 
and, in my opinicn, that gives him no Powes. Murs is indeed 
Lord of the Afcendent, and had he directed him, there might 


have been fome Pretence for its but Fupiter hath none, for he 
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makes but 10 degrees of Sagitary on the Second Heule, and 5 of 
them 10 mult be allowed to the Second ; fo that he can hav. but 
5 inthe Afcendent; and how thofe 5 can entitle him to be 
Lord of the Afcendent, Icannot imagine; and it is that TI fup- 
pofe he builds upon: He might as well have dircétcd S.zurn to 
the Oppofition of the Avoon, and with the fame Authcrity, 
The Second Difeafe, which was the Small Pox, he fays, was 
from Fupiter.. directed to the Square of the Moon, with Liti- 
tude, and the A cendent conyers to the Square of the Moen, with 
Latitude likewile. Thcfe are choice Notions, if we can but un- 
deitiand and believe them. Firft, you mult know, though the 
Mon hath but 2 degrecs 36 minutes South at Birth, he makes 
her Square to have 4 degrees 17 minutes South, or eife the Trick 
will not do neither to Fupiter nor the Alcendent; no, nor with 
it neither, without the help of his new Table, pag. 550. The 
main Quettion is (as | have obferved before in the Queen of 
Poland's Cafe) Why the Moon’s Square muft have 4 degrees 17 
minutes, and her Body but 2 degrecs 36 mirutes at Birth: Per- 
haps you will fay, She hath fuch Latitude when fhe comes to 6 
degrees of Scorpir, and therefore it ought to be allowed here. 
That I utterly deny, and this, Firft by their own Principles 
for they have all taught it for Do@trine hitherto, That the Square 
always falls in the Eclipticks as fuppofing the Interfections of 
the Ecliptick and Orbit to be 180 degrees diftant, and each of 
them go degrees diftant from the Planet: Andthey were forced 
into the Belief of this, becaufe the Latitude at the Oppofition is 
alivays of a different Denomination from that of the Body, and 
therefore by that Rule this Square of the Moon could have no La- 
titude, as it is faid to have by this Learned Author, 

Secondly, By Morine’s own Principles, who hath blamed Blan- 
chinus and Regismontanus for their fictitious and imaginary Cir- 
cles, and fet up one of his own more confufed, as you may fee, 
pag. 353, 359. and fo on, if you pleafe; where you may read 
the Bafis and whole Projet of this Bufinefs, as he hath there 
fiated it, with a Diagram annexed. And the ground of all is 
placed in the apparent Inclinations and Orbits of the Planets 5 
{o that though the Planet hath no Latitude in the place it is in, 
yet the Sextile or Square of that Planet fhall have 1, 2,3, 4,015 
degrees of Latitude, according to the utmoft Inclination of that 

Planet’s 
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janet’s Orbit at thattime 5 and this Inclination makes way for 
the Uleot his Table to correct the Afpects : And after he hath 
leamedly difcourfed De Moutxz. reali Planetarum, and anfwered fe- 
veral OvjeGions, he leaves us iuitas he found us, and fuli as 
ignorant of true Direchonal Motion as we were before: for 
though FT allow, and all men will grant. he talxs fearnealy of 
the matter he handics 5 yee what is that to directional Moriot ? 
that is performed per Aftmm in Orditis fies U8 por Mioinr. Rap 
tem: And lamot opinion that this is the reafon that fo few 
Mathematical heads underliand Attrolegy , becauleé they have 
conceived a motion of the Heavens in their way, which puts 
them out of this: Nay! { had-rather teach a Plowman Aftrolopy, 
that is wholly ignorant of it, than any one that hath been edu. 
cated and taught by the belt Pretenders in the Town 3 and lam 
{ure [ (hall do it with lefs trouble. — But to the point again 5 


Muri us tellsus. That the Planct’s vilible Latitude is the way _ 


of the Planet, and the Circle that the Afpedts are mide in; I 
will allow it, But then [ask him, What that is.to any other 
Planet in Mregtion? Why truly nothing at all 5 for every Pla- 
net moves in his own Orbit, and therefore is dircAed in his own 
wiy. and tmeeis all Rays there, and no where elfe; but it is the 
Zddisck that is the Standard.of the mealure of thefe Rays, whe- 
taerthe Inclination be Nerth or Souths and for all Dire4ions 
thar have large Latitude, they are indeed molt properly meafured 
by the Mundane Circle, which is really more exact than dircét. 
ing by the Pules of Pofition in that cafe. Bztides, he is forced 
to make ule of the fame Diagram they do, to demonttrate his Pro- 
je@ 5 only he turns the Whim anotaer way, and, I think, realy 
further trom Truth than they are, with much more strouble‘tn 
the Opzration by nis way than theirs in dividing the Laticude 
into Halves and Quarters. And, to omit more Words and Ar- 
gumenis, Twill give you this one, Taat he doth nox parfue this 
Rule he hath laid down in the maneging of any Nativities, but 
where Neceifity obligeth him; take an Example or two. In 
the Nativisy of Francifcws de Bonne, hetells us, That he dyed on 
the Muon to her own Square 3 which if fo, then he breaks his 
own Rule; for the Moon to her owa Square with Latiiude, is 
undoubtedly more forcible than without.’ And he lets him out- 
live the Mvoz to her own Square com Lat. and kill’d hia above a 
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year and a half after, on the Moon to her own Sqpare, fine 
Lat. which is much the weaker Ray. So that you fee either he 
doth not believe his own Rule, or elfe hedarcs not truft it. Be- 
fides, this Direction of the Moon to her own Square ought to be 
with Latitude, and no otherwife, becaufe the is Significator 5 it 
is to her own Rays, and falls in her own way, and fhe can meet 
that no othewife but with Latirude, which you {ce he here evades. 
But for Jupiter to meet her Square with Latitude South, when 
bis own was North, is fucha Doétrine as no man of Reafon can 
believe. 

A Second Example is in his own Nativity 5 where, though 
there are no lefs than Five Planets in the Twelfth Houle, and 
Three of them Violent ones, yet he takes no notice of any 
Convers DireGion that ever hurt him; and yet the Afcendent 
was giver of Life there, which it was not in that of Lewis 5 


which is an odd kind of Doctrine, as if aConvers DireGion had 


not as much Power to hit a Phyfician, as a Monarch. Hence } 
cannot believe thefe Dire@tions, and by confequence his Corte- 
ion of the Figure, though I confefs it is moft ingenioufly done, 
and fet off with a fine flourith, after che Freneb mode, but fhould 
rather ftick to the eltimate time,

room of his Directions, to give thefe Difeafes that he mentions 
and corrects by.

For the Firtt }do 
allow the Moon Convers to the Oppotition of Szturn, which 
touch jult before Five Years of Age: And in the Revolution, 
then at hand, you have Mars in Virgo, in ex.@ Square to his 
own Place, and the Muon in 19 degrees of Gemins, in Square to 
them both, and in Oppolition to Mars’s Radical place which 
I think may pafs tor a violent Revolution, had there been no Di- 
reCtion. ~ 

For the Second Sicknefs, at 9 years of Age, T fay, the Sua 
Hileg was direGted to the Lions Tail, and the Zodiacal parallel of 
Mercury ; and in that Revolution the Moon.was in Sagitary, in 
Square in the Sua, and i, Oppotition to Saturn, who was ftati- 
onary in 2 degrees udd minuies uf Gemini, in Square to the San 
qutt before ; and this alfo may ‘pafs, in my Judgu.ent, for a vio- 
lent Revolution. Ido confcfs the Swa had been undex-that Di-

nearer than his, if you pleafe to lay by the Sham ot 4 degrees 
in the Moon’s Square, and then you will have nothing at all for 
the Small Pox, neither to Jupiter nor the A(cendent; tor chat of 
Jupiter comes up at 5, and the Afcendent at 13 years of Age.

Again, I believe there are but few 
of you know when Diredtions touch, without the Ailittance of 
Revolutions and Tranfits; if you do, Ido nots and for the Zo- 
diacal Parallels, they are not like other Directions, but depend 
on the true declination, and may give an Influence before they 
touch, and in this cafe the rather, becaule it is to the S#a, and 
all Zodiical DireCtions to the Swn are for the moft part allowed 
by all skilful men to touch fooner by 30 minutes than any other 
whatfoever: And whatever you think of thefe | have given for 
the Caules of thofe Difeafes, { am certain that thofe afferted by 
him have nothing of Weight nor Truth in them.

enforce the-belief of it ts, becaule Fipiter is in the Eiphth Houfe 
at Bitch. Whytruly, he might have told me of the Eighteenth 
Houle, avd as foon I fhould have believed it. Hf Fupiter had 
pow. to kili him now, Why did not the Square of Venus kill. 
him when h2 was young, ? for th. is Lady of the Eighth Houle, 


aad hath as gocd Authosity to kill as Jupiter, and yet he cat- 
lived. 
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Vived that. But betides, Fepiter cannot kill by any fing's Dire- 
Gin of hisown, nor never did yet sno! nernever wills and 
I do falrly invite thofe that are of that Opinicn, to print haifa 
dozen of carefully-onterv'd Nativitics for Ex ingles of fucn cf: 
feet: as thele are: That is, wherethe Rays of Jape. have kil- 
led, without any other Affitence, as in this cafe.

Directions tn the Afecndent cannot kill, be they never fo viclint, 
cfoectally where the Hiley is under no milenck Rays by Dire- 
Gon, as in this Nativity, Now to thew you, that he depends 
{olely on this Direction, and nothing elie, obferve thet, Quota- 
tions following. Paye 612. Thatin that Year the Discciien of 
the Atendent to the Opcotition of Jupiter in the Eig! th Houfe 
wascompleated, and Fagiterin a Sign where he is uoformunate. 
Page 614. Jupiter allo. who was unfortunated in the Eighth of 
th: Radix, and was the sarticular Anareta, to whofe Oproli- 
tion the Radical Horofcope was direéted in the year 1642. And 
yeta little after he fays That he did predict his death trom the 
Revolution for that Year, Page 696. he fays, Curdinalis Ri- 
chelins, ab acuta Febre furcrvenicnte niorba lingo 99 nonce po fete 
curatus erat, tandem moritur die 4 Decemp. 104.2. Git: Horcfc. tis hae 
dicalis dirizebatur ad cpp fits F vis in Osta, This being cllow'd, 
I do from hence infer, That Minas nad no fine Primipks ner 
Rules, but rambled, as mnoft of our Pretcndcrs do now-a-days, 
from one thing to anther; and if any ching could be found that 
fookt like a mortal direction (thouyh contrary to Rule) ‘twas 
no matter, and if the Readers can Lut beiicve, all is well, and 
the Trick runs currently. sO 

Inthenext place, let us compare this with {ume cf his other 
Nativities, -and fee how thefe Rays ot Jupiter are mace ule of 
there; for like Caufes alwaysought co h-ve like Ettects, or elie 
Rules laid down, to know when they thall, and wh. they fhall 
not produce fuch things. In the Nativity of Charles Cuadren, the 
Atcendent to the Squareof Jupiter is not obferved to ha+¢ done 

any thing of Injury to his Health; and yet he is, by Murine’s

the Afcendent to both their Squares could not kill him; and yet 
they fell in Scoroio, a violent Sign, and they with a violent Star in 
Leo, thatis, the Lyuns Heart, and befides, the Direction fell at 
50 years of Age. : 

fn the Nativity of Monticur de Bonne, Fupiter is in Oppofition 
to the Sun, and to Venus Lady of the Twelfth; and yet the 
Afcendent to all their Squares could not, or elle they would not 
kill him. Nay! afterall this, the Afecrdent to the Square of 
Satuenand Mars could not killhim, notwithitanding Saturn was 
Lord of the Eighth, and Afars exalted there ; which by Marine's 
Rule are both Lords of the Eighth Houfc... What think you of 
this man? Was he not fit to bea M:rthal of France, that could 
bid defiance to all thefe murdering Stars? And yet that peevifh 
Churchman, Cardinal Richelet, {neakt away upon the Afcendent 
toa lingle Oppolition of Fupiter. But no matter, Morinus doth 
this man’s bulinefs afterward, with the Mon to her own Square, 
notwithftanding it is a Diurnal Nativity, and the Sua giver of 
Life: Cin you forbear laughing? Well, but perhaps you will 
fay, Inall chefe, fupiter is neither Lord of the £ighth, nor in it, 

and therefore doth not come up tothe Point. To that I anfwer, 
You may imagine what you pleafe of the matter, but I do af- 
fure you, Fepiser is the fame when he is out of the Eighth, as 
when he is init.

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of the Eighth, and Difpofitor of Saturn and Mars, and yet he: 
caffed the Afcerdent to the Square of Jupiter, without dying 5 
and after that the Squares of Saturn and Afars too, for ought we 
know; Iam fure by the truc Rule he ought to do it. 

Thus you fee, by comparing one with the other, he doth net 
ufe aregular Method, nordothhe build his Do@rine on any fixt 
Principle: For which reafon we cannot rely on this Say fo 
of his, That the Afcendent to the Oppofition of Jupiter killed 
this Cardinal, And now, to {um up all in a word or two ; I do 
tell you, I am cerfain the Aicendent to the Oppofition of Fupi- 
rer did not Kilihim 5 and my Reafon is, Becaufe the Sun is giver 
of Life in that Figure he gives for his Nativity. But peshaps 
this Nativity may fall into hands more capable than my {clf to 
Corret and Regulate it; and therefore I will give them the time, 
and Planets places I find in Morinss. Cardinal Richeliew was 
born at Paris on the oth of September, S. N. at 34 minutes paft 9 
mane, 1585. and the Planets Places from the Radslphine Tables, 
R. M.A. C. 230. 58 
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Laftly, if you will have my Opinion in the matter, as to the 
time of this man’s Birth, I really think he was born above an 
hour before this time, and then he might dye cn the Afcen- 
dent to the Squares of the San and Muon: Or elfe an hour later, 
and then the Sun to the mundane Parallel of the Moon, and rapt 
Parallel cf Saturn might do it. But I dare not vcnture on a Cor- 
section my felf, unlefs he had given us the eftimate time 5 which 
1 believe was at fome diftance from this. 


The next Nativity I meet with, isMonfieur Lewis Tronfon,a Pri- 


vy Councellor to the French King, who was born (as fays Mo-. 


rinus) September the ift, bor. 9 min. 1g-mane, 1576, at Paris. And 
that this is the true Nativity of this man, he endeavours to 
prove by thefe four Accidents and Directions following. 


Anno 1617; aged 40 and a few months, he had two great 


Places given him at Court, that made him Prime Minifter of 


States. 
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State, for this he had the Midheaven dire€tcd to the Body of 
the Sza, and by this, I fuppofe the Figure was corrected. 

‘Anno 1618. February the roth, he was married ; he had the 
Sur then to the Sextile of the Moon by DircCtion. 

Anno 1626. Augu'it the 2d; he was degraded, and turn’d out 
of all his Places at Court, and was not any more reftored 5 he 
had then the Sun to the Square of Mars by Dire@ion. 

Anno 1642. December the 8th, this great man dyed of a Quar- 
tan Ague and Fever. Morinus fays, It began the year before, 
and was then a Double Tertian, which degenerated afterwar 
into aQuartan. The Figure followeth from whence thefe Dire- 
éions are wrought, fet to my Divifion of the Heavens.

As to that Direttion for his Preferment, no man can deny it, 
had he made all things elfe agree with that Correction; but to 


fay , the Midheaven to the Body of the Sug gave his Pre-

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ferment, and the Afcendent to the Square of the San kill'd him, 
is fich a rugged fort of a DuGrine, not like the Polite A4rinus 
in his cther Learning, and therefore 1 cannot allow the former 
to be the caule of his Grandeur, becaufe the latter Lam fure is 
falfe ; and by my Correction, he was preferred on the Moon to 
the Trine of Murs in Z:dizco. 

His Marriage need make no Controverfy ; for it was about a 
year after his Preferment, and therefore the fame Directions 
miy ferve. But if you will have a Direction for it, take the 
Midheaven tothe Body of the Sua. 

Morinses and | do both agree on the caule of his being turn’d 
nut of his Places, and the Court favour, for it was molt cer- 
tainly on the Sua to the Square of Mars in Zodiaco. 

But that bout his death in 1642. Dicember the Sth, Tcan 
by no means comply with. when he fays the Afcendent to the 
Squire of the Sw -lPd him. Fisft, it is not potlidle to do it; 
for when both the Lumlnaiies are above the Earth in Apystical 
places, the Afcendent cannot kill, though it were directed to 20 
Maletick Diredtions at once: And furthermore, the Afcendent to 
the true Square of the Swen, came up at about 42 Years of Age. 
Secondly, It is not like an Artift to fay fo , but like a Mounte- 
bank in Alirology ; and whenfoever I hear any man render fuch 
a reafon as this is for death, let him be never fo famous an 
Artitt, I am fure he knows but little of the thing he pretends 
to, and I can mumble him at my pleafure : Nay, I will go fur- 
ther with you, There is not a man in England that follows Mo- 
rine’s Method, that dares venture his Name in Publick to a Pre- 
di@ion of this kind; and I dare venture a Wager Morinus was 
not polirive that this Direction kil?d him, or would do ic, till 
he was in his Grave. fay, it is not like an Artitt, for every 
man that underltands his Frofeflion, will build his skill on fuch 
Principles that are agreeable one to another, and will feldcm fail 
if but carefully obferved and managed. In this Nativity, both

and after allthis is faid, the time is fonear the truth, that if 
‘ou will but allow an alteration of almoft one minute fooner, it 
will hie the time exa@ly. And for all thofe that are captioufly 
concerned in this.point, and have an ill Opinion of it, I defire 
them to oblige the World with fomething of their own, bet- 
ter done than this is, and the main thing I defire is to fee 
it.

Anno 1608. he refolved to lead a Religious Life, at which. 
time Jupiter Lord of the Afcendent was direGted to the Body of 
Mars, at another time he would have faid that fhould give im- 
prifonment, becaufe Mars is Lord of the Twelfth, and the Mid- 
heaven to the Sextile ofthe San. As to this laft Direction, 
it did not come up till almoft 40. and for the firlt it was more 
likely to give Debauchery than Piety. But the true DireCion 
1 do believe was the profpedt he had of fome fat Church Prefer- 
ment. 

“Anno 1612. hz entered into Holy Orders (as they call it) 5 and 
this Devotion, faith Morine , was raifed by the Sun, directed to 
the Trine of Jupiter, but yet he adds, abfit ut a Deo fupernatwralens- 


motionems denegemus. 
Anno 1614. he was made a Prieft 5 befides the continuation 


of the other Direétion, he fays Mercury was dire@ted to the An- 


tifcion of the part of Fortune. Pray what is that to the pure 
pole > 
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pote? On that Diretion he might as well have fet up a Fudling- 


Schoolg as the Trade he did. 

‘Anno 1616, he turned Fefuit 5 he had now Mars directed to 
Venus Lady of the Tenth. Do you think this is nota hopcful 
Dire@ion to be offered on fuch an occafion ? 

Anno 1629. he was chofen General of the Order in France 5 
he had then the Midheaven directed to the Sextile of Fwpiter, 
and the Alcendent to the Body of Mercury. As to the tirft, 1 look 
on that as no Direction in the Zodiack 3 and for the latt I cannot 
{ee why he thould lay fo much ttrefs upon it. You fee he doth 
not take one word of notice of the Midheaven to the Bady of 
Venus, nor toe cff.@& of it; Lam of opinion, he hath made a 
miliaxe in his Corre@tion , and taken one thing inftead of anv- 
ther, for the Midheaven to the Body of Venus , in Sextile to 
Mercury and Jupiter , isa moft glorious Direction, and mutt pive 
Eminence Preferment toa man of his Trade. Burt perhaps this 
Esror will more aptly appear in the following Paragraph. 

Anny 1641. Fanuary 6 Aged 52 Years and a Month , he 
died of a Feaver., which took him the 30 of Dec mber before ; 
for this Morinus fays, he had the S#u Lord of the Eyguth in the 
Afcendent idenqs Aphete fimnlg, Anercie , to the Square of the 
Moon, Lady of the Eighth, and he fays he predicted the day 
of his death. Firft, you ray obferve he lays a firels on the Sun 
Hileg in the Afcendent 5 and becaufe there are fome degrees of 
Leoin the Eighth, he calls him Apbeta and Anareta, by which 
he confounds the name of the one by the power of the other 5 
and to be fure of a killing-caufef, he appoints both Sun and 
Mom Governors of the ighth, on which Houfe he mightily 
depends in all Cafes and Directions of death. Bur the mott 
principal thing to be obferved here, is, that he lets him outlive 
the Sun to the Square of Saturn, and kills him with the Square 
of the Moon; asif Satarn hed not power fufficient to do nis bu- 
finefs , or elfe cut of Comelaifance he would not , which { co 
not often find him guilly of. If Murinus lodgcth this Myfiery of 
killing in the Moon, becaule fhe is Lady of the Bighth, he takes 
away all the Philofophick Principles at once, and makes the 
Art wholly Cabaliftical, and tacitly tells his Pupils they muft 
in the firft place believe the power of the Houles, without ask- 
ing why or wherefore ; which no ingenious Man can allow.

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For the Planets do not kill becaufe they are Lords of the Fourth, 
Sixth, or Eighth Houfes, as he would here infinuate ; but by 
the Intemperance of their Natures 5 and you fee that Mankind 
generally dye by the Excefs either of Heat or Cold, and this 
can by no means proceed from the Houles, which are but imagi- 
nary {paces (except the four Angles ), but from Bodies; and. 
fuch Bodies too that conlift of that Temperature and Quality 
that they hurt by, as all men will own, chat have either had or 
‘obferved the Sun, or Alcendent to the Bodies of Saturn and. 
Mars 5 the one certainly by hisown Nature gives hot, and the 
other cold Difeafes, 

But if all that Morinus pretends to, were allowed; yet that 
doth not take away Saturn’s power to kills and (if this is Con- 
dren’s true Nativity ) | can by no means fee any reafon why he 
fhould think the Square of Saturn was not as likely to kill, as 
that of the Moon, and alfo as likcly to be believed ; and if you 
do but obferve Saturn, you'll find he is as wicked as poilibly he 
can be: For he isin the Sixth, Cadcne, out of all Dignities but 
a Term, Retrograde, among the Pleiades, and in oppofition to 
the Moun in Scorpio s and if all thefe added to his own ill Nature 
will not make him able co kill this High-Prieft , if the Swn is 
Hileg, then [have no more to fay tohim. But I am certain 
the Sun is not Hileg, and by Confequence the Figure not true 
that he hath printed, and my reafon for it is-this: About 
40, ora little before, the Sun paffed 4 fuch Dire@ions, that no- 
thing buta miracle could fave him, and they were the Zodiacal 
parallels of the Moon and Saturn, and the Mundane Squares of the 
Moon and Saturn 3 and therefore | rett fatistied that this Nativity 
is falfe , and leave it to others to believe as they pleafe, and I 
think convenient. Lo 

Perhaps it may be expected by fome, that I fhould give a 
Correct Scheme according to my Opinion ; but that I fhall de- 
cline for Two Reafons, Firft, he hath not given the Eftimate 
time, And Secondly, I fhall make fuch a great alteration in 
the time from his Figure by doing of it, that it will be of no 
fervice when done ; becaufe it will be (at beft) but dubious, 
and no man can rely on it either for Example or Judgment : 
And therefore I will leave it as it is 3 perhaps it may tall into the 
hands of fome that are more able to Corre@t it than | am, which

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Lheartily with. But one thing | do obferve on this Nativity, 
vee. That Mcrinus hath given us this Nativity in his Bock of Re- 
volutions ; and it is not fo much to fhew the Proof, Coherence, 
and Truth of the Nativity ir {clf; as the admirable agrecment 
bet ween the Revolutions and the Accidents of this Native in thole 
Years they are fet for, cf which he hath teken notice of hali 
a dozen s and fo I have done with his Nativities, and their 
Examnaftion. ,

Some Obfervations on the Theery and Prattice of 
Morinus i A ftrology. 


-T isboth plain and certain, that Afrinas had been at nis ze 
pins ultra, in point of Dircétions, to fuit ro the time and 
accidents in Nativicies, and that put him upon fioding Gut tome 
way that might heip him out in thofe difficult Cafes 3 and to this 
purpofe we find his great Project Jaid down and dcmonitrated 
in his Sixtcenth Book, and that is, To direét to the Alpects of 
the Planets with Latitude; where -he hath wittily taken a great 
deal cf pains, and very ingenioufly both difecurfed and proved 
what he there aims at; and that is, that the Afpests of the Pla- 
nets fall in their Circle of Latitude, which cannot be denied 
becaule itis a vifible truth, proved by the Diurnal Motion : 
And yet when all that is done, according, as he hath managed 
the mattcr in pradtice, it is not worth a farthing ; for thouzh 
the thing he contends for is truc in it fclf, yet he makes a 
wrong ule of it; and the way he ulcth it, is no more to the 
purpote than the former which he Condemns , and full as wide 
from truth as that is 5 the reafon of this will appear , if you 
will contider carefully, and examine the thing. 

That though the Afpects are made in that Circle they move 
in, yet that doth concern the other lancts, being directed no- 
thing at all 5 for every Star that is directed to a Promittor, 
whether Body or Afpcét , mects them in his or her own way 3 
{o the Sun mects all Bodies and Afpects in the Zodiacksand if any 


of thofe Bodies cr Aipects have Latitude from the Ecliptick, he

cannot be direéted to them in the Zodiack , but in A4und», to 
{peak like an Artift , becaufe -he always moves in that Circle, 
and never out of its and therefore when Morinus talks of di- 
recting, Fupiter to the Square of the Mun ( asin the French King’s 
Geniture) he there imagines a motion that is not in Nature, but - 
only in Conceit 5 for he makes the Square of the Mbento have four 
Deprees and a half Sout, almott ;and Fapiter he hath one Degrce 
North, and mult meet that Square in his own way that he 
moves in, not with four Sexi, but onc North ; but if there is any 
{uch Direction in Nature, as that with 4. Degrecs of Latitude, 
it is not to be wrought in the Zodiack, but ia Mundo, and in- 


‘deed no other way will do it. 


But when he talks of directing the Afcendent to the Afpects 
with Latitude, he quite forgot himfelfs as in the Queen of Po- 
land’s Cale, where he dire@ts the Afcendent to the Square of 
the Mon, with 4 Degrees odd Minutes ot Noreb Latitude, when 
the Angles (to fay truth ) meets no Rays with Latitude, but 
Bodies and Oppolitions , all the re(t of their Beams are meafured 
by the diftance of that Body from the Angles, and not tn the 
Zodiack , as fome fondly conccit , and therefore this is not to 
be relied on in point of Truth ; but all that l thall fay of that, 
is, it was a Neat Projet and Conception, and well managed, 
but no fervice to the Student. And upon this Project is that 
of Correcting, the Afpects formed, page 550 which I fhall pafs 
by as a thing of lictle or no wie, except to increafe toil and trou- 
ble to the Young, Beginners. 

But to fay the truth of Morinus, he hath in this Sixteenth 
Book outdone all that went before in Antifeions 3 for he hath 
there taught the true way of taking them, which is with Lati- 
iothing, elfe but parallel diftances from 
the Tropicks and the Equator; and whoever takes them that 
way, and knows how to ufe them when he hath gotten them, 
will not lofe his labour : And though they have been of late 
Condemned as ufelefs by thofe that did not underitand them 5 


yet | can affure you they will gratify your pains in your enquiry 
after truth. 

In the Seventeenth Book he hath difcourfed largely and well 

: Nay, he hath talked himlelt into a be- 

hich overthrows and defiroys ail his Phi-

concerning, the Houfes 
tief of their power, ¥ 
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lofophick Dotrines befides 3 for whatfocver he hath Aoridly 


talkt in his Cabala concerning the Houfes , is no demonttrative 
proof, that they have power and virtue to over-balance the 
Stars in their operations. For Example, Jupiter is the grcat 
Balfamick Star, and the only Ri borative among them all ; ‘tis 
he thar cures the Wounded, d:ffulves the Chains snd Charms 
of Chronick Difeafcs, deftroys the Febrile Ferments, and brings 
back poor Mortals oftentimes from the jaws of Death. Nay ! 
it is not in his nature to hure, no otherwile than Wine and 


Pleafures do by Excefs ; and yct for all this, if Mbrine’s Do- . 


étrine hold good, when Jupiter happens to be in the Eighth, or 
Lord of it, he is to kill, cut, murder, and defiroy all he can 
mect with ; but as foon as ever he is out of that. plaguy Houfe, 
or his Houfes gone from it, why then Jupiter is a very Civil 
Gentleman and your-Humble Servant again. By the power of 
this Houle Fupiter kill’d Richeliew: By the Magick ard Mytiery 
of this Houle Mars and Saturn kill’d the King of Sweden , Cosnt 
Waltein and the Duke of Montmorancy, if you will believe this 
Learned Author. By the power of this Houfe, the Muon kill’d 
Charles Condren 3 and yet by the powcr of this Houle , Fupiter, 
though Lord of it, could not kill Morinns himfelf. By the power 
of the Seventh Houfe, Mercury and Fup'ter, being directed to 
Mars Lord of it, gave the Queen of Poland a fecond Mar- 
riage: By the power of the Ninth, Jupiter being in it, and di- 
reted to the Body of Mars, gave Charles Condren a refolution 
to lead a Religious Life. By the power of the firft Houfe (in 
de Bonne’s Nativity) the Moon inthe Tenth being Lady of the 
firft, was prinie Apbeta,when the Sun was jult within the Eleventh, 
and without queflion Hileg. Thus he endeavours to make the 
Heules give the Circumttances and Qualifications to all DireGie 
ons, which | can by 10 means comply with, nor believe. For I 
dothink that all Dire@icns work according to their Radical C.on- 
hyurstions, confidered with the Birth, Education and Circum- 
fiances of the Native at that time, when they work and thew 


their Edfccts: And the Divifion of the Heavens he makes ufe of, - 


is that which is calléd the Rational , and fet on foot by Regio- 
_mantanus. Concerning which I have difccurfed at large in the 
Fisit part, and therefore hall fay no more of that hire. 


This | 
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This Learned Author hath brought in two Afpects, which F 


cannot call new, becaufe they have been obferved before in the ~ 


Writings of other men; but onc of them is new as to its name, 
and that is the Dodecfile, which is in plain Exglify a Semifextile, 
confilting of 30 degrees; itis a Ray that I have acver uled, 
and therefore can fay nothing in its Commendation, but leave it 
to thofe that love Novelties more than Truth. The other is the 
Guincunx, which he fays is Five Twelfths of the Circle, and 
then it matt confift of 150 degrees; but for thefe Afpedcts I ne- 
ver did work any of them in the Zodiack , and therefore I can 
fay little either in their praife or difpraife. This Quncarx is the fame 
thing in meafure almoft with that fome call a Bi ;/atle, and they 
may be wrought either in Adséndo or Zodiac, if you will teke 
the pains. This Learned Author hath alfo given us Tables to 
ZEquate the Latitude of all the Afpects in Dirc¢tion, as if we 
had not Projeéts enough already to tire our pains and patience 
without any profit or advantage tothe wok. Juligfo I have 
feen the Cufps of the Houfes wrought to Minutes and Seconds 5 
and after all this pains they have erred 6 or 7 degrees in the 
Cufp it felf. Yet Ido not deny but the thing admits of fucha 
repulationin nature, that Morénus mentions 5 but I fay it is wholly, 
ufele(s in Dirc€tions, and that he is miltaken in the motion; for 
the true motion admits of. no fuch thing. And belides, we 
{tumble at a Straw, and leap over a‘ Molchil! : | with I could find 
the man that could follow Nature’s ftcps without that Regulating 
Equation, and I will pafs my word for it, his work will be ex- 
act. And now, after all, when he hath talked over the mattes 
in a handfom witty Style, and faid all that bis curictlity and in- 
genuity could think of, in relation to Afpedts and their Circum- 
cumftances in all cafes; he has forgot the main point that would 
recommend him and his Labours to fome great and mighty Ar- 
rifts Cif you will believe their own words) inthis age; and that 
is the Hiliccentrickh Afpecis; and if he had done that, it might 
have faved him the trouble of his new-fangl’d Tables of Latitude. 
to multiply Dire@ions ,; that is, jump oucof one world into an- 
other to fulve the Phanomens. 

Concerning, Directions, he fays very well and truly 7 Mate- 
riams aggredimur totins’ Aftrologie precipuam, fed mebercle difficilimam,, 


Caligine obdntiam & fpinis horvidara, Kc. But when he fays Pto- 
jomy. 
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lomy did content himfelf wath the explaining two ways of Di- 
rection only, Secundum & contra fusceffionem fignorums as if 
there were more ways requilite in this Science; nay, as if 
there was a peliibility cf more, which indeed there is not, nor 
can be;for Nature it {elf hath provided but two Motions. Orbicslar 
and Rap?, and all the reft that they talk of are nothing clfe but 
witty inventions to puzzle the Caufe. When Ptolomy did lay 
down and propound thefe two ways of Direction, he well knew 
there could beno more; but how they would bring the Promittor 
co pats by the Siyniticator,he lett in part Co every man’s inzenuity, 
faiopoling they would endeavour to follow Nature exaCty in the

eeee Seventeenth Book, fia. 1. cap. 3. he tells us, Thereare 
Twenty Signiftcators, 7 & the Culps of the Tweive Heufes, the 
Seven Planets, and Part of Fortésne 3 healfo there determines the 
(Cufps cf the Twelve Houfes to be directed for the Advantage or 
injury of tole chings or perfons fignited by that Houfe er Houfes 5 
he alfo allows the Scven Plancts to be dircGted ; Firlt,For things 
tigniticd by themfelves + Secondly, For things and perlons fig- 
nitied by them, as Lords of the Houfes: Thirdly, For things 
and perfons figniticd by them, being in the Houfes where they 
are found. So that you need not beat a lofs for a Direction to 
amp in with cvery accident, if you take thisway. As to thefe 
various ways and intentions of direéting the Seven Planets, I 
will leave it to be cenfured by better authority than my owns; 
bat Ido think that there may be fomething faid for directing the 
Lords of the Firftand Tenth 5 yct I mult fay, Look on them 
to be but weak Diredtions, the Sun and Msn excepted : So like- 
wife for directing Planets found in thofe Houfes, which I efteem 
reeaker Directions than the former , © & » excepted, as before. 
For my part, I make but little uf2 of them; but thefe ways 
and methods were the Pillars on which this Learned Gentleman 
built the greatelt and moft curious part of his Doétrine , I will 
leave them as I found them, and let every man work as he pleafeth. 
In the following Chapter he difcourfceth of the Promittors 5 
and tells us they are in number 92, that is, 77 Afpects, 14 An- 
tifcions, and the part of Fortune. To make it clear to you, it is 
thus; Firlt, he concludes every Planet always makes Eleven 
Afpeéts , Five Dexter, Five Sinifter, and the Oppolition , 
which 
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which with @ makes up 92. but I find he throws away the 
terms as ulelefs, and indeed there is no great matter in them by 


 Dircétion, as E could ever find 5 but I think he is cut of the way 


when he {uys, Cardan, Fuactine, and others after Prolomy, weuld 
predict a violent death on the A(cendent to the Terms ot Saturn 
or Murs: For Ptolomy doth not advile any (uch thing ; all he fays 
on that matter,isin the 14th Chapter of the Third Book « where 
be dircéts us to confider at the time of a dangereus Direction to 
the Apia, whether the Hiley is in the Terms of a Benetick or 
a Malctick, and fo judge as we fhall tind occalion 5 and if he 
{ays any thing elfe ot that mattcr, I have not fen it, to the bet 
of my Memory. / 

He gives a mighty Commendation to that way cf Pralomy’s, 
in direéting, per Tempora Horarit 5 but withal complsi:s that it 


was never perfectly underftood by avy that came after him 5 


which I do not believe. He commends Nuaibed’s Method of 
DireCtion laid down by him in his Comment on Prelomy: A Boos 
not yet prinred , but handed from one to another in Manulcript 
only 3 and whether he had {cen it or not, te doth not tell us, 
but fees to relate it from Maginus, in his Book, De Legitimas 
Aftrologia in Medicina Ufu, in which he hath Tran{cribed divers 
Chapters out of that Comment. But Morinws doth in his pra- 
Gtice only make ufe of the Method laid dawn and taught by 
Regiomintanus , as YOU May obferve in all his Operations of that 
nature throughout his whole Book 3 only in fome Cafes he bath 
endeavourcd to mend it, as particularly in his dirceGing 
with Latitude, which is really his own, aud he oweth it to ne 
man. 

But when he comes to talk of Gonverfe DireCtions, in the 
Seventh Chapter of the 224. Bock, page 54.0, he gives us fuck 
a confuled notion of it, that is not intelligible in it lf, nor bath 
it any ground in nature; for ke fays, Diredliones contra fignariin 
nce: ffiinem pro Planets retrogradis © @ azzntesr. Now if you wil 
contider the Cafe truly, a Retrograde Planet labours under no 
dificulty that can poflioly alter the Cirermftance of its Dire- 
ion, or the Method of it; and this will be plain, if you do but 
confider the Motion by which Direction is made, which is not 
the Diurnal Motion in the Zodiack, as fome fondly conceit,but the 
Fapt Motion 3 and that the point any Significator is direGted to,

is gone from that place 70 degrees in Six hours, and fometimes 
Jets 3 and thereforeitis the Stamp orl srtus prorogatcria & promiffo- 
ris, that remains both in Z diuco and Mundo 5 and how he will 
form an intelligible Notion to be belicved, that tiis prorogatory 
virtue or power can be liable or fubject to any Retrogradation, 
er any other motion whatfoever like it, that can alter the pro- 
ercifive motion in Direction, {cannot think ; for a Retrograde 
Planet mult be directed the very fame way that a direct one is 5 
and the reafon is the fame for the one as for the other 5 for it is 
the very point the Star is in at the time of Birth, which we are 
to relpect ; and therefore if he or you will conceit a neceflity 
for a different motion in dire&tion, becaufe the Star is Retrograde, 
I have by the fame Rule and Arguments juft caufe to alledge a 
necellity for a different way in Direction , becaufe che Planet is 
direct in motion ; for if the Retrograde Planet falls back , the 
Direct Planet goes forward fromthe point at birch ; and what 
have J to do with cither of them, fecing it is that very point 
they were in at birth, that I aim at and dire to ; and I believe 
there is no man that underftands Direétional motion that will 
pretend to Controvert this point, unlefs it is to thew the Excel- 


“lence of his parts in Cavilling at a pofitivetruth. But when he 


talks of the @ to be directed Converfe, I am afham’d of it, to 
find fo great’a Philofopher inlilt on fo ridiculous a Solcecifm, 
nay, a perfec impoillibility ; for among all the Authors that ever: 
I have read, there are none that will pretend to this foolery, but 
thofe who know nothing of the matter: And I am certain any 
man will be my Convert that will but confider the Thing and 
it’s Motion. But I confefs 1 do not wonder at this Do@rine in 
Morinus, who doth alfo direct the Angles Converfe , and this by 
the {ame Rule with the former, and upon the fame ground, but 
both falfe. But to the point ; nothing can be directed Converfe, 
but what is capable of the rapt motion, which the Part of For- 
tune is not; for the Pare of Fortune paffeth through all the 
Signs in the Zodiack in 24 Hours by the rapt Motion, whi-h it 
could not do if it were poifible to be directed Converfe. For 
Example ; Let us fuppofe the Part of Fostune to be in the 
Tenth, in Conjunétion with the S#n, Moon, Venus, and Mercury, 
all which four are capable of the Rapt Motion, and are to be 
directed Converfe by the fame Rule, for they are carried away 


to 
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to the Culp of the feventh , and fo to the Fourth and Afcendent, 
exc. But the Part of Fortune doth not go with them, but fiays 
in the Tenth, or thereabouts, till the next day about Noon, and 
then it is in Conjun@ion with them again , but meets them 
fooner than it did the day before , being got nearer to the AG 
cendent by one day’s motion of the Moon, than.it was. Now you 
inay for all this , dire& it Converfe if you pleafc, and affign fome 
effect to it too; but it will look fo like no Direction at all, and 
your pains fo ill rewarded with empty expectation, that per- 
haps you will fave that labour the next time. I think this is 
(uficient to convince any one in this matter , that is not too 
proud to be intorm’d : And for thofe that are too ffately to be 
taught , and bid adieu to Truth, if there were ten times-fo 
much more (aid, it would be in vain. 

The next Hetcrodox point he falls upon, is dirccting the Hoz- 
fes one to another, and what is the Confequence of ,it, the Angles 
Converfe ; for by the fame Rule you can do the one,{ mutt allow the 
other, But to be plain with you, I deny both, and do-fay they 
are only imaginary and groundleis, and there is nothing to be 
faid for them, but opinion: And to fhew you the true way of 
doing it, you muft have recourfe to the Nativitics of Waljtein 
and Lewis the 14th, in the firft of which he directs the Sua in the 
Seventh to the Midheaven, which is in plain terms nothing elfe 
but the Midheaven Converfe to the body of the Sun. In the Se- 
cond: he directs the Alcendent Converfe to the Squire of the 
Moon, both which, I fay, are no Directions, nor have they any 
effet. Burt becaule I have {poke of thefe things largely before, 
I fha!l omit to fay more of them in this place. 

In the 22d Book there are many things more that relate to 
DireGtions, that I might have recited in their order ; which be- 
caufe 1 do not intend a Comment, nora particular Tranfcripti- 
on of all, [have omitted. But there is one thing more that I 
think feems a little (range to be laid down with fo much Au- 
thority as he feems to do it with 5 and that is ¢ in page 587) 
to extract the Nativities of the Parents, Brethren, Wife, Children, 
Servasts, Friends and Enemies, from that of the Native’s, becaufe 
they ftand related to-him by the denomination ef feveral Houfes 
in the Figure , in which matter I confefs he ta'ks well and learn- 
edly ; But for the ufe and truth of. thofe Nativitics when gotten,

Nativity, to g:in the Revolution: And when that is done, how 
much are we the Exaéter, than what Argel did by a Table before 
him ? and what did Argol do more than Leovstites had done a hun- 
dred years before him? For fo long fince he made the difference to 
be 5 hours 4g minutes between each Revolution: And it is the 
fame {till, as appears by them all one after another 5 and to fay 
the truth, I fee nothing, of Excellence done of late, but what 
tends to puzzle the C:utle,and increafe labour and toil ;and when 
all this ig attain’d and done,thcy only load the Art with abundance 
of foolerizs cf noule, of which this of Revolutions is one: Ido 
not fay the obfervirg the Revoluricns every year is a foolcry 3 
but I fay the way of managing and handling them as now ufced 
and taught,.is a meer toy, and good for nothing but trouble 5 
And that there is nothing in the Revolution but Tranfits and 
Returns, that are remarkable and worch obferving. 2

the Modern Writers , | know rone that go Eeyond Morinus in 
depending 
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depending on the Figure of a Revolution fo taken, as before 
mentioned ; as you may fee from page 598. to 671. In which 
Book, if the Doétrine is true, there is enough to make any man 
Maiter of the whole Method and Matter : Nay, he hath been fo 
nice (not to fay any worfe of it) page 644. to queltion whe- 
ther we ought not to divide the Revolution of a Nativity into 
4 Quarters, as we do thit of the Year for Mundie Affairs: 
And becaule he would be ex.ct, he alfo confiders the Revolutiy 
ons of the Moon, gives Rules fer judging, and tells you what 
figniticant Effects they had in his own Nativity. A man would 
have thought one of his Learning and Parts might have been 
better employ’d, than to write fo largely of fuch ufelefs things, 
or if you pleafe of things of {uch little ufe as what you have 
heard. 

The greateft and the bett Authority we have, doth only advife 
us to conlider Revolutions, to fee what Trantits and lngreffes 
there are 3 and how the Radical Prorogators ave affected by th 
good , or affliated by the bad Stars, asin thefe words, Ajjiitis 
onim Locis , Cr is Annorum cxitn Stellis Inficientibus precipus loca, 
mortem certam. Perhaps there may be many reid thefe words, that 
may not underftand them, though good Proficients in Grammars, 
and the Latin Tongue ; but that is not my fault. It hath been 
the Knavery or Fodlery of Profeffors in all Sciences to load each 
art with abundance of ufclefs things, to make themfclves feem 
the more learned in their Profeffion, Thus you may obferve, 
that Crofins cells us, there were originally but four Difeafes ; and 
yet a Phytician, a few years fince, told us.in piint, that chere were 
600 Ditzafcs belonging to the Eves: So extravagantly nusmerous 
they have multiplied our Mifchiets. 

What reafon have we to believe, that the Degree Afcending 
(and by Coufequence all the other Houles) have any virtue of 
force in them to influence that years Affairs the Revolution is tet 
for? And what is more abfurd and foslih? Why {ould we cheat 
out {elves to think that the Dircctions-to the Midheaven, Afcendent, 
Sun and Mion ina Revolution, have anv more force and power 
in them, than if you (ct a figure at Random every quiurter of 
that year? 

Let two men but manage a Nativity, andthe one take the 
Sw Calculated from Street, and another fiom Wiig, in fome

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parts of the year they will differ 5 minutes in motion, which 
is no lefs than two hours in times and when thefe two men 
come to fet the Revolutional Figures, whata fine cenfufion thall 
we have! no lefs thantwo hours in times and, do you think 
that will not give a great altcration in the Afcendent and Mid- 
heaven ? Then how do youthink the Directions of the Five Hi- 
legisck Points will agree inchefe two men’s operations.and what 
a Fargon herc will be ?

What Reafon have we to believe, That the San’s Return gives 
usa title co any Afcendent or Midheaven but that of the Radix? 
Perhaps you, will fay, Y-# bave found by Fopertence a great deal 
of truth in. them, by correfponding to the Fate and Fertune of the 
Year. Why, yes, that may be; and yet when that is allowed, 
there is nothing in it: And[ am certain, you will find as much 
to fay toa Figure fet to this intlant, for the Fate of the prefent 
' Year, asto the moft exadt Revolutional Figure you ever fet in 
your days, Tranfits and Ingrcffescxcepted : And any man may 
fee this is true by the great noife AG@rinus makes with his Lunar 
Revolutions. There is no Figure you can fet at any time, but 
you may fancy it to be a Revoluticn.|, and its Direétions end 
Pcfisions fhall do fuil as well as your ea Revolution fhall, 
thofe things beforementioned excepted ; for among all thofe Di- 
rections, you pretend to in a Revolution, there is not one of 
them hath any effect, but asa good or bad Tranfit or Return 
happens at the fame time you fay your Dire@ion commenceth.; 
and it is that gives the Effect, and not the DireGion you imagine :

For let the Revolution be good or 
bad, if itis a mortal Direétion, he certainly dies ; but if there is 
no DireGtion, } am {ure and certain a Revolution, how bad foe. 
ver, cannot kill. But you hear what he fays, though I muft 
-confefs I think it no more but a Freich flourifh. As to both the 
Nutivities of Richeliw and Tronfon, the Directions brought to 
prove their Deaths are fo idle and frivolous, that 1 can by no 
means allow them, and thercfore they mult dye on the Influx of 
the Revolutions ; which you may believe if vou pleafe, for I do 
not. He tellsus, pag. 628. That by the prefence of three Pla- 
nets in the Third Houle of a Revolution (which Houfe, he fays, 
hath fignification of Religion) they gave Chirles Condren @ 
refelution to lead a Religivar life, and yet pag. 650. he fays, It was 
fromthe M.C. to the # ©, aud Jupiter dirccted to the Body of 
Mars, that gave him that Refo'ution. {f cannot underfland this 
man’s method and doétrine ; | would fain have him tell me, in 
plain words, Whether he lays the ftrefs of the bulinefs on the 
Pievolution,or on the DireGtion,and which he makes fubordinates 
for there can be but one principal caufe in this and moft other cafes, 
If you pleafe to look into p2ge”632. you will fee what he fays 
on the Revolution of this man’s Death; and when you have 
read them over, I really think you-cannot chufe but {mile at 
them, to fee what a crowd of Stuff he doth enumsrate, as caufes 
of his Death, but it was when he was in his Grave 3 and you 
may be certain he paffed many fuch Revolutions, and perhaps 
worfe too, in his Life-time, that did not kill: But } will leave ie 
tothe Judgment of others, and fatistie my felf with thefe Re- 
marks on his Doétrine and Principles, and fum up this Parapraph, 
and this Second past alfo, with my Opinion of Revolutions, and 
what ought to be done therein.

- NDREW ARGOLL wasa man of that Learn- 
ing, Parts, and Reputation for both, that itoughr ra- 
4 ther to command my Silence and Submithon to his - 
& JA Dodtrine and Principles, than difpuce either of them. 
I nced not tell the Learned part of Mankind of the Learning and 
Merit of this Great Man, fo famous throughout all E:rope, be- - 
caufe his Learned and Laborious Volumes do it better, and fpeak 
it louder than my Pen is able todo: Nay, that ufeful and mof 
excellent Book, called, The Prim: Mobile, will appear in his 
defence againtt all che Detractors in che world, and will {peak his 
Abilities, as well as his Meri¢, when either of them are quettioned 
by thofe that {peak well of no body, nor act well themflves, 
And whoever he is that endeavours to rob him of hisHonour, os 
tales - 
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take away from his memory that which was his right and due 
when living , ought to be branded with an eternal infamy, and 
while living to be denied the Benctit of Converfation, and aftet 
his Death to have his name razed out of the memory of man. 
This Learned mairwas (as to his Quality a Knight of the Or- 
der cf St. Ark, in the Republick of Venice, which, as Heylin fays, is 
beltowed generally on thole of Noble Blood, but at the Jealt on 
Gentlemen, and {uch too as arc menof merit 3 which this great 
man was without gueftion. For befides this Honour, he was 
Mathematical Profiffor Inthe Univerfity of Padua 3 which, be- 
fides his Skill in Numbers, befpcaks him a man qualiicd with 
Univerfal Learning 5; and indeed he hath given us ground encugh 
to believe it, by what he hath printed, and to guels atic further 
by thofe things he hath written and not printed: As his Com- 


ment on the Quadripartite of Prolomy ; his Problems of Euclid, 


divers ways demonitrated , with divers other yet remzining in 
Manulcript only. And to fum up all, he was a man that fpent 
his time in thofe Studies that were likely to oblige mankind in 
the future Ages of the world, and veritied that Saying of Pla- 
to, Non nobis nati famus folkm, He wasa man that may jullly be 
reckoned among the Philofophers of the lattage, and one whofe 
Acquirements | dare not pretend to reach to: Nay! the more 
Tread Argoll, the more 1 find the want of Learning in my 
felf. 

Thefe things being premifid and confidered, perhaps fome 
may deem it a picce of prefumption in me, that confefs my felf 
fo far (hort of his Abilities, to examin or queftion the Truth of 
what he hath writ on any Subject. The Anfwer is ready to fuch 
an Objector ; And therefore thoughI do allow him to be a great 
Philofopher and Mathematician, yet it doth not follow that all he 
wrote is without Faults, or that he is got to a degree of Perfe- 
ction, which isa thing { think not to be arrived at in this Life 5 
every man is Malter of fomething that his fancy leads him to in 
particular, and perhaps in that one thing he may be excellent; 
though perhaps he may underttand divers things and Faculties be- 
fide, yet in all of them he may not arrive to an cqual prohciency 
and Skill, So in this of Altrology, I fuppofe Argoll did not 
make that his bufinefs, as he did fome other Studies ; and there- 
fore it is probable he might not be fo great an Artitt in that, as he 

; was 
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was in fome other parts of Learning. And perhaps I my felf 
that have made this (by my natural inclination ) my conftant 
Study, ray be arrived to fome Abilities and Rules by a con- 
tinued and long experience, that this Great Man, among his 
greater Qualitications, might not be matter of. 

My Regucit therefore to all Readers of this Treatife is, That 
they would make a good conftruction of my Endeavours, and 
believe that | have not undertaken this work out of any peevifh 
defign, or capricious humor, againf\ the man, but to do fomething 
for the future age, and difcovery of Truth. And I do affure you, 
Twill carry on the work with as much tendernefs to his name 
and memory as peffidle the occafion and matter will bear, And 
Tam forry there is an occafion for my uting Argoll’s name after 
this manner and way; but i¢ can be no affront to his memory, if 
I make it appear that he was in the wrong, and that the next 
age, as wellas Truth, may receive advantage by fodoing. And 
todo Argull all the juttice L can, T will print his Animadverfion in 
his De Diebus Criticis, pag. 143. to fhew you that he did noterr 
for want of Reading, as fome, and indeed too many of our Pre- 
tenders do now-a-days; but you will fee he was well acquaint- 
ed with all the ways and methods that have been, and are 
ufed, and at laft (poor man) pitched upon the worft and moft 
groundlefs of all.

Twelfth, for then he is allow’d 
to be giver of Life; but if he 
fhould be in the Eighth or 
Twelfth, fee if the Moon be in 
an Aphetical place; if fo, the 
Moon is to be accepted.

There is another Se& or O- 
pinion agrees with Ptolemy in 
many things, but differs from 
him in fome, and yet fay they 
kcep clofe to Odfervations and 
Rules. As to Life, they ap- 
point the fame with Prolempz , 
except the Lords of thofe Pla- 
ces, but they chiefly allow the 
Afcendent. The Luminaries, 
wherefoever placed, as well 
under the Earth as above it, 
when they meet the Malefick 
Rays, may give Sicknefs or 
Death, according to thcir Go« 
vernment and Power over the 
vital and natural Faculties, of 
which Life confifteth. 

They appoint the Anareta’s 
the fame with Ptolemy, as the 
Bodies, Malefick Rays and An- 
tifcions of Saturn and Mars: 
With them the Body of the 
Moon, her Quadrate and Op- 
pofite Rays, and this more e- 
{pecially when the Afcendent is 
Hileg. The Mocn giver of 
Life, and directed to the Body 
or Maletick Rays of the Suny 
gives Death, and not only 
when the AZoon is Apheta, but 
any other point likewile, efpe-

anpoint the fourth Houfe fir 
Anareta, as it’ were the Pit of 
the Planets; likhewile the Caput 
c Cauda Dracons, but chicily 
the Cauda, the Lion’s Heart , 
the Bull’s Eye, the Scorpion’s 
Heart, Hercules, the South 
Rallance , and other Maletick 
Fixed Stars, the Lord of the 
Eighth, the Terms of the Ma- 
leficks, alfo Eclipfes and Co- 
mets being in the place of the 
Apheta. 

They teach alfo, that the A- 
pheta to his own Square cer- 
tainly kills, and that this is the 
utmoft term of humane Life, 
which Nicepfus and Pithofjris 
haveconfuledly taught, afhrm- 
ing, That no man can live be- 
yond a Trimorion, that is threc 
Signs, a Tetragonick Rays 
which fhould excecd 75 de- 
grees, for otherwife it is buta 
Sextile. Hence in the Domi- 
nions of Italy, it is poifible for 
a Native to live 120 years, the 
giver of Life being in the be- 
ginning of Leo in the Afcen- 
dent ; there being fo many de- 
grees in diftance to the bepin-

This Author tells us, He was made Auditor of the Apoftolick 


Chamber, in Civil Caufes, 1549. 
That he was by his Prince commanded to go to the Council of 


Trent, inthe year 1562. 
; That 
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Tiat he was made Cardinal May the 12. 1565. on the Mid- 
heaven to the Sextile of Fupiter. 

Tiat at the death of Piss the V" he was made Pope , and 
pot the infallible Chair May the 13.1572. and this on the Di- 
reGtion of the Midheaven ad A @ in her Exaltation, 

That he dyed April the Tenth 1585. being firft taken on the 
sth. After he had faid Mufs, and retired to his Chamber, he 
was taken with a Deliquiem, that is, a {wooning Fic, which af- 
terward often returnd, and being at laft joined with a {mall 
Fever, kill’d him ; and this he fays was from the Afcendent 
Hileg to the Trine of Satzrn. 

As to the firft Direction he mentions of the Midheaven to the 
% & for his being made a Cardinal, I cannot difown it, if all 
the re{t williagree and correfpond with it. 

Nor can I deny the Midheaven to the Trine of Venur to bea Di- 
rection proper enough to be chofen Pope upon 3 nay, Lay it was 
as natural a Direction as could be. 

But when he tells us of the Afcendent to the Trine of Saturn 
for his death, that I can by no means allow; for they cannot 
(1 think ) pretend to make a Square of it, becaufe it is in Signs 
of long Afcenfion; and though itis in {uch Signs, fure they cannot 
pretend it is an Oppofition to make it malignant ; but why a 
Trine fhould kill, was never alledged before, as I ever heard,c(pe- 
cially he not being Lord of the Eighth, which is the Attrological 
Slaughter-Houfe : And befides , I do not Jook on Saturn to be 
likely to give fuch a Difeafe, which is moft common to the 
Moon or Mercury fingle, or affifting others ; but here the A of h 
alone is {aid to kill him with that Difeafe. 

I believe this Nativity may be near truth , becaufe I find 
all things agree fo naturally to every accident, as you will fee 
immediately, I fhall alter ic but about 8 minutes in time, 
which will be about two Degrees in the Midheaven, and not 
{o much in the Afcendent: And then J allow him to be made a 
Cardinal on the Moon dire&ted to the Sextile of Jupiter.

There are other Directions that have not wrought,as the Moor 
+o the Zodiacal parallel of Venws, and ¥ iv the Midheaven to the 
Mundane 2. % which came up late alfo. But the thing LT intend 
to thew is, Lhat to the fame time that he gives his birth within 
3 minutes, the Afcendent, who is without difpute Hiley, came 
tothe G 9 atthe time of death exactly 3 and that followed by 
two others that gave their aifittance, as you fee. And that which 
is more to be cbferved likewife in the Figure is this, That at 
the time he had his Myon and Midheaven directed to thofe great 
and glorious beams of Venus and Fupiter, he undertook that great 
Work to reform the Calendar , which took its Commence- 
ment in the Year 1582, or as fome fay in 1583. This was in- 
decd a great work, and will perpetuate his name for many Ages 
tocome. I believe he intended it better than it hath proved 5 
for fome fay it is as Erroneous as the Falian, and will fo appeas 
before it hath ftood half fo long as that haths for which you 
may read Michael Mejtlin his Examen Novi Pontificialis Gregoriant 
Kalendarij. 

The next Nativity he gives us, is-that of Pope Sixtys 
Quintus, which T had paffed by without any further notice 5 
but that I find another hath {wallowed the Error, and told us in 
his words, That this Prelate dyed on the Afcendent to the 
Square of Mars, and the Sun at the fame time in the Afcendent, 
and that is 7. G. in his Collection, page 73. which Doctrine I do 
politively deny and difown; for if the Sn be in the Afcendent,

‘The right Afcention of the Midheaven is 72 57, and they tell 
you that the Midheaven to the Trine of Jupiter gave him his 
Preferment 5 and the Afcendent to the Square of Saturn gave 
his Meath. But how they will manage the Stars to make it out, 
remains a myftery tome: For he was chofen Pope the 15th of 
September, fickned the 17th, and dyed the 28 of the fame Month 
1590. being then 69 Years of Age and almoft two Months. 
Now confider, the Midheaven to the Trine of Jupiter in Zodiaco 
is by Dire@ion Ark 63 8, and the Afcendent to the Square of 
Saturn is Ark 69 53. the difference is almoft 7 degrees 3 then how 
could thefe two come together ? and you fee the preferment and 
death feli out both ina Month ; and therefore there mult be 
{cme other caufe for both thefe Accidents, than what is here 
afferted in their own way 5 and to be further plain and open 
with you in the point, the Afcendent to the Square of Satarn 
true, came up 6 or 7 years before his death, and the Midheaven 
ad Trine Jupiter, along time after it.

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This is indeed a very g0od Pofition for Preferment ; for here 
we find Fupiter on the Afcendent , the Sua in it , in his Exalta- 
tion, the Afon ftrong in Trine to the Afcendent. Mars who hath 
dignitics in the Tenth, is inSextile to the Moon, and in Trine 
to the Midheaven : Venus is in her Exaltation, and in a Zodia- 
cal parallel with Jupiter. Sure this man could not want friends 
in his time, nor indeed did he ; for you fee he was made a Car- 
dinal early , and this by the Iaterceifion of the King of Spain ; 
and had Nature been fo kind to have prolong’d his days, he 
had certainly obtained the Infallible Chair, and becn called his 
Holinefs ; but we have but two Accidents to correct by, and 
they are thefe following. 

Aged 26 years and almoft 10 months , he was made Cardi- 
‘nal, and as Argol fays on the Midhcaven to the Square of the 
Sun, and the Part of Fortune to the Body of the Afvon. 


Aged 48 years, one month, and 14 days, Anna 1608, May 17. 


he dycd of a Fever and aCholerick Difcafe ; he had then, fays 
Argol, the Afcendcnt to the Buld's Eye. 
As 
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Asto the Firft of thefe Dire@tions, it feems fo improbable 
to (ait to the Accident of Preferment, that no body, I think, 
can jn teafon allow it. For if he had been under two or 
three good Directions at that time, the Midheaven to the Square 
of the Sun would have knockt it all dead, and have made it in- 
effectual ; for the Midheaven to the Square of the Sen, creates 
Foes not Friends ; and therefore I am of opinion fome other 
seafon mutt be given for that Preferment, than thofe laid down 
by our Author. 

As to his death, and the reafon given for it, T cannot ima- 
gine Argel himfelf thought it would be believed ; andI dare 
fay my Reader will be of my opinion , when he hears what 
have to fay in the cafe. The Horofcope meets the Bull's Eye 
in the rth degree of Gemini with Latitude ( and I hope he doth 
not intend it without 3 if he doth, the Error is the greater; for 
there is no fuch Direétion ) fo that he lets the Afcendent pafs 
by the body of Mars, Lord of the Eighth , near the Pleiades : 
After that, the body of Satzrn ina violent part of Heaven: And 


_a little after that,to the Square of Venws out of the Twelfth 5. 


and after thefe three Directions, he kills him with this filly 
foolifh thing not to be imagined by any Artilt that hath had ei- 
ther Reading or Experience 3 To pafs the bodies of both the 
Maleticks nearly in Conjunction, and let him dye on the Dire« 
Gion to a fixed Star that hath at leaft 5 degrees of Latitude. 
Can you imagine, Reader, that Mars or Saturn, or both toge- 
ther hid notas much power to kill as the Bull’s Eye? Or can you 
give me any reafon why Saturna or Mars fhould not kill? If you 
can, 1am fure you know much more of Aftrology than I am 
Mafier of , provided the reafon you give will hold in any other 
Nativity where the fame Directions, or either of them_happen. 
But that which makes the thing more improbable is, That the 
Sun is in the Afcendent and Giver of Life. And though I know 
that the Afcendent to the bodies of Mars and Saturn could not 
kill 5 yet the ftre(s of my Argument lieth in this, That if it 
was poflible or probable for the Bisil’s Eye to kill, Why fhould 
not the bodies of Sstarn and Murs do it more effectually be- 

fore? 
Thefe things confidered, are {ufficient to convince any doubi- 
inz, Reader that this is not a truc Nativity 5 mor can i judge 
what 
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what Scheme may bc, becaule it is not the faculty of thefe kind 
of Aftrologers to give us the Eliimate time, with the Corre, 
as they call it 5 but if the time fhould be near this, } think it is 
reafonable to conclude, ‘Phat the Sun to the Atwidan:z parallel 
of Murs, followed by the Mundane pirallel of Sutern, is 
a very {uitable Dirc€tion to give tuch an effect as is re- 
ported by our Author: For as I have before given it in po- 
fitive terms, That the Afcendent dirc4ted cannot kill; fo I 
am as potitive on the other hand, that in this Nativity the Sun 
malt be directed for death, its time and quality. 

But. pethaps, {ince | have asked why the Afcendent to the 
bodies of Saturn and Mars did not kill ; } may allo be asked, 
why the Sun to the bodies of Saturn and Mars did not kill, 
feeing, he paffed them both; I confefs it is a fair Quetiion, and 
ought both to be asked and anfwered. Firlt, The Nativity 
is vital, and thofe Dire@tions came up young 3 and when the 
Sun came to the body cf Murs, he came allo to the Sex. 
tile of the Moon followed with the Mundane Sextile of 
Venus; and when the body of Saturn came up, that could by 
no means kill, becaufe it was fucceeded by the Sextile of Jupiter, 
and Square of Venus, according to the Doctrine of Ptolemy. 


Argol tells us, Lewis XII. King of France was born the 27th 


of September, at half an hour paft 10 at Night, 1601. under 
the Pole 48. and he makes g of Cancer Afcend; itis the fame 
Figure that is printed in the Collet. Genitur by 3G: 

He fays, That by Saturn's being inthe Filth Houfe he was 
kept without Iffue for 20 years 3 but upon the Midheaven being 
dire@ted to the Trine of Venus, in 1637. the Prolifick Faculty 
was reltored, and in 1638. he had aSon, or atleaftwite his Wife 
had one. Now who would not believe Aftrology, that fees it fo 
fairly and fo fully verified , That after 20 years being fine Poten- 
tia Generandi , the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus fhould fet 
him in order, and ftir up that Faculty, which was either detici- 
ent from his Birth,or long debilitated by fome accident. This is a 
myftery that ought to be recorded in the memory of every Artift, 
if it be true: Indeed had there been no other man within Five 
hundred miles of her, 1 might have been wrought upon: But 
we, at this day, are better informed than to believe as Argol 


did: And belides, if this thould be ruc, it would make every 
Woman 


Defektio Geniturarum. 


Woman that hath a barren Husband, with to have this happy 
Trine of Venus come up often; nay, twice a year if poffible. 
The truth is, the Queen had Two Sons, but that the King or 
the Trine of Venus did get them, I do not believe one word 
of it. 

He tclls us alfo, That in 1639, and 1640. he had his Afcen- 
dent direéted to the Square of Saturn, which caufed a Detluxion 
of Humors, and a Debility and Decay of the natural Heat; and 
in the year 1643. upon the Afcendent directed to the Antifcion of 
Murs he dyed. Pray confider the whole matter together 5 Mars 
is in § degrces of Leo, and Saturn in almoft 9 of Scorpio: So that 
the Afcendent mutt come to the Body of Mars before the Square 
of Sa:urn, and yet neither of thefe Two had power to kill him, 
though Saturn was Lord of the Eighth Houfe. But when thefe 
Two were over, the Afcendent to the Antifcion of Murs killed 
him; which is indeed no Direction, for it is not polhible to di- 
ret the Angles to the Antifcions of any Planets with fuccefs, 
notwithftanding the cuftom of doing it often. But if we thould 
allow that Direction for his Death, as he gives, will any man 
believe that the Body of Mars had not as good an Authority to 
kill as his Antifcion had that came after it? I know what Anfwer 
they will make me in that cafe ; and that is, That the Body of 
Mars and Square ot Saturn gave him that Jingting diforder, of 
which he dyed afterward. If fo, Why dothey bring ina third 
to do it, if the two did it before? and in that of the Square of 
Saturn, by their own Rules, as Lord of the Eighth, he ought to 
do it himfelf without a partner. Compare this with the Nati- 
vity of Sebsjtian King of Portugal, where only a lingle Square 
did the work, and yet not Lord of the Eighth neither, and yet 
the Moon giver of Life. In the Nativity of Cardinal Piss, Afcend. 
ad Oh killed with the help of the Terms of ¢. In the Na- 
tivity of Feltrias Duke of Urbine, the Afcendent to the Trine of 
Saturn killed ; and in Catdinal Ludovifias the Afcendent to the 
Body of Saturn did it, with divers more | could give you out 
of this Author 5 and yet in this of Lewis, Mars and Saturn to- 
gether could not doit ; and now I leave it to you to judge of 
this kind of Doctrine.

fcion of the Sun for his Prefermcnt, it is very vainandidle. The 
truth of all is, if he was born near this time. he was made Car- 
dinal on the Midheaven to the Sextile vf Venus 3 and he dyed on 


the Afcendent Hileg to the Square of Murs and Body of the Sun;- 


but the diforder of his Bowcls was caufed by the Moon diredted 
to the Square of the Sun cum Lat. and that was the Ground 
and Caufe of the Morbifick Matter that gave thofe conftant 
Excretions. . 


Ann Queen of Poland, Daughter to the Archduke of Aufria 
was born (fays Argol) the 16th of Auguli, at 44 minutes aft

This Queen being great with Child, and troubled with a Ca- 
tarrh, wason the lattday of Fanuary, inthe Evening, anno 1 599 
taken with a great Pain about her Heart, and fuddenly after a 
violent Palpitation, attended with a flight Fever, of which fhe 
dyed the next day: And after ‘he was dead, the Child was ta- 
ken out of her Body, and Baptized, and dyed alfo within an 
Hour. For this Accident of her Sicknefs and Death, he gives

tion of the Sun kill her Jong before? Nay, by the Rule that 
Argol manageth his PraGtice , Satur# ought to have killed her, 
becau(e he is Lord of the Eighth (as he tiles him) and in Scorpio, 
a violent Sign, and the Sun’s Oppofition comes within 6 degrees 
after his Square, which would certainly have proved mortal if 
the Directions to the Afcendent could have kill?’d her. And be- 
fides, Mars in dirett Oppofition to the Afcendent would have 
ended the difpute of Life in the firlt Year of her Age, or elfe 
have put it in very great danger.

Argoll fays, That Charles Gonzaga, the tirtt Duke of Aft, 
was born May the 6th, hor. 12. min. 32. P. Ad. 1580. fi) Pol. 
48. todeprees of Agitary afcending 5 and he tells us, He dyed 
on the Afcendent to the Body of the S#a2: Which perhaps fome 
peop'c may believe and depend on, But if you look into other 
Nativities chat he hath given us, you will tind he doth not keep 
to his own Rule; as for example, In chat of Afcanius Columna, 
where the fame Direction did not prove mortal, and for ought 
we knew, gave nothing at all, for he takes no notice of it, or 
of its cH @&s on his Health, and he lived many years beyond it. 
Nox in Furnefies Duke of Parmas’s Cale; nor in Cardinal Farnefias 5 
nor in Cardinal Bentivoglios; nor in the Nativity of Edward 
Duke of Parms 3 nor int Cardinal Lenins Romanus, with divers 
others, and yet he kills Cardinal Zacchia Fanuen on the Alcen- 
dent to the Square of the San; a very likely thing, when the 
Body wou'd not do in ail thefe! Therefore pray tell me, Is not 
this a confufed Do@rine ? how fhalla man know by their Rules 
when it will, and when it will not do it, that we may know 
how and when to rely on it? Now, if T were co manage this 
Prince’s Nativity, | mult rely on the Direétions to the Muon for 
his Death, becaufe the Myon is in the Alcendent, and fulely giver 
of Life, and without any {training of the Directions, comes to 
her own Square in Zodiaco at the fame time, and by altcring the 
time he gives, a little later, fhe comes up to the Mundane Parallel 
of the Sun at the fame time alfo, which will undoubtedly kill , 
not only in this, but in any other cafe where fuch Pofitions and 
Directions happen. 

But perhaps fome little bufy Fellow or other, that hath his 
Head cramm’d with Heliocentrick Maggots, may ask me: Firft, 


Why 
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Why did not the Moon to the Square of Saturn kill him? To 
that I an(wer,'I do not believe he was fo muchas fick upon that 
Direction, but am fure he could not be in danger of his Life 
becaufe at the fame time the Mcon was directed to the Zodiacal 
Parallel of Fupiter, and the Mundane Scxtile of Venus, which 
certainly faves againft any fingle bad Direction, be it never fo 
maletick. Secondly, Why the Moon to the Body of the Sun did 
not kill? This, I confels is a very bad one, and mutt put his 
Lite in Danger, but I fhould hardly have judyed it mortal tor 
Three Reafons: 1. The Moon had then § deprees of Latitude 
2. She was out of the Ecliptick, and in the fame Parallel of De- 
clination with Fens. 3. By her Latitude fhe was within lefs 
than 12 degrees of Fupiter’s Oppotition, For which Authority 
fee Prolem, lib. 3. cap. 14. The Planets Places are as followeth, 
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He tells us, That Edward Duke of Parma was born the 28th 
of April, at 17 minutes paft 3 mand 1612. fub Polo 48. This 
Prince dyed September the 11th anno 1646. being, very fat and 
corpulent. And it was his Misfortune to dye on the Afcendent 
direétcd to the Pleiades, notwithttanding the Mcon is Hileg. 
Here you may fee he hath broken his own Rule, for he kills the 
Duke of Mastua, jult now mentioned, with the Afcendent to 
the Body of the Sun, and yet here you fee it hath not Power to 
kill the Duke of Parma. Do you think this is not very fine 
Aftrology, and fit to be believed? Yes certainly by thofe that 
have forfeited theis Reafon, and by no body elfe. See the 


Scheme, 
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Thus you fee the wonderful Afcendent doth every thing, and 
fo it will do till fome witty Heliocentrick man can contrive a Scheme 
of Heaven without a Horofcope, and then they will be all at a 
lofs, if notundone. I really think among all the Nativities this. 
Author hath given us, which are 117, he makes at leatt three 
fourths of them dye on Dire¢tions to the Afcendent. Why 
fhould we not as well believe the Say Co the Square of Mars, 
Lord of the Eighth, in Conjunction with Saturn, was as likely 
to kill him as the Afccndent to the Pleiades? I muli needs fay, 
it (eems to me one of the molt improbable Directions to give 
Death that ever Sheard affigned by {o learned a man as our Au- 
thor was,to let him outlive the Su to the Square of Mars and Sa-. 
turn, and the Afcendent to the Body ot Mercury and the Sun, 
and every one of them Lordsof obfcure Houles, and at lalt kill 
him with a little paltry Star of the Third Magnitude; methinks: 
it is below a Philofopher to give fuch a Reafon, and too con= 


temptible a thing, fos. a. Prince to fall by. 
gains 
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Again, can any man believe this to be his true Nativity, 
when he tells us of his Corpulency and Fatnefs, and yet placeth 
Mars and Saturn on the Afcendent ? [tis not likely they fhould 
make a man corpulent, they commonly make _peevith, morole, 
uneafy people; and I believe you will conclude wich me, That 
they are feldom fat, and, I think, I may fay, never to exce(s. 
Upen the whole matter, 1 am certain, this Scheme is not true ; 
noram I able to fay what Figure is true; but with a little alte- 
ration, L think, the Mvon (being Hileg) comes to the mundane 
Parallel of the Sun, and might kill, being fucceeded by the 
Squares of Saturn and Mars in the Zodiack 5 but if the Afcen- 
dent by Direétion could have killed at any time, he had never 
outliv’d the Body of the Sun. 


Argoll fays, Bernardus Duke of Veimar was born Auguft the 
16th, 8 min. palt 10 of the Clock before Noon, 1604. fub Polo 
51. as you may fee by the Scheme ic felf. 
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This Prince going from Bafil toa Fortrefs not fax diftant, on 
the 15th day of July, 1639. perceived himfelf to be ill, and 
therefore halined to Naumburg, where he died on the 18th of 
the fame month; and being opened, the Phyticians found his 
Liver and Spleen hard, and his Lungs corrupted 5 which they 
attributcd to his conftant Labour of Body, and Anxiety of Mind. 
For his Death, Argo! fays, he had the Afcendent directed to the 
Body of Adars, and yet both Sun and Mvon in Aphetical places. 


Thus you fee, according to Cuftom, he was fent out of the 


world by the power of the Afcendent, which had no power at 
all to kill, if you will know the truth of it. You may be cer- 
tainthe Time was net given to 8 minutes,but either at 10, or half 
an hour after it; and that lic did alter the time to m2ke the 
Afcendent come to the Body of Mars for his Death. And you 
may be fure that this was done atter he was in his Graves for if 
the Prediction for his Death had been made while he was living, 
they would have been in a fad contulion what to hive judged 
able and willing to kill him; for there are divers Candidates tiand 
fair for the Election, according to their Rules, as you may fee by 
eximining the Scheme, Why {hould not the Swi to the Square 
of Saturn and Fupiter, or the Afcendent to the Opp«tition of the 
Moon, or the Afoun co the Square of the S#n in the Eighth Houfe, 
or to the Oppofition of Saturn there alfo? I fay, Why fhould not 
fome of thefe have becn as likely to kill,as the Afcendent to the 
Body of Murs. Nay! [can affure you, if the Afcendent to that Di- 
reCtion had power to take away Life, he had never lived fo long, 
for the Oppolition of the Mcon had done the butinefs 7 years be- 
fore, Inthenext place, contider how many he lets out live the 
Afcendent to the Body of Stwra and Mars and not kill; this 
you may fee in the Nativities of Sixtus Quintus, Urban VIL. 
Urbina VIM. Clesment VIL. all Popes3 but in the latt cf them it 
was the Oppolition of Murs, which I do efteem equally violent 
with the Body. Nay! in that of Cardinal Colvnz he had the 
Afcendent to the Bodies of Saturn and Mars togethers almett, and 


yet both their Force had not power to kill him. What do you 


think of thefe things? Was not this Duke’s a very hard Cale, to 
be fentout of the world by that which would kill no body elle? 
Let not this be told to the Unbelievers, leit they laugh you to 
fcorn, and fet your Stars in derition.

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But perhaps you will now ask me, What J think killed him 
fince I refufe to believe what he fays did it? And I care not 
much if | comply with your expectations, though I dare not:

He tells us likewile, that he dyed on 
the 16th of November, in the year 1635. being within 4 days 
of 63 yeurs of Age 5 and that hedyed of a kind of Fever and 
Ague, on the Dir.ction of the Sun to tre Antifcions of Mercury 
and Saturn. tis truc, 1 do allow that he did dye on the Sua 
to the Antifcion of Mercury 5 but he takes his Antifcion in 9g de- 
and 1o minutes of Agziry, and T take mine in 15 degrees 
and 13 minutes of that Sign. The Pole of the Sun is 24. 
and his oblique Afcention under that is 256 44. and the Ark of 
DireGtion is 68 degrees 27 minutes 5 which turned into ame, 
gives exactly 63 years 5 and this immediately followed by the 
Antifcion or Zodiacal parallel of Saturn, And-with this he had 
alfo the Sun to the Mundane parallel of the Adoon, whofe Ark of 
Direétion is 63 32, and jult after it the Trine of the Moon allo. 
Perhaps I may be asked,why the Swx to the body of Mars did not 
kill, and the Zadiacal parallel of Mars did not do it 10 years 
before. To thar t Anfwer 5 The parallel could not kill, becaufe 
st was a fingle Direction; and the Square of Fupiter came up 
within Eight or Nine degrees after it, and before the Body: The 
Body of Mars could not kill, becaufe the Square of Fupiter came 
up jult before it, and the Square of Venus with it 3 nor could 
this give him any danger atall. But the former I judge gave 


him a ficknefs, and fome danger 5 and for the fatisfaction of 


thofe that would fet the Figure, I will here give them the .

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Argel gives us the Nativity of Usrofpias Romanus, a Cardinal, 
born Alarch the 6th. bor. 13. min, 22. P.M. 1572. undcr the 
Pole 42. the Latitude of Rome. But Ido fuppote there is a 
mifiake in the Princer, becaufe the Scheme is {ct to 6 minutes 
atter 12. and the rigne Afcention of the Midheiven that he 
ufeth, doth alfo agree to that time, as you may fce by his Di- 
_ rection wrought: And very near to that time, T fhall endea- 
vour to give the reafons for his death and preferment, different 
to what:Argol allows, and yet they {hall be fuch reafons as wil! 
hold in other Cafes, and not ferve here only, and no where elfe, 
This Native aftcr he had been empicy’d in much Publick 
buiinefs, was at laft made a Cardinal by Pope Urban, on the 
30th of Auguit 1627. he then being 55 years and bx months 
old almott, and this on the Midheaven to the Trine of the San, 
And he dyed the 27 of Panwary Arno 1639. as Argol faith, 
on the Afcendent to the Trine of Aders, having jult paffed the 
Afcendent to the Square of Sutures , which he fays confumed his 
natural heat, and gave him an ill habie of body, fubjeét to 
the Dropfy. I confefs it was a Dog-trick of Mars to fend this 
old Gentleman out of the World, when Saturn had Three 
quarters kill’d him before, and this done with a Trine, an Afpect 
of triendthip and kindnefs. Nay, It wasa yjilting trick of Ve- 
ans likewile to confederate with Mars in the murder ; for fhe 
ficod by with her Sextile at the fame time, and would not fo 
much as ftep in, and ufe her endeavour to fave the old Prieit. 
Thus you may fee there is tricking above, as well as below ; 
and pray obferve what a plaguy thing it is, when the Stars 


and the Alirclogers agree to knock an old Fellow down. 
But 
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But pray let me ask Argo! a queftion or two, or at leaft- ways 
his Pupils for him. Firlt, How often he hath known the Dire- 
Gtions to the Afcendent kill, when the Sn or Afoon are in the 
Horofcope, and Givers of Lite ? Secondly, What is the reafon 
the Afcendent to the Trine of Murs fhould kill, when to the 
Square it did not? For when the Afcendent came to the Square 
of Murs, it then came alfo to the Sextile of Suturn ; and in the 
Nativity of Cardinal Farnefias before going, the Sextile of Saturn 
alone did the bulinefs. Thirdly , Why did not the Afcendent 
to the Antifcion of the Mion, Lady of the Eighth, kill here, as 
well as the Afcendent to the Antifcion of Saturn in Cardinal 
Farnefius’s Cale 3 or to the Antifcion of Mars , as in Cardinal 
Salviatus, Federicus Feltriw, Prince of Urbine 5 Vitellius Archbifhop 
of Urbines Cardinal Crefccutins, Laurentius Mancinus, with others ? 
Or to the Antifcion of the Sun, as in Cardinal Sabellus, with di-

Cardinal Gypfins (fays Argol ) was born the 14th of Odober, 
at 50 minutes paft two Afternoon, i564. feb Lat. 44. and he 
makes him 28 degrees of Aguary Afccnding, with 14 degrees of 
Sagitary on the Midheaven. This man had paffed through all de- 
grees of Preferment of the Church from the lowelt to the highett 
exccpt Pope, and was at laft made Cardinal the roth of Fanaary 
1626. on the Midhcaven ad Trine of Venus. But at lalthe dyed 
on the 6th of April, on the Afcendent dire&ted to the Dragon's 
sail, having been about twenty days fick of a Diarrbea, which 
Argol fays is naturally prefaged by the Cawda, with other effets 
caufed by the Terms and Trine of Afars following it. 

This is a bold daring Touch you fee ; for all thofe improbable 
Directions that Argo! hath ventured at kefore,are nothing to this 5 
and I am fure chat whofoever can believe this Dire@tion hath 
power to kill, can believe any thing, nor will there be any im- 
polhibility that his Faith cannot {wallow. 

It is ftrange, and {cems fornething improbable to me, that the 
Dragon's tail, which is but an imaginary point, fhould afford fuch 
firange cffedts as they father upon it. For if you confider , it 
i¢ a moveable point, and hath no Light nor Beams , and for that 
reafon how it fhould have fuch influence as this, I cannot appre- 
hend ; but when you have confidered the Nativity that follow- 
eth this , you will ceafe to wondzr here, and remove your ad- 
miration thither, because he kills him with the Dregon’s bead. 
Jult {ach a Disettion as this doth Hemminga make a noife with 
in page 9° of his Treatife againft Aftrology , and that is the 
Afcendent to its own fquare: And erhaps it may ferve well enough 


too with fuch Attrologers as t xs, who like fome others, un- 
Ee 2 dertouk 
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dertook to write againit the Art, and yet knew very little more 
than the name of itonly. But to be fhort with you, thefe and 
fach kind of Direétions as thefe are, ferve only for Loop-boles and 
Back-diors to creep out at, when they are conftrain’d to affign 
{ome reafon or other to the Reader or Antagonift for fuch or fuch 
an accident. 

But fappofe I fhould allow this Direction to be good ( which 
1 do not) pray why did not the Afcendent to the Oppolition of 
Venus kill, becaufe the is Lady of the Eighth ? But I am fure they 
can have no excufe in the cafe, why the Afcendent to the Square 
of Saturn and the Moon fhould not kill ; and this the rather, 
becaule Saturn hath Dignities in the Eighth Houfe, which makes 
the cafe more certainly mortal. Nay, the Horofcope allo pafled 
the oppolitions of A4zrs, the Sun, and Mercury , and yet none 
of thefe could kill him till the Dragon’s tail came 5 and after all 
the hard Ulfage by thefe rugged Stars to no purpofe, it was very 
unkind of the Dragon’s ta‘l to come behind him, and Ike a Foot- 
pad knock him down cowardly ; and yct when this is done, 
had the Canda knowm he had been a Clergyman, he had cer- 
tainly had better quarter for Fupiter’s fake, 

It ig plain to me, that this Native could nct dye on the Af 
cendent to the Dragon’s tail ; and thercfore we muit endeavour 
to find out fomething more rational and agrecable to Rule, and 
alfo more probable to be believed by men of Senfe and Skill: 
And though Ido not know the Eflimate time, yet I will ven- 
ture to make an alteration of above Half an hour fooner , ard 
then the Moon will be Giver cf Life, as you may fee in the 
Figure following :

Philipps Cardinalis Spinellus was born Fanuary 4th, hor. 10. 
min. 2. P.M. 1564. fab. Lat. 41. and is a Nativity worth ob- 
ferving: For he tells us, That in 1605. in March, he was ex- 
treamly fubjec to Sicknefsand Danger, and this upon the Afcen- 
dent to the Square cf Saturn, and Terms of Mars, but the Square 
of Fupiter following he recover’d his Health. 

Anno 1616. On the 26th of May, he dyed on the Afcendent 
to the Oppolition of Murs, the violent Star in the South Balance, 
and Square of Mercury Occidental and Malefick. 

And I fhould have told you, That in the years 1603, and 
1604, he reccived great Obligations of Favour and Dignity, 
and wasat laft made a Cardinal, on the Midhcaven to the Body 
of Fupiter. 

In the Scheme he fets, we find almoft 23 degrees of Virgo 
A(cending, and the Moon in the Afcendent, in 4 degrees 37 mi- 
nutesof Libra; the Light of the Time, and certainly giver of Life, 
and muft be direéted for Death, and not the Afcendent. Can 


any man imagine that the Moon, directed to the Oppofition of 


Mars and Squarc of Mercury, &c. was not as likely to kill, as the 
Afcendent to thofe Beams of Mars and Mercury ? Betides, if you 
pleafe to look into other Nativities, that paffed through his 
hands, you will find he lets the Afcendent pafs more defiruCtive 


Rays, and never kill. Bor example, in Cardinal Sabellus his 
Nativity , he lets him pafs the Afcendent to the Oppotition of 


Mars, Square of Saturn, and Body of the Moon, and live Twenty 
years 
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ycars after it 5 and all thefe three Directions came up at the fame 
timc, and were three as violent ones as could be; and to make 
them the more dangcrous, Mars was Lordof the Eighth Houle, 
and init, and Saturn Lord of the Fourth: Which are mighty 
Arguments of Death and Danger, according, to his Hypothetis 
and way of practice. In the Nativity of Cardinal Cefarinus, be 
lets him pals the Afcendent co the Square of the Sun, Squ:re 
of Mercury, and Square of Saturn, and live twenty years atter 
them. Likewife in Cardinal Lenizs, he lets him pafs the Aicen- 
dent to the Bodies of both Sun and Adzon, and Oppolition of - 
Saturn, and no Injury to his Lite. The like in P.slus Burghefins 
(Paul the Vs Nephew) and abundance more, if you will take 
the trouble to examine them. By which it appears, he hath no 
tixt Boule to walk by in the cafe of De.th, but rambles from one 
thing to another, according as it fuits his Judgment , when 
the man is in his Giave. 

Noris it reafonable to believe that the Afcendent to, the Square 
of Saturn (as they call it) thould give fuch dangerous Difeates as 
he fays it did, and the Mvon to the Oppofition of Mars give no- 
thing 3 for he takes no notice of any cHle& it had among thofe 
Accidents and Directions he mentions, And yet in the Nativi- 
ty of Didacus Herrsera, the Muon to the Square of Mars he 
{ays is mortal, with a little help of the Sun to the Afcendent. 
And in the Nativity of Cardinal Simoncellus, the Mon to the 
Anti(cion of Saturn is made ule of to kill, and yet under the 
Earth in the Third Houfe: Any Tooth good Barber. 

Now I will give you my Opinion in the Correction of this 
Nativity, and keep firiétly to my Rule of giver of Life, and the 
meafure of Time too; nor will I differ much from Argoll’s Fi- 
gure, only 4 degrecs in the Atcendent and Midheaven, and 22 
minutes in time ; and then he dyed on the Alvon directed to the 
Zodiacal Parallel of Saturn, the Mundane Parallel of Mars, and 
thefe followed by the Zodiacal Parallel of the S#n2, which the 
Moon meets in the roth degree of Scorpis. The Zodiacal Paral- 
lel of Saturn is thus; the Pole of the Mn is 39 degrees, her 
Oblique Afcention under that Pole is 187 degrees 33 minutes; 
the mects Saturn’s Parallcl in 15 degrees 43 minutes of Scarpiv, 
with almoft 4 degrees of South Latitude, whole Oblique Aiven- 
tion is 239 degres 35 minutes; from whence fubliraciing the 
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Moon's Oblique Afcention, leaves the Ark of Direction 52 de- 
grees 2 minutes: This turned into Time gives 52 Years and 
2 Months. ‘ 

The Myon to the Mundane Parallel of Mars is thus, Oblique 
Afcention of the Afcendent is 182 degrees 2 minutes 5 the Ob- 
lique Afcention of the Moon is 187 degrees 52 minutes ; her di- 
fiance 5 degrees 50 minutes 5 the diftance of Mars his Oppoti- 
tion 47 degrees 33 minutes; to which adding the part propor- 
tional, 4 degrees 41 minutes, gives the Ark of DireG@ion of 
the Mcon to the Mundane Parallel of Adars, Directione Diretia, 
52 degrees 14 minutes, which turned into Time gives 52 Years 
and 4.

As to his Sicknefs in 1605. on the Afcendent to the Square of 
Saturn, it is wholly falfe, for that came up at 28 years of age, 
and could indeed give little or nothing. But che true caule of 
that was, the Adoon to the Oppofition of Afars, cum Lat. whofe 
Ark of Dire@tion is 41 degrees 3 minutes, which gives in time 
41 years almofl, and with it the Square of Merczry. 

As to his Preferment, 1 cannot deny the Midheaven to the Bo- 
dy of Fupiter to be a likely Direction to give Preferment 5 but 
yet Ido not think it was that did immediately precede his being 
made Cardinal; nor do I think it did him any fervice at all con: 
fiderable, because the Body of Saturn went before it, and the 
Oppofition of Mercury followed it: But the Dire&tion that f{ 
think gave if, was the Sun to the Sextile of Mercury in the Zo- 


diack, and Venus Lady of the Afcendent to the Sextile of ars s.

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Michael Cardinalis Mazarinus was born Cfays Argol) the 28th 
day of Auguft, at §6 minutes palt 7 of the Clock at Night, 1605. 
Latitude of 42. 

That he was made a Cardinal by Pope Urban. VIIT. on the 
7:h of Odtober, 1647. on the Part of Fortune to the Antifcion of 
Jupiter, Lord of the Ninth, and the Trine of Mars, Lord of the 
Medium Cali in the Terms of Venus. 

That hedyed Augujt the 31ft, in 1648. on the Afcendent di- 
reéted to the Sextile of Mars and the Bull’s Eye. The Occafion 
of it was thus; As he was walking, on Auguft the 17th, a Nail 
happened to run into his Foot, which in the Night following 
put him into a Fever, of which he dyed 16 days after. 

How many Nativities fhall we find in Argol’s de Diebus Criticis 
that have paffed the Afcendent to the Bull’s Eye, nay, to the 
Square and Oppofition of Mars too, and never dyed? and yet 
here the Sextileof Mars does the bufinefs, with the help of the 
Aldebaran. &A man would have thought that the A(cendent to 
the Square of Mars, Lord of the Eighth, or to the Square of 
the Sun and Mercury, had been more like to have done the Old 
man’s work than the Sextile of Mars but he outlived all them, 
and fell by a filly fort of a Dire¢tion at laft. They may talk 
what they pleafe of the Afcendent to the Sextile of Mars, but I 
do affure them, it did not come up till 29 years after this man 
was in his Grave ; and you fee when they cannot find Squares 
and Oppofitions fafficient to kill, then they make fhift with Sex- 
tiles: 

But that which feems more firange than that of Mars, is the 
Moon to the Antifcion of Fupiter, when indeed there was no fuch 
DireGionin nature at that time, nor never could be in this Na- 
tivity, becaufe the Moon haftens to her South Node; and when 
fhe hath paffed that, both their Latitudes are of the fame De- 
nomination; and for that reafon the could never reach the Pa- 
rallel of Fupiter in the Zodiack in this Figure. And in thefe 
words I have given you light enough, if you are willing to un- 
derftand it; and fol come to fhew you the Figure and my Cor- 


reCtion. 
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Argoll hath 5 degrees of Capricorn in the Midheaven, whofe 
Right Afcention is 275 degrees 3.4 minutes, and the difference 
between us you feeis but 3 degrces in motion, and 12 minutes in 
time 3 and my Dire@ions I prove it by, are as followeth. 

For his being made Cardinal,he had thee #foon directed to the 
Zodiacal Parallel of the Sun, who, you fee, is both in a Zodia- 
cal and Mundane Trine to Jupiter in the Tenth Houfe; and this 
Parallel the Moon meets in 29 degrees 12 minutes of Aries, with 
1 degree 30 minutes South Latitude; the Pole of the Moon is 36 
degrees, and her Oblique Afcention 372 degrees 25 minutes; and 
the Oblique Afcention of the Occurrent Place is (with the Circle) 
380 degrees 12 minutes; the Ark of Direction, hence emerging, 
is 37 degrees 37 minutes; and this turned into Time gives very 
near 42 years; and this is no ftraincd Direction, but arifeth na- 
turally from the true Motion, and is very likely to give the Pree 
fesment he then had. |

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As for his Death, the Afcendent had nothing to do init, nor 
any Direétion to that Points for it is moft certain that the Pars 
of Fortune, or Jupiter, is Hileg, according to the Doctrine of Pto- 
lemy. The Part of Fortune hath a right to it by Potition, and a 
full Advon preceding, and then the CorreGion is as | have fhewed 
you inthe Figure, and the Directions that fuits the Time of Death 
is the Part of Fortune to the Square of Mars, and Body of Saturn 
following it, And the Operation of it is thus; the Part of Fore 
tune is diftant from the Seventh Houfe 3 degrecs 57 minutes; 
the diftance of Mars from the Fourth Houfe is 42 degrees 15 
minutes; from thence taking the part proportional 3 degrees 25 
minutes, leaves the Ark of Dircétion 38 degrees 50 minutes: 
Which turned into time gives 42 Years and 11 Months almott; 
and he dyed when he was 43 Years and 3 days old. 

Fupiter hath the right of being Apheta by dominion, as dif- 
poling of the Muon, and the preceding Oppotition, and be- 
holding the Moon and the Part of Fortsue 3 andthenit is but ma- 
king Argoll’s time about 20 minutes later, and then Fupite¥ meets 
the Mundane Parallel of Mars at the time of Death, and this 
followed by the Oppofition 6f the Sun, which would alfo cer- 
tainly kill if Fupiter were Hileg. 

Now after all, I do not tell you my CorreCtion is true, nor 
am I certain there was-fucl a man born at the time he gives, 
and yet the cafe is the fame asif it were true; for aman may 
thew his Skill upon a falfe Nativity as well as a true one: For 
he that mifapplies ‘a true Rule, oz makes ule of a falfe one, in a 


Falfe Nativity, will do the fame ina True One, and thererefore I» 


can as well judge of a man’s ability by his handling of the one 
as the other. And fo I leave this Nativity to your Judgment 
and Contideration. 


Cardinal Urfinus was born December the 20th day, at 28 


minutes after 11 of the Clock before Noon, 1592. Latitude 
of Rome; and he dyed the 22d of Aaguft, in 1626. being 33 
Years and 8 Months old: And this on the Afcendent to the 
Oppofition of Mars, as Argel} fays, and yet the Sun Gives of 
Life in the Midheaven. | 


Now 
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Now to fhew you, That Argoll doth not. keep to his Rule, 
pray obferve the Nativity of Cardinal Gypfias ( mentioned be- 
fore) where the Afcendent is Hileg, and there you will find ke 
lets him outlive the Afcendent to the Oppofition of Mars in the 
Eighth Houfe, and the Sun in Conjunction with Mars befides, 
and yet both thefe could not kill him. 

Likewile in Cardinal Blanchettns, who had Mars in the Eighth 
Houfe allo ; and yet he paffed the Afcendent to the Oppolition, 
and lived many years beyond it. 

The fame you may alfo {ee in Cardinal Burgh:fiss, who out- 
lived his Afcendent to the Oppofition of Mars, and many years 


beyond It. 


You may likewile obferve the fame in Cardinal Subellus, 
in Pope Clement VIII. and divers others that I could {hew you, 
were it not for preffing on your Patience. 

When you have confidered thefe, pray think with your felf, 
what reafon we have to believe it killed this man, and yet fo 
many e(caped it with their Livess nay, it hath as little or lefs 
reafon to do it here than in any of them, becaufe the San is 
moft certainly giver of Life in this Nativity, and in Conjundion 
with Jupiter too in the Tenth ; as you may fee by the Figure fet 
to my Correction and divifion of the Heavens: Which Corre- 
&ion doth not differ much from Argoll’s Time that, he fays, 4s 
the truc one: He makes the Right A(cention of the Midheaven 
261 degrees 35 minutes, and mine is 264 degrees 20 minutes : 
He makes 22 degrees of Sagrary culminating, and I make 25 


as followcth. 
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This man you have heard dyed Ang 22d 1626. being jatt 
33 years and 8 months old, and not upon the Afcendent to the 
Oppofition of Mars, as he fays 5 but on the Sun Giver of Life to 
the Mundane parallel of Saturn Direét-and Converfe, and to the 
Oppofition of the Moon foon after. The Operations are after 
this manner :. The diftance of the Swn from the Tenth is five 


_ degrees 34 minutes, diftance of Saturn from the 4th Houle is 32 
degrees 51 minutes : The femidiurnal Ark of the Sun is 66 de- 


grees §4 minutes, feminotiurnal Ark of Saturn is 70 degrees 36 
minutes. Thefe give the Sun’s Secondary diftance in the Con- 
verfe Direction 31 degrees 8 minutes 5 which added to the pri- 
mary, gives the true Ark of the Sw#2 to the Mundane parallel of 
Saturn Converfe, 36 degrees 42 minutes 5 this turn’d into time 
gives 33 years and 8 months, Inthe direé Direction thofe 
motions above give the Secondary diftance of Saturn, 5 degrees:

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the Sun to the Myudane parallel of Saturn 38 degrees 43 minutes ¢ 
and the Sun to the oppoticion of the Moon comes up between 
them both, Ark 38 degrees 25 minutes; as you may fee if you 
pleafe to try them yeur felf. The Moen you fee is in Square to 
Mars, and in this cafe fpeciticates the Difeate, which he fays 
was a Cholerick diforder, and confidered together, are much 
more likely to give death then the Afcendent to the oppulition 
of Mars, which you tind kills but {eldom, and in this man’s cafe 
wholly denied 5 the Dirc¢tions follow.

There is one thing I have to obferve on this Nativity , and 
the pofition of Murs in the Eighth Houfe. Morinus forms it 
into a Rule, and tells you that whenever Saturn or Mars are 
in the Eighth, on the Midhcaven to their Square in Zodiaco 
the Native dies by violence, and for the moti part the Hand of 
Juftice. And Argel, in the cafe of Montmorancy the French 
man, follows that Rule, and tells you he dyed (that is, was be- 
headed ) onthe Midheaven to the Square of Saturn. Indeed he 
joins another Direction with it, which is the Part of Fortune 
to the Antifcion of Mars 5 but for that he knew nothing of it 
for the other DireGtion bears the burthen, Now pray compare 
this of the Duke of Mentmorancy, with Marfilins Landrianus 
who had both Saturn and Mars in the Eighth, and yet did 
pafs both their Squares by 36 years of Age, and 1 believe he 
had no trouble upon cither: Ent whether he had or not, he li- 
ved 30 years beyond them, Likewife Cardinal Gypfins ( be- 
fore mentioned ) hath Mars in the Eighth, and yct was not 
put to death on the Midheaven to the Square of Mars, but 
outlived it at Ieaft Thirty years, for he dyed at 7s. "ANo 
Cardinal Spineliw had Adars there, and outlived that Dire@ion 
Eleven or Twelve Years. Cardinal Burghefizs had Jdurs there 
alfo, and fo had Cardinal Sabclus, Pope Clement the 8th, with 
others that did not dye violently , nor yet fell by the Hand of 
Juftice. Then what fhall we think of this Rule and their 

Example 
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Examples in Practice, when there is not one in ten of thom fuc- 
ceed according to Expectation, znd the ¥.cthod laid down by our 
Rule-makers. 

Od.rviinus, Cardinal Ubaldine’s Brother, was born on the 17th 
day of September, bor, 12. min, 12, P.M. 1587. Sub. Lat. 42, 

Argol fays, this man fitered extreamly from the Direéaons of 
the Moon to the body of Suturn at 36 ycars of Age, and to the On 
polition of Murs at 41 years of Age; but this will by and by 
appear to be a miltaken Doctrine. 

And that he died onthe 12th of Angu(t, Anno 1632. being 
almolt 45 years of Age, and this from the Afecndent dirccled 
to the Square of Mars, and this followed by the Lyons heart, @ 
fiery Star. He firlt fickned digs the Fifth in the Evenins, 
tvith a fhivering, which turn’d to a Fyver, and kill’d him in Se- 
ven days. And this Man’s death was predicted ( fays Arpol } 
fome time before it happened, by the Ajtrologers of France, and. 
from the Diretion here afferted. 

If the French Altrologers did predié this man’s ficknefs and 
death from that DireGtion of the Afcendent ctu the Square of 
Mars , | dare {wear tha‘ they were better Gucflers than they 
were Ajtrologers ; and that the fate of fome good Direction they 
were under themfelves, gave'fuccefs tothe predi@ion , and that 
more by Chance than Skill. And to fay the truth in fhert, 1 cannot 
imagine why they fhould prediét death more on the Afcendent 
to the Square Mars, than to the Square Saturn, which came up 
{even degrees before the other of Mars. Nay, Ict me tell you, 
according to their own Rule, the Square of Saturn ought 
+o have kill’d him , becaufe he is Lord of the Eighth Houfe. i 
would very fain be fatistied by fome of the molt skilful Afters 
in this Do@rine, what reafon is fo be given in this figure, or any 
other of the like pofition; why the Afcendent to the Antifcion 
of Mars, tothe Antifcion of Satdrn, and tothe Square of Sa- 
tuyn, did not kill before the Square of Mars came up : For the 
Antifeion of Murs fell (according to thelr opinion ) in 7 de- 
grees 5 and the Antifcion of Saturn in 14 degrees, and the Square 
of Samra in 16 degrees of Leo. Now is it not a wonder that 
he fhould pis the Afcendent to all thefe Malctick Beams , and 
at latt dye on this fingle Square of Mars ? Oh | the wonderful skilt 
in the management of the ferviceable Afeendent | But here by the wag 
pray take notice, That in the Narivicy of Cardinal Fultinian, 
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3g. 3046 De Dicbsts Criricis 3 and Cardinal Crefcrntias, pag 314 
che Archbithop cf Urbina , with divers others in tha: Bouk “e 
Argol’s , he renders no other reafon for their death Gat 
the Afcendert to the Antifcion of Mars, without any thing to 
aft in each of them: If fo, why fhould net the Antfcicns in 
this cafe kill, as well as in thofe three before mentiones ? By this 
way and method of PraGice, no man can be able to fav ee 
by way of prediction pofitively ; for by thefe Puules you thall es 
know what will, and what will not kill. Sometimes they will kick 
a man out of the World with the Afcendent to the Sextile of 
Mars, to the Antifcion of Fupiter, efpecially if Lord of the Eighth 
to the Dragon’s tail, or fome fuch idle Story: When at another 
time three or four ficut Directions will not thake him ; and isnot 
this a hopeful kind of Alirology, and a fine way to teach Ycun 
men to be skilful Artifts in their Profeflion ? If the Matter ae 
ftands it no better , 1 doubt the Pupil will be fit to be a Pupil all 
the days of his Life. And fo I come to correct the Scheme, and 
thew what was the true caule of his death , and fhail allo hold 
good in other Nativities 3 but firlt take the Scheme it felf. 
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I hall not alter the Figure a minute, but take it as Argel 
hath printed it, both Midheaven and Afcendent : And the Pla- 
nets places as they are there alfo, though | believe the Mion is 
fome few minutes too far in Aries 3 yet that will mzeke little o¢ 
no difference in the matter, notwithitanding the AJcoa is Hileg, 
and mult be alone directed for death. i 

The Pole of the Moon is 5 degrees, and her Oblique Afcertion

At the fame time likewife the Moon came f0 the Zodiacal pa- 
rallel of Saturn, which fhe mects in about 22 degrees and a 
half in Tasrws, with 3.4 -g- 57 min. South Latitude, and after thefe 
in 24. of Taurus, the Trine of the Snn. All which are Arguments of 
death, far more probable than the Afcendent to the’Square of 
Murs. But perhaps fome Sceptick or other may queition me for 
bringing in the Moon to the Trine of the Sun as an Argument of 
death, which they tell you will fave, becaufe he is fons Lucis, & 
fons Vie: And if you pleafe you will find him as certainly fons 
mortis too; but Ihave very good Authority, befides Experience, 
to confirm me in this Dottrine. Perhaps I may be alfo asked, 
why the Moon to the Body of S.tz#rn, Lord of the Eighth, did not 
kill 2. That I confefs is a Queftion to be asked! and I am fure 
not one in Forty of the Pretenders to Afirology can Anfwer it: 
And I can give them 20 Examples where the fame thing hath 
happened in other Nativities, and did not kill likewife. Nay, I 
will go further with you,| believe it {carce gave him any ficknefs,

Oftavianus Veftrins was born the 26 day of Augu(t 21 hours P.M, 
1576 at Rom, as our Author hath given us among the rett of 
his Nativities. This noble Roman (fays Argol) was one of the Pope’s 
Bed- chamber, and died on the Sua Apheta to the Body of the Mron 
in the terms of Murs,and Square of Mercury,May the rft. 16265 but 
how this can be,is a myftery to me ; for he makes Mercury to be in 
26 degrees of Leo, in exact Sextile to the Moon ( though Leovitins 
makcs him to be init d. 38 m. of Virgo that day at Noon) and how 
the Sen can come to the Square of Mecury and Body of the Moon 
together, I leave to you to judge. 

But can any Aftrologer that hath his fenfes about him imagine 
that the Sun could pafs the Square cf Adtars and Sextile of S2- 
turn, and kill him on the body of the Moon, and Sextile of B ? 
For though Saturn’s Sextile of it {elf hath not power to kill yet 
it Increafech the mifchief that Mars’s Square ftirs up, and this the 
rather, becaufe Radically Satzrn is in Square to the Sun who 
(as Argol truly fays ) is Giver of Life. Nay, I dare {wear if 
his Nativity was known before he dyed, not a man cf them I 
am fure, would then believe that he could outlive the Sun to the 


Square of Murs, and dye.on the body of the A4oos. The Scheme 
followsth, ;

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In the Figure Argol, prints he makes 118 degrees zo minutes - 
the R: 4. of the Midheaven, and you fee mine is 120 and 43 5 
but a fimall difference if you well confider it, not three degrees - 
in the Midheaven. To this time he hath the Sun directed to 
the Mundane Parallel of Murs d.d. thus. The diftance of the 
Sun from the Midheaven is 44 degrees 6 minutes. His femidiur- 
nal Ark is 95 42, the primary diftanceof Aars fromm the fourth - 
is 7 degrees 28 minutes, which fubfira¢ted from his Secuudary 
diftance 52 degrees 59 minutes, leaves the Ark of Direction of 
the Sun to the Mundane Parallel of Mars, Dire&t.

And the Difeafes that he dicd by , ee Reduneo 
mours, Pains in his Reins , a Malignane Fever, and an Impott- 
hume in one of his Buttocks. And now I will tell you why the 
Sun to the Square of Murs did not do it before , it was becaufe 
the Rays of Jupiter fucceeded that Dire@tion, and did hinder 
the eftcGts of Mars his Square from killing 5 but yct 1 do believe 
he was always Crazy and more Infirm after that Direction, than 
he was before, becaufe of the other being fo near at hand 

Laftly, If evcr there was fuch a man as this born at that time, 
thefe Directions to the Hileg are more likely co Kill, than that of 
the Adson alone that he alledgeth. 


Laurentins Mancinus dyed the 14 day of Odober 1650. being 
firft taken ill Septembr the Ninth ; but his Difeafe he doth not tell 
us, yet lets us know that he dyed on the Moon to the Square of 
Mars, and the Afcendent to the Antifcion of Afars, with the help 
of a bad Revolution. And for the better Speculation, becaufe 
there is no great matter of labour in the Dire@ions to be wrought, 
and you may by your Eye only foon decide the point between this 
great man’s opinion and mine about the death of Mancinus 3 1 
will here give you the Scheme, as followeth, fet according, to 
my Divifion of the Heavens, but to his time, 
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When you have confidered the thing ferioufly , fee if you : 
can make it agree with Reafon , that the Moon fhould pafs the 
body of the Sun by Diretion, and not kill; and that the Square 
of Mars (hould do it afterwards, _ Is it to be imagined that Mars 
can kill more certainly than the Suz; or do you think that bee » 
caufe the Sunis not Lord of the Eighth, he could not do it ? °Tis 
true, Murs is in the Eighth, and perhaps Argo! might depend up- 
on that to kill, it being an approved Dottrine among many 
Profeffors, to allow nothing to kill but the Lord of the Fourth, 
Sixth, Eighth or Twelfth, but chiefly the Lord of the Eighth, 
or a Planet in it, But Prolomy tells us, Cum Lina eff prorogatrix . 
folis locus fit Interfetior. And it is a molt certain truth, which 
will never fail you, without fome very contiderable thing hap- 
pens co fave ; which you will tind by reading that Author, what, 
and how, to which I refer you, it being pluin and ealy fo un- 


derfiand 5 when in this cale nothing could fave on that Dirc4tion, 
but - 
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but on the contrary great Aggravations and Arguments of death 
by Ptolemy's Rule 5 and therefore I can by no means allow this 
Native to pafs and cutlive the Moon to the body of the Sux, and 
dye fix years after iton the Afoon to the Square of Azurs in Zoe 
diaco 5 which Direction I am certain had not power te kill, if 
the S# could not. 

Now if ycu pleafe to take a little pains upon it, you will find 
ali things may be compofed and made agrce without any trou- 
ble or dificulty. The Moon by Origanus being reduced to the 
time of the day, and the Meridian oi Rome, is 3 degrees 57 
minutes in Aqzary; and by altering the pcle of the Mon about 
two degrves, which ts not above 12 or 13 minutes in time, you 
will find that the Afoon came at that time to the body of the Sun 
Sinz Lat. The Mbon’s pole in this Figure is ro degrees: And 
tf you pleafe to make it 12 degrees and a half, you will find the 
Mron’s Oblique Afcentjon 315 d. and 22 m, the Oblique 
‘Afcention of the San 354 17 minutes, which gives the Ark of 
Direction of the Avian to the body of the Sun, S.L. 38 deprecs 
§5 minutes, and this turn’d into time gives 42 years and fix 
months ; and this fhould give him fome He@ical Habit of bo- 


dy, if not a Confumption, or elfe a Fever that may leave ff 
a habit behind it. y uch 


Cardinal Mattes was born ( fays Argal ) Fanuary the 13th mine 
Lar. 1g. 17 P. M. 1§ 91. under the Lititude of 42, 

That he was made Cardinal by Pope Urban the Eighth, Faly 
13th 1643. on the Direction of the Sun to the Antifcion of the 
Moon, having betore paffed the Square of Mercury and Venus, who 
is Lady of the Ninth Houfe, in which was the Virgin’s Spike. 

That Saturn in the Sixth gives defluxion and pains of the 
Gout, with Running pains throughout the whole body from 
Cold humours 5 that from thefe Complicated Difeafes, and the 
Afcendent to the Sextile of Sutera, and Square of the Sun 
he dyed on the 1gth of April 1650. being then Aged 59 years 
and three months. The Figure followeth, being fet to his Time 
but my Divifion of the Heavens. , 
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As to the DireGtion urged by Argol for his Preferment, and 
the Arguments ufed to give it Credit, they are fo weak that 
no man will imagine there is any thing in them, when he hath 
well confidered the cafe. For what fignifies the Mboon’s Rays to 
his Preferment, fhe being by her Latitude near the Square of 
Saturn; and he in this Scheme not likely to give or contribute 
to the Native’s Preferment? Then for the Squares of Venzs and 
Mercury, which he fays the Sun had paffed before ; the thing is 
true, but they were fo long bifore, that they could give no affi- 
ftance at allto chis DireGion 3 for their Antifcion of the Moon 


falls in 16 degrees of Aries ; and thofe Squares fell in 12 dee 


grees. But fuppofe they had fallen nearer, what good ceuld 
they do? It is the firft time that PE ever heard the Squures 
(efpecially of Mercury) were brought as an Argument and Caufe 
to give Church-Prefrrment. But befides, there is no fuch thing 
as the Antilcion of the Moor in 16 degrees of Aries 5 for that 
falls in 20 degrees of Aries ; fo that his Direction is no Directi- 
on,nor his Arguments of any ufc to the end he hath brought them. 
As to his death, he ufes fuch weak Arguments and ime..- 
per Diretions as before for his Preferment. Nay! they are 
H h fuch 
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fuch as would make a man both angry and merry to read 
them 3 for do you chink it is reafonable to fuppoic the Sun could 
pfs his own Square and not kill, and th Atcendent to his square 
fhould do it?

If 
the Afcendent hath power to kill by Direction, as he pretends, 
it is tirange he thould efcape on dangerous DireCtions to it, and 
dye at laft when there were none at alls for the Squ:re of the 
Sun, and the Hexagon of Saturn, did not come up till 12 or 14 
years after he was dead. Thus we are fitted with Rules to make us 
skilful in our Protelfion. By thefe means have the Afrologers 
made Enemics to Attsology 3 and indeed it is a wonder it hath 
any Friends, being dreffed up fo fcandaloufly as it is at prefent, 
and hath been for Agcs palt. And the way to make it repu- 
table, isto ftop the mouths of its ignorant Oppofers, by making 
ic appear. Firlt, Rational; and Secondly, Certain. But the Mcthods 
and Pra¢tices of the Profcffors of the latt Age, as well as the pre- 
tent, Lam fure will never do it; and fo I come to the Corre@ion. 

I fhall m:ke but a fmall alteration from Argoi’s Figure, but 
what it is will be fooner, and that about 12 minutes: At which 
time the Right Afcenfion of the Midheaven is 221. d.

Cardinal Cefarinus was born Finuary the 7th , at 44 minutes 
paft Nine of the Clock in the Morning 1593, under the Lati- 
tude of 42, the Latitude of Rume. 

He was made Cardinal by Pope Urban the Eighth on the 
third day of Arzeft in the Year 1627, on the Direction of the 
Midheaven to the body of the Sun.

indeed makes the Reatcn they give for his Death the more idle 
and vain. Aud here, by the way, fuppofe a man fhould ask 
them, Why the Afcendent to the Square of Sutzrs did not kill, 
for he hath Dignitics in the EF ghth Heufe, and by confequence 
Lord of it? If you compare it with the Cafe of Philip IV. his 
Son, where Taurus is on the Eighth, and the Moon is called La- 
dy of the Eighth, becaufe fhe is exalted there as Saturn is here 5 
vid: De dizh. Critic. pag. 202. and why did not the Square of Mer- 
cury or the Sun kill, as well as the Oppofition of Mars? Ido 
believe they can give no reafon for it, and Iam fure the one is as 
likely as the other; perhaps the Afcendent was furly, and re- 
fufed to obey the Sun and Saturn, as having no Order for it: 
But when Murs came and thewed his Commiifion, as being 
placed in the Eighth, then there was no difpute, but down he 
went by the Power of the Eighth Houle.

Thus, you fee, without any alteration of his Time and Fi- 
gure, here are no Jefs than Four DireGtions, and three of them

to fpend time and paper with them in this place 5 therefore I 
mutt beg his Pardon, if 1 cannot confent to this fingle Reafon 
for his Death. 

Now, to be more plain with you in the Cafe, it Is impoffi- 
ble (Cif Ptcleray’s Pules are tzue) that he could dye on the Sun 
to the Body of Murs, becaufe Fupiter’s Zodiacal Parallel fell in 
the fame Point to a degree, and thercfore there mult be fome 
other Directions to co-operate at the {ame time, or elfe he had 
certainly lived till further Orders. And I am able to thew 
divers Examples, where the Sun, giver of Life, hath paffed the 
Bodies pf Saturn and Mars, and {carce gave any Sicknefs: Nay! 
Lhave krown it goover,and hardly diicernible. And now what 
other Direction to the giver of Lite they can produce at this 
time, todo the work, is tome unknown, and to them too, I 
believe; and yet another mutt be found, for this cannot be al- 
lowed by any man that underliands the true Rules of the Art, 
and willcontider the Examples } have piven before. 

Now there is but tvvo Directions to be pretended to in this 
Cale, to agrce to this time of his Death, and to ftrengthen the 
former Direction in its power of killing, which it could not do 
it elf: And the tim is, To make the time 30 minutes later; 
and then the giver of Life will be dircéted to the Cufp of 
the Seventh Houle, as Ptolemy hath taught, Lib. 3. Cap. 14. 
And the fecond is by making the time about 35 minutes tooner, 


and then the Sun to the mundane Parallel of Saturn will have 
the

Thig Learned Author of ours tells us, That Cardinal By.sn- 
cbettus was born the 1aih of September, a 35 minutes palt 1 af- 
ternoon, Anno 1545. fab Lat. 44. . 

That he was made a Cardinal in Murch, igo6. by Pope 
Clement VIEL on the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus. 

And that he dycd on the 13th of March, in the year 1612. 
on the A(cendent directed to the Oppofition of the Sun, imbuted 
with a malefick Nature What he means by malejick Nature, 1 
know not. 

I confels the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus is a proper Di- 
reGtion to make him a Cardinal, or any other Prictt in his ca- 
pacity, if there were fuch a Direction at that time 5 which I 
deny: For the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus in his “cheme 
doth not come uptill about 63 ycars of age, and he was made 
Cardinal at 51. 

But to fay he dyed onthe Afcend:nt to the Orpoitien cf the 
San, is fo impothole, and fo improbable to be allowed, thar 
even a Novice in Aftrology will hifs at it when he comes to 
confider all the Circumftances together in this Figure. And 
therefore pray paule a while, and think your {clves into a better 


- Judgment: Is not the Sun giver of Lite? which I fappofe none 


can deny ; and if he be, then he alone mult be confidercd in 
Death: But for the Hileg, I know you fet a fmall value on it, 


and I know the reafon why: But then ts not Mars his Oppohi- , 


tion to the Afcendent as likely to kill, as the Sun’s? Mars, you 
fee, isin the Eighth, ia Square to the Muon and Saturna in the 
Twelfth; and one would think he hath as good a Title by thofe 
Qualifications to kill a Cardinal as the Sau hath; and I believe 
you can give no reafon why he thould not kill him, as wellas the 
Syn. If youcan, I fhould be glad to hear it with a great deal 
of fatisfaction. But belides this, the Swx did pafs the Bodies 
of Saturn and the Moon, and that too about the fame time that 
the Afcendent paffed the Oppofition of Murs; and yet all 
thefe together could not do his bufine(s till the Oppohition of 
the Sancame, which is mighty firange 5 and it it fhould happen 

te 
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to be true, it would prove an excellent difcovery of ftarry ve~ 
rity, e(pecially if it could be brought into a Rule; but before 
we go any further, let us fee what ule -he makes of thefe Dire- 
Gtions in other Geniturcs. 

In the Nativity of Ann Queen of Poland, the Sin was Hileg 
in the Seventh, and yet the Afcendent to his Oppotitien oid net 
kill. Inthe Nativity of Cardinal Cefarinus, Mars was .it the 
Eighth, as in this Figure, and he kills him with the Afcendent 
to the Oprolition of Mars, without any dificulty. In the Na- 
tivity of Cardinal Spinclas, Mars was in the Eighth, as here, 
and he kills him on the Afcendent to his Oppolition, without 
any thing elfetohelp. in Cardinal Ubaldinus the Sun was in the 
Eighth, and yet thvre the Afcendent to his Oppotition would not 
kill, notwithftanding he was in direct Oppoliton to A/ars in 
Aries. Nor inCardinzl Gymmnafius, the Afccncent to the Oppo- 
fition of the Sun and Mercury would not kill, and Mercury Lord 
of the Eighth tco. In Cardinal Gypfizs, the Afcenaent to the 
Oppofition of the Sun could not kill him, but the Dragon's Tail 
whipt him off afterward. Nor in Cardinal Panciroles, In Car- 
dinal Urfinus the Afcendent to the Opvolition of Mars kills with- 
out any thing toaffitt it. And the like in Ranuccins, with others. 

Thus you fee here asc a fufficient number of Witneffes under 
his own Hand to prove when the Sw in the like cafe would not 
kill, and where Mars hath done it, contrary to his Practice in 
this man’s Geniture. And fo I come to give you the Scheme, 
it being fet to his time exactly, and the Planets places nearly the 
fame with thofe I have calculated, only Mercury is here 10 de- 
grees 37 minutes in Libray and by Calculation he is in 12 degr. 
5 min. of tnat Sign.

You have heard my Objections againft the Truth of this 
Scheme, and alfo my Reafons for it, together with thefe fevee 
ral Examples, to fhew where he hath allowed the quite contra- 
ry, and that he doth not make a Rule of it: And to me it 
{eems to be lugg’d in by Head and Shoulders to ferve a turn, 
without any true method or rule to guide or approve it, either 
in his own practice, or any other man’s. Hence I do pofitively 
athrm, for the reafons abovementioned , That this Figure is 
wholly falfe, and thofe Direétions faid to give his Preferment 
aud Death, are groundlefs and impropery and whofocver be- 
lieves this method, and depends on it, will be deceived, and his 
Expectation fruttrated in any other cafe of this nature. 

If there was 2 man born about that time that Argol gives us, 


1 do believe it was given either at 1 of the Cluck, or at 2; if at 


2, then the Afcendent to the Oppofition of the Sx, or rather 
the S#n to the Seventh Houfe, is a proper Direction to kill, if 
wrought with Addition and Subitraction, as Prolemy teacheth, 
Lib. 3. Cap. 14. but if at one hour pot Mirediem, (which feems 
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far more rational and likely to be the time of his Birth, than 
the other or Argol’s cither ) then we have Directions for his 
Preferment and Death, all agrecable both to Rule and Time, 
and will caufe fach cf Gs in other Nativitics, where the like Di- 
rections happen 

When he was made Cardinal, he had not the Midheaven to the 
Trine ct Yeaus, but the Moin to the Trine of the Sun, who was. 
sativaily ina Mundane Trine to Jupiter in the Afceudcnte. 

When he dycd he had not the Afcendent to the Oppofition of 
the Sez; but the Sus Hilg to the Body of Saturn, Body of 
she Mbox, and Squave of Mars 5 and I will appeal to any man 
of Skill, Whether thefe are not more proper to kill, than that 
he fays did. A Figuie of my Correction will have 15 degrees 
of Librainthe Tenth, and its Right Afcention 193 44, the Pole 
of the Sung, the Pole of the Mosn 40, and the Figure will dif 
fer 35 minutes from that of Argol. And fo i will give you the 
Direétions, with their Arks and Meafure.

Cardinal Ubaldinus was born (fays Argol ) the 21ft day of 
Sepiembir, Anno 1578. at 2 hours 22 minutes P. M. fub Eat. 42. 
That he was madca Cardinal by Pope Paul V. December 2d 16150. 
being then 37 years of age and 2 months, Midheavenad * 4, 

And that he dved April 22d 1635. of the Stone in the Blad- 
der; and for this, our Author fays, he had his Afccndent di- 
scéted to the Square of Saturn in the Zodiack, as they always 
do, he being then 56 years old and 6 months. 

Hercit is plain that this Nativity is not true, and that the time 
piven is really (trained to ferve aturns that is, t¢ make the Afcen- 
dent to the Square of Saturncoine to kill him,and by the fame po- 
fition the MLC. to the sexcile of Fupiter give his Prefesment, both 
which Dizeétions are fale and proundlefs, and not to be relied 
cnin any cafe, ashe undesttands and directs them ; and Iam ve- 
vy certain they were nut the Altsological Caule of his Death oz.

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Preferrnent; for the Midheaven to the Sextile of Fupiter came up 
at about 33 years old, and the Afcendent to the Square of Sa- 
turn at 66. 

But co omit thole things as frivolous in comparifon to that 
which | am now going to mention: In the laft Nativity mentt- 
ened, you fee he makes the Afcendent to the Oppofition of the 
Seen Kill without any thing to afi it ; and yet in this man’s cafe 
he will not allow it to kill, notwithitanding the Body of Mars 
comes up with it at the fame time. If thefe Direétions had come 
up when he was young, yeu might then hive faid in excufe, 
That the ftrength of Nature was defigned fora longer date,and fo 
have baflled thefe two fiery Stars 5 but they came up at §2 years 
cf age, when amanis ftrength decays, and this but 4 years before 
hedyed: Which fecms ftrange to me, That the fingle Oppofi- 
tion of the San killed Blanchettes, and yet the Afcendent tothe 
Body of Murs and Oppofition of the Sun cannot hew this man 
down. But perhaps you will fay, That in Blanchet’s Nativity, 
the Sun was Lord of the Eighth. That I allow; and is not the 
Sun herein the Eighth? which enabled him to murder to the full 
as well as the other: But befides that, the Szn is here in Oppo- 
fition to Adars Malefick, 

But perhips you may fay, That thougn they did not kill, yet 
they might give the Difcafe of which he lingered, which was 
che Stone in the Bladder. That] deny, and I will appeal to any of 
you, whether the Oppofition of the Sun and Body of Mars hath 
not more power to kill, than the Square of Szturn, which hath 
the Oppotition of Fupiter to hinder it. But befides, if I fhould 
allow that, how will you diftinguifh it in your Rule, when you 
will let us know your method for Difeafcs and Death? That is, 
how we {hall know when the Body of Adars and Oppofition of 
the Sun will kill, when give a Difcafe, and when nothing at all: 
and whien the Afcendent to the Square of Satvrn will kili, and 
when not; for inthe Nativities of Alexander Vitiricixs, Francifcxs 
Vitelies, and Cardinal Crofeentins, it would not; with abundance 
more I could give you. But thefe things I willlcave to your con~ 
Gderation, and come to the Figure iticlf, that you may fee what 
I {ay to be no more nor lefs than Truth.

As to the Correction of this Figure, I do alter it about 40 
minutes fooner, the Right Afcention of the Midhcaven to that 
time is 213 degrees 24. minutes, and the O. 4. of the Afcendent 
is 303 deyrees and 24 minutes. Now by this pofition, the Moo 
tothe Trine of Venus gave him his preferments the Pole of the 
Muon is 24 degrees, and her Oblique Afecntion in the oppofire 
place is 258 degrees 47 minutes, which fubftracted from 204 de- 
grees 35 minutcs, Icaves the Ark of Direction of the Moon to 
the Trine of Veni , fine Lat.

Cardinal Paravacinus was born Faly the rith, at 8 of the Clock 
at Nipht, 1552. Lat. 42. Argol {ays, This Native was a man of 
Quality, and had divers CharaG@ters of Honour conferred on 
him, and at laft was made Cardinal by Pope Gregory XIV. in 
the year 1591. ALarch the 6th, on the Direction of the Sun to 
his own Sextile. 

And he dyed on the 4th of February, 1611. by a fudden De- 
faxion of Humors that fell on his Neck and Jaws with that Fury 
that it {uffocated him s and this (fays my Author) was from the 
Afcendent to the middlemoft “tar of the Pleiades, in 23 degrees 
minutes of Tav-us. Which Sign governs thofe Parts 5 and in 
Mie Month of Dicewher preceding there was an Eclipfe of the 
Monin degre s ot Cancer, in Squire fo her flace in the Na- 
tivity. Now Reader, do but contidcr what a parcel of Altrolo- 
gical Reafons here are, fach Peafons that none but Argal would 
have given, and fuch as none but very wezk men will be- 
lieve 

Argol tells us, This main was a Cardinal, a Clergyman, a 
Noble man.and perhays more than a mansfor of all tne Nativities 


that I have fccn, this is the fhremdcft and plageft fcllow among 
them; 
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them: But whether his Power lay in his Coat, or his Cap, his 
Spark of Hoxowr, ox his {trong Conttitution, 1 know not 3 but this 
is certain, he had more Puwer, Cra/t, or good Fortsne, than the 
relt of his Trade had, for he bid defiance to, and bafil'd all 
the Seven Plancts; and had not the Pleiades (called the Seven 
Stars) took him to task, for ought T can fee he might have 
lived till this time. The Maletick Rays of the Planets could 
not kill him, if you will believe Argo! 5 for his Afcendent had 
pafl:d the Maletick and Benefick Rays too of all the Seven, and 
they could make no work of it dill the Pleiades took up the 
Cudgels. He cutliv’d the Oppolition of Jupiter, the Body 
of Saturn, the Square of Mars out of the Fourth , the 
Square of Venus Lady of the Highth, the Square of Al-renry 
Lord uf the Fourth, and the Square of the Swnout of the Sixth, 
and at Jalt a little (quint-ey’d Star ficps in, that no body did 
dream of, and gave him his Quiet: But then you mult ob- 
ferve, that was allilted by an Eclipfe in Cancer, and the Difcafe 
was in his Neck and Taroat, the part that Zauras governs, and 
therefore you muli conclude thefe all together are weighty things; 
Rift teneatis. ; 

Now what man of Senfe can belicve thefe idle extravagant 
Notions? Nay, that can forbear laughing at them, things fo 
ridiculous that {am achamed thcy fhould appear under Argol’s 
Nime, or that any man fhould have occafion to fay that thefe 
poor weak inartiticial Reafons and Operations for Death, came 
from the hand of a great Paduean, But when 1 confider it 
again, there are very few of any other Opinion ; for all thofe 
who have appzared in print on the DoCtrinal and Practical part of 
Nativities, tollow the fame Cant that is here laid down, and 
mike as miferable Stuff of it as this min doth, letting people 
dye on the Afcendent to the Dragon's Heed or Tail, to the Oppo- 
ition of Fupiter or Vents, efpecially if they have dominion in the 
Eighth Houle, tothe Pleiades, écc.

Fourthly, I obferve alfo, that there are divers violent Poft- 
tions in the Figure, and by.confequence ought to havea fhare ia 
the violence of his Death. The Pofitions are thefe following 5 
the Sunis in a Mundane Parallel, with Satarn applying, and 
near the Zodiacal Parallel of Mars; the Hileg is in an exa@ 
Mundane Parallel with Murs, and going to his Oppofi- 
tion. 

As to his Gout, Gouty Pains and Rheumatifm that he had lain 
under for fome time before, I judge them to be from the Afcen- 
dent to the Body of the Moon, and Square of Mercary, the Moon 
to the Mundane Parallel of Satzrn ta.the Square of Saturn and 
Body of Mars; but above all, the Sua to the Oppofition of the 
Moon, and none of thefe givers of Life. 


Cardinal de Comitibus was born (as Argol tells us) the 28th 
day of Augajt, at-7 hours 49 minutes P. M. 1559. and under 
the Latitude of Rome. But the Figure is fet to 3 minutes after 
8, P.M. and I am fure he intended that Figure, becaufe he 
makes ufe of that Oblique Afcention of the Afcendent, in di- 
reGting it to the Body of the Moon, and that agrees to 29 degrees 
of Aries almoft as. inthe Scheme. 

That he was made a Cardinal June the gth, 1604, on the 
Midheaven to the Trine of the Moon. 

And that he dyed the fecond of December at Night, by a 
(udden defuxion of Humors upon his Jaws, <Aano 1605. 
and this from the Afcendent to the Body of the Moon, hav- 
ing a little before paffed the Antifcion of the Moons in 
which cafe obferve, In this Nativity the Pleiades could 
not kill, and in Paravacinus’s the Moon could not do it. 

I cannot deny the Midheaven to the Trine of the Afvon to be 
a good DircGion, and likely to give Prefcrments but for the 
Alcendent to the Body of the Moon to kill him, I canot agree 
toit: And my reafon is, Becaufe the Moon isnot Malefick, un- 
le(s it is by being ir a Mundane Square to Saturn 5 but my chicf- 
eftreafon is, becaufe the Afcendene is not giver of Life; and i€ 
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he will not keep toa Rule, no man can underftand him, nor is 
his method intelligible. | 

This Nativity: might be corrected with vey good Authority, 
and not alter the Midheaven or Afcendent any thing confidcra- 
ble; for in this politicn of his, the Part of Fortune, who is 
Giver of Lifé, did pafs the Oppofition of the San much about the 
time of his Death. And yet, for all chat,I do not think his Printed 
time true; but rather that the cftimate time given him was 7 
hours 39 minutes P, M. and becaufe the Midheaven to the 
Trine of the Avon, and the Afcendent to the Body of the Moon 
did fo well agree to the timcs of his Two Accidents, he made 
the time 29 minutes later, on purpofe to bring up thofc Dire- 
étions to agree with thofe Two Accidents mentioned; but if 
this time fhould be allowed to be true, I believe he would be 
fhrewdly put to it to prove.by good Authority, That the Afcen- 
dent to the Body of the Mcon hath power to kill in this cafe 5 
and alfo toprove, The Afcendent to the Square of the Sans had 
not power to do it, for by his Scheme you fee he outliv’d that 
many years,Nor do J underftand how any one fingleDire@ion can 
give a fudden Death as his was, that generally being the effect 
of a Crowd of Directions of different Natures and Effects, and 
for the mott part in more ative parts of Heaven too than Can- 
cer is; but without further debate, I will give ycu the Scheme 
Argol hath printed, and you may fpend your Opinion on it, as 
you think convenient. 
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I do alter Argol’s time, and make it fooner by 29 minutes; 
and the Right Afcention of the Midheaven to that time is 278 
degrees 10 minutes, agreeing to 8 degrees of Capricorn in the 
Ecliptick, and 15 degrees of dries A(cending ; and if you pleafe 
to fet the Figure, you will find the whole pofition not unlike thae 
of Cardinal Paravacinus, who dyed by fuch a Difeafe as this 
man both for Quality and Circumftance, a fudden Suffocation. 
He had his Part of Fortune giver of Life in the Tenth; fo hath 
this man. He had his Part of Fortune afflicted of Mars, here it 
is afflicted by Saturn. He had the Part of Fortune in a snundane 
Parallel with Sutura in the Atcendent, fo hath this man his allo 
with one aggravation more, and that is a Zodiacal Parallel with 
Saturn, He dyed on the Part of Fortune directed to the Semt- 
quadrate of Saturn, and the Mundane Parallel of the Sus Male- 
fick followed ; this man dyed on the Part of Furtwne to the Square - 
of the Moon, and the Mundane Parallel of Adars followed it. 


In my Opinion here is fomething Reafonable and piobable s 
Li 2 : but 
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but in both of them, by Argel’s“method and DoéisIne wholly 
improbable. 

He was created Cardinal on the Sin in the Crcpufculine Arks 
to the Body of Jupiter. Thus, the Oblique Afcention of the 
Sun, under the Pole of Birth, is 351 dcegres 32 minutes, of Jue 
piter 35 degrees 42 mirutes , their diltance is 44 degrees 10 mi- 
nutes: From which Ark I fubitract the ortive difference 43 mi- 
nutes, and there remains 43 degrecs 27 minutes, the Ark of 
Dircétion of the Sun in the Crepufculum to the Body of Fupiter: 
and this turned into time, gives 47 years and 7 months; and 
when he was 47 years and 10 months, Fane the oth 1604 he 
was made a Cardinal. 

The Moon is diftant from the Afcendent 57 degrees 55 mi- 
nutes; from which taking the Pare Proportional 12 degrees 42 
minutes, leavesthe Ark of DireCtion of the Part of Fortune to the 
Square of the Moon +5 degrees 13 minutes ; this turned into 
time gives 49 years and about 2 months; and he dyed D:- 
comber the 2d, 1605. And jut at the heels of this comes the 
Prt of Fortune to the Parallel of Mars in Mundo d, d. 46 degrees 
29 minutes. Sce the DireCtions together.

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My Learned Italian tells us, That Cardizial Stmoncelliw was 
born November the 5th, at 49 minutes paft 7 of the Clock at 
Night, in the Year 1536. under the Elevation of 43. And al- 
fo fays, he was created Cardinal on the 22d day of December, 
1553. by Pope Fulins III. and this at the age of 17 years and 
2 months almoft, onthe Midhcaven to the Bocy of Fupiter and 
Trine of Mercury. This was a very young Cardinal, in my Opi- 
nion, but old enough, I judge, to take the profits of his Trade. 

And that he dyed in the menth of Febrsary, about the mid- 
dle of it, Anno 1605. by a difficulty in his Urine, at che Age 
of 68 years and 3 months, and this. (fays Sir Andre) was

Ark 76 degrees 50 minutes. And thefe two I do allow for his 
Death, which was 4 Retention of Urine; but this lat, which 
is the Poiothanatos, gives the Difeafe and its Quality, and is like- 
ly to produce if, either by a paralitick Accident in the Bladder 
and Nervesadjacent, or by impairing, the expullive Faculty in 
the Reins 3 both which are the naturat cffeéts of Satarn and his 
Terrene Quality.

Now the Reson why cur modern Profcffors have decryed 
Anuizions, and soit chey could fird ro truth in them is, Becaufe 
they neither know how to teke them, nor dire& them when ta- 
kens and | will make it appear to any one, That let any of them 
Girect the Siz or Afoon to fuch Antiicions as I fhall appoint, and 
I will alfo work the fame Dire@ions with them, and when we 
have both done, there thall be ro, 15, or 20 degrees differciice 
between my Directions and theirs 5 and thercfore it is no wonder 
they can find no effects in the Antifcions and their DireGtions. 
Minz I can démonitrate , but they work theirs as a Parrot 
talks, by rote; they have learned a Notion, but it is indeed a 
groundlefs one; nor can they give you any Satisfaction if you 
delire the reafon of thm. For Example, Why mutt there be 
Contrantifcions of a different nature from the Antifcions? Or 
what reafon can they give why the Contrantifcion fhould not be 
of the fame nature with the Antifcion? Befides, there are fome 
parallels or Antifcions that cannot be directed to, of which 
{ort they are that be out of the Ecliptick, &e. And fo I 
come to give you an Example in the thing, to fhew you, 
that what I have faid is truth, and that they do differ from 
me, as I have told you. 

Let the Example be of the Moon and Saturn in this Car- 
dinal’s Nativity, as being moft apt for the illefiration of the 
thing I do here intend. The place of Saturn is 7 degrecs 16 
minutes in Virge, with 30 minutes of North Latitude; hence 
you will find his Declination is 9 degrees 21 minutcs: anfwer- 
ing to 6 degrees of Virgo and 24 degrees of Aries in the Ecli- 
ptick, and to 6 degrees of Pifces and 24 degrees of Libra. 
The Longitude of the e4oon is 21 degrees 39 minutes in 
Leo, with North Latitude 4 degrees 33 minutes 3 her De- 
clination is 18 degrees 38 minutes, and her Parallels fall in 
6 degrees 48 minutes of Leo and Aqusry and in 23 de- 
grees 12 minutes of Taurus and Scorpio; when at the fame 
dime their Parallcls or Antifcions, é&c. fall in 21 degrees 39 


minutes 
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minutes of Leo and Taaeus, and in 8 degrees 21 minutes 
of Aguary and Scorpio; fo that you {ee here there is no lefs 
than 15 degrecs of difference between them and Truth. 
Now if I thould, as they do, dirc& the Mcn to 23 de- 
grecs of Libra, fhe hath there 4 degrecs 23 minutes of 
Latitude, and 5 degrces odd minutes of Declination , which 
doth not come vzar the Declination of Saturn, which is 
9 degrees 21 minutes: . Therefore I obferve what Latitude 
the Mom hath in 4 degrees of Scorpio aud I find fhe hath 
there 3 degrees +7 minutes; in which Point fhe hah g 
degrees 21 minutes of Declination, and in that Point fhe 
really mects the true Parallel of Saturn; and as he is, fo is 
fhe equally diftant both from the Tropicks and Equator; 
and tu this Point, and with that Latitude there, 1 dire& 
the Adwn, whofe Ark of Dire¢tion is 76 degrees 50 mi- 
nutes: Which turned into Time gives 70 years and about 
5 or 6 months. And at that time the Moon and Purt of For- 
tzne comes by Diredtion to the Parallel of Saturn’s Declination, 
and fo of the others in the like cafe. 


Thus I have given you One and thirty Nativities out of 
Argol’s De Di:bus Critics, to prove that there were Rea- 
fons to be given for their Deaths and Preferments by a re- 
gular method in taking the Hileg,. and ufing of it to the 
cnd it is chofen, without running from onc point to 
another, and at Jaft perhaps kill them on fome Directions 
that were never imagined nor believed to have any fuch 
mortal power before. And in fome of thefe Nativites I keep 
clofe to Argol’s time , without any alteration at all; and in 
others of them, where 1 do differ from him, it is with 
good reafon to believe that he firain'd the point to m-ke 
his Dire@ion that he did imagine hit che Accident: And I do 
believe in fome of them he hath made conliderable altera- 
tion from the eftimate time. Like C in his Key filed 
bigger, to thew himfelf a man of Skill, alcers his E:timate 
Time almot Thrce Hours; the Confequence you fhall hear 
hereafter in this Treatifc. Amd yet for thofe Nativitics that 
Ihave not altered, as well as thofe I have, 1 do not en- 
gage for the Truth of any: of them; nox doth it matter 
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any thing to the intent of this Book, whether they are true 
or not. If they are true, he hath wholly miftaken the Pria- 
ciples of his Ait, and mifguided his Reader and Pupil in his 
InttruGtions, and juttly deferved the modeit Corre@tion that I 
have made of the whole. If they are not true Nativities, it 
is the fame thing as if they were, for he would have given 
the {ame Reafins for true cnes as he doth in thefe; and tobe 
plain with you, he gives his Reafons for them, belicving and 
{uppoling them to be true: And fo l take them; and the fame 
Reafons 1 give will hold and have adequate ciects in any true 
Nativities carefully taken. 

In thefe Three laft Nativitics here given, I have made choice 
of them on purpofe, becaule in each of them the Part of For- 
tune is giver of Life, according to the Doctrine and Principles 
of Ptolemy, and that point I have dirc&ted to their feveral 
Anareta’s, in each of them to give the time of Death, which 
perhaps may feem to fome Old Profeffors a method firange 
to their practice , notwithftanding they have talked of the 
Part of Fortune being one of the Five Hilcgical places often- 
times, but did never allow it to be directed on any occafion 
of Life and Death, but when nothing elfe would dos never con- 
fiderirg the Rule when it is to be allowed giver of Life, and 
when not; and concerning this, 1 fuppofe there will be divers 
Profeffors and Pretenders to this Art, that will raife feveral 
doubts about it, and debate the Point pro C con, whether it 
ought or ought not to be admitted into practice; and I doubt 
not likewife but the Verdi& will go againft me in the cafe de- 
bated: Thercfore, the better to guide thefe Sceptical Ani- 
madvesters Judgments , I will fay fomething in order to the 
teafonablenels of its admiifion, to the probability of its pow- 
er, and tothe Authority | have. to plead for both, from our 
Great Patron and Mater, Ptolemy. 

Notwithitanding it is but a Point (aud for that Reafon con- 
trovertd by many) there feems as much Reafon for its being 
dirc@cd (if it is truly taken) as the Sun and Moon ; for the point 
of the Zodiack, that the Sas and Ad4oon are in at the Time 
of Birth, is gone from that part ot Heaven, when the point 
direétcd to, comes up to them, as we fay: And therefore the 
Promittor never comes to the Body of the Sun ox Moon , 

but 
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but to the point in Mundo, where they were at the Birth, and 
for that reafon I have already faid, That the Significator is 
moveable in Zodiaco, immoveable in Mundo; but the Promittor 
is on the contrary immoveable in Zodiaco, and moveable in Man- 
do: Aud therefore fecing it is the Point where the Signiticator 
was at Birth, that the Promittor comes to by Diredtion, I fee 
no Reafon to the contrary but that the Part of Fortzne ts all out 
as capable of meeting, Promittors, as any of the other Signif- 
cators, only with this difference, that the Sua and Mson are i- 
able to be dire&ed convers, but the Part of Fortune not 5 and the 
reafon is, becaufe it is not carried by the Rapt Motion, as 
they are. Now, if the Part of Fortune is a point in the 
Heivens collected by Rule, as all do agree, and alfo that 
it is one of the Five Hilegiack Points; then, | think, it 
ought to be admitted Hilegz,, when it 1s qualified according 
to the Rule in that cafe provided 5 and indeed they will 
be at a miguty mon- plas Co find out their Five Hilegiack 
Points without it: Then if that be granted , it is all I 
here do plead for and that is its quiet and peaceable ad- 
1. ; 

ai eoadly, As to its power of being direéted for Death, this 
I do believe will be fomething difficult to be granted by 
many, and the reafon is becaufe they have not been inured to 
it; but the Afcendent hath been generally the Slave to do 
every thing. I remember but one Example in Argol, where 
he directs the Part of Fortune for Death, and that is in the 
Duke of Adontmorancys the French-man’s Cafe, of which I have 
fpoke already in the Second Part; and though it is but a 
Point, and no vifible Body, yet that Point being iu a fit part 
of Heaven, and no Competitors, is as probable an Aphcta as 
the A(cendent it felf; which though it be allowed a conti 
nual Point, and always in being, yet it is always moving be= 
tween North - Ealt and South-Eatt’, and alfo not conttantly 
ualitied to be Giver of Life, as alfo is the Part of Fortunes 

All the Five Hilegiack Points have their diftin& and partl- 
cular Pules by which they are elected to that Power, if con- 
Gdered by a skilful hand; yet you may talk with Twenty 
of the Common PraGicers that know nothing of that Rule, 
nor do indeed ever take any notice of it; Nay, more than 
Mm 2 that, 
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that, They hug themlclves with the Satisfacticn of being ig- 
norant in the point, and value themfclves upon it. With fuck 
f expect no good Entertainment, nct indecd do} care whether I 
have ornot. J fay, each of the Aphet.’s have their particue 
lar Rules, by which they are tiri@ly clected to their Powers 
and the Part of Fortune 1s as reyularly eleét.d as any of them, 
and the Rules to that end as politive and abfulutes all which 


being confidered , the Part of Fortune, if truly taken and jutily - 


clected, hath as good a Claim to the Power of Hilcg as the 
Sun, Moon or Alcendent: And thercfore it is the Duty of 
every honeft Artiit to make Obfervations in his Practice, and 
fee if he can fatistie himfelf in the Deaths of thofe Perfons, 
that dye upon Directions to any other Point befides the Part of 
Fortune, where that is Hileg: Ard in this cafe I my felt have net 
been deficient, nor am I at this time. But before I do con- 
clude, pray Ict me ask any skilful man of them all, How 
they will make out their Féve Hilegiack, Points, when they 
have admitted the Purt of Fortune for one; for I abfolutcly 
deny the Midheaven to be an Aphctical Point that is to be 
dire@ed for Death: For the Midheaven hath no more to do in 
that, than the Cufps of the Fourth and Seventh have; and 
therefore they ought to know which they are, or elle they will 
be but weak Pretenders, if deficient in their Principles. }t cane 
not be expected from me here, becaufe Iam not ‘writing of the 
Rudiments, but the Improvements of this Art: I only mention 
it here, to put the young Students upon the Enquiry ; and you 
know there is a certain Promife annexed to it, That be that 
fecks fhall find. 

Laltly, As to my authority to plead for both its Admiffion 
and its Power, I need not go far 5 for if you will not take 
my own Word for it, T havea couple of Gentlemen ready at 
hind that wili be my Security, and tell you more of the mat- 
ter than what I have faid, and they are Ptolemy and his Com- 
mentator Cardan: To the firft of which J need fay nothing 
more to the men of Skill in this Science, tnan to recommend 
them to thofe Two Chapters in his Third Book, De Parte 
Fortune , and Quot fint Prorogatares. To the Second 1 will fay 
nothing, becaule his Skill in Sciences and Univerlal Leirning 
ts fo well known to all Bookifh Men, that my Comm.ida-

and therefore I wili only recommend the Reader to his Com- 
ment on thofe Two Chapters before raentioned, that is Lib. 3.

But if any conceited man fhiil think him(clf wifer than Peulemy, 
Cardan, Naibod , Maginus and Functine, he may reject thelr 
Rules, and fet up fome wife Notions of his own: Nay, he 
may call them all Impudent Villains too, if he pleafcth, as a 
Poor Ignorant Impudent Fellow did Ptolemy this Year 1697.

As to the Nativities, [| will not print them all, but give you 
fome of the moft remarkable ones, and make Remarks from 
them on thofe I (hall mention,to illuftrate the Do@rine and Sie- 
thod that I intend to purfuc therein; and my reafon for fo do- 
ing is, becaufe the Book it {elf is not fo fcarce to be had, but 
I believe in the hands of moft Profeffors, or may be had if they 


think it is worth their while and charge to purchafc it. And fo © 


I come to the matter it felf, without detaining you longer in this 
Introdu4tion. 

As to the Nativity of the World, I think it is not worth mine 
nor any other man’s time to confider it, and the rather, be- 
caufe the Learned Sir Thomas Brown doth conclude it was not 
made in any one Quarter of the Year, but in all four. And 
though Firmieus hath taken notice of this nicety, yet ] am no 
more fatisfed that he knew the Birth of the World, than I am 
of Morinu’s knowing the Birth of our Savicur; and though I 
fhould allow his Curiofity in knowing fomething of it, lam 
fure it would puzzle a good Artift to correct it, notwithftand- 
ing the World hath Accidents fufficient; but if this fhould be 
allowed too, they have no meafure of time, nor did they evexz 
yet agree under what Pole of Pofition the Figure ought to be 
erected. 

With this we may very reafonably join the Narivities of Nera

time to weary my felf, and deceive my Reader; which I would 
not willingly do. 


Elizabeth Queen of England was (as our Author fays) bornon 
the 7th of Scptember, at 26 minutes pait 2 Afternoon. Fobn 
Stow ayrees with him in the Year and Day 5 but fays, It was at 


half an Hour pait 3 in the Afternoon, dana 1533. Tothe days 


and time of the day, Sir Richard Raker'agrces with Stow, but dits 
fers from them both in the Year; for, he fays, it was Amo 153-4 
and you know Sir Kichard is a good reputable Aushor in other 
things, and why not inthis? And yetl du own Mr, Cambidlen

agrees with Stow in the year, and fays, She was born in 1533. 
Mr. Gadbury makes her Sugitary aicending 3 the eltimate 1s Cupri- 
corn; and Hemminga makes Aquary. 1 contets Mr. Lilly agrees 
with the eltimate, and makes Capricorn afcending 3 but 1 can by 
no means agree with him in the Direétion for her Death, which 
is the Afcendcnt to the Pleiades, as he {aith. 

The principal Oojection our Author hath againft the eftimate 
time is, becaule Capricorn in the Afcendent isa cold, dull, eaithy, 
feminin: Sign, and fhe a Virago, a Malculine Spirited Prin- 
ce(s, endued with a high and Jotty mind, and therefore could 
not fignify her. Why truly, this very thing makes me belicve 
Sir Richard Baker may be truc ‘na the Year he fays fhe was born 
in, ée. 1534 becaufe on the 7th of September, that year, Fupi- 
ter Was in about 22 degrees of Capricorn in her Afcendent , 
and in Trine tothe Sun; and I hope he will allow that Pofition 
to fignife her exaétly both in Body and Mind. If fo, then they 
mult to work again, and make not only anew Nativity, but give 
us alfo new Reafons for her Death, For thofe that have been 

iven hitherto, will not do: However I will take fome notice of 

the Scheme and Correction in general, ashe gives it. 

Whether the, Nativity be true or not, you may guefs at the 
Author's Skill by the Reafons he gives for Two of theThree Ac- 
cidents he corrects by. The Firft is. She was crowned on theAfcen- 
dent to the Trine of the Sun. That cannot be, for the Afcen- 
dent cannot come Co the Trine of the Sun till about 100 years 
of Age. 

eis She dyed, as he fays, on the Afcendent to the

years of Age, and the dyed at 69. And belides, the Afcendent 
to the Square of Satern did not kill Bifhop Hall, nor Mr. 7.Gate- 
ker, nor Mr. Vaugban, nox Dr. Juba Britland, nor Mr. Stepkins, 
with divers others, where the A(cendent was Hileg, as in this 
Nativity. 

As tothe Third, Ido not deny the Dire&tion to be probable 
to give her Imprifonment. But I will leave the Contideration of 
that, and all things elfe in this Nativity, till they do agree in 
the year fhe was born, for till then ie is all but peradventure.

Edward V1. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth Kings and Queens

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King James I. is faid by our Author to be born Anno 1566, 
June the roth, with 7 degrees of Virgo afcending, and dyed in 
1625, in March, being 59 years andg months old, on the Sun to 
the Body of Saturn, now how can | believe this Do@trine? what 
reafon is there to believe that Saturn hath more power to kill, 
than Mars had, who was with the Regulus; and yet he lets him 
pa(s that 3 years before, and doth no mi(chief in order to Death, 
nor was he fick then,.as cver | heard ? This 1 do confefs is a 
method perfectly remote from my Praétice and Underitanding. 

The truth is, he had not Virgo a(cending, but the 28th degree 
of Leo, and then the San Gsver of Life will be in fuch a Pofition 
to give the Ark of Direétion to the Body of Mars 58 degrees 
13 minutes; which turned into time, gives 59 years and 6 
months ; and foon after he dyed : For it is impoffible (if the 
Sun is Hileg) that he fhould outlive the Sun to the Body of 
Mars. 

And for his coming to the Crown of England, he had the Sun 
to the Zodiacal Parallel of Venus, Lady of the Tenth, her Lati- 
tude by Stadizs (from whom he took the Planets places) being 
almoft one degree South, which gives her Zodiacal Parallel, 
Ark 35 degrees 44 minutes, and that in time gives 36 years and 
fome months. Idobelieve, to make the Afcendent tothe Body 
of Fupiter give his coming to the Englifh Throne, this Nativi- 
ty was corrected, which was the reafon they let the Sun pafs the 
Body of Mars, the Sun’s Pole being, too fmall to meet it in that 
poine they have made him.

Square of Venus: Is not Ve 
nus with the Drsgon’s Tail among, the Pleiad.s ? and the Author 
of the Dodtrine of Nutivities tells us, The Moon is made poifonous 
by boing with the Dragon s Tail, page 148. parag. 14. and why 
not Venus be made poifonous too by that Rule ? But Ptolemy tells: 


us in plain Wards, Sed cum Venus eft final, fignificat Veneft-

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19 degrees of Scorpio afcending ; in the fecond 27 degrees of 
Libras and in the third, in his Obfcqut Kationab. 2 degrees of 
Scorpio. Now if this laft is the truett (which indeed it ought to 
be) then the Directions that he gives in his Colleen for her Mar- 
riage and Death, are quite out of doors: And fome will make 
a further inference in the matter, and that is, That he did not 
believe his Holy Father, nor his Diary, 

The truth of it is, 1 believe neither of the Three to be her 
Birth; fos in this of his ColleG@ion, and that of the Odfe. Katz. it is 
iinpoffible the fhould pafs the M on Hileg, to the Body of Mars, 
Square of Saturn, and Square of the Sans of which Mars was at 
the head of the Train, and in their method paft at 25, in mine 
at 27 years of age. But I do believe fhe had fome part of the 
beginning, of Scorpio afcending, and judge it no hard matter to- 
makea rectification of it: And yet for all that, you muit reckon 
this among the number of Uncertain Nativities. 


The Duke of Lenox is faid to be born April the 6th, bor. 12. 
min. 11. PB. M. 1612. Lat. 52 degrees 30 minutes, and that he 
dyed March 30th 1655. of a long lingring Confumption, and 
no other Reafon given for his long, Difcafe and Death, but the 
Afcendent to the Oppotition of Jupiter, and Square of the Moon 5 
and yet the Moon at the fame time on the Cuip of the Eleventh 
Houle, Hilegs this plaguy Afcendent kills more people by Dire- 
Gion, than all the Aphetical Places belide $ may, fen times as 
many asallof them do. If he had (aid, That the Afcendent to 
the Oppofition of Fupiter and Square of the Moon had given the 
lingring Difeafe, and found out fomething elle for his Death, it 
had been fomething like; but this lcan never allow, and theres 
fore (hall look on this as afham Nativity among the reft. And to 
prove it falfe by example, Ican fhew you feveral in his own Book 
that have paffed thefe Directions, and never gave either Con- 
fumptions or Death. 


Henry 1. King, of France, was born March 3 1ft, 9 minutes pat 
7 mane, 1519. Pol. 48. This is taken trom «rgd to a minute 5 
and yet Gasricus makes it at 5 mane. Mt the Scheme Argol gives 
is true, the Afcendent to the Body of Mars might kill him, be- 
caufe it is Hiley, and the Oppotition of Saturn tolloweth Mars.

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Henry WL King of France, was born September the 19th, bor. 
©. min. 54 mane, 15516 Lat. 48. and he. was murdered by ‘ 
James Clement a Monk (who was afterward canonized for it, 
and made a Saint) Angn(t the 1ft, Anno 1589. being almoft 38 
years of age. Here they are at a plunge what to allow for this 
man’s Death; nor have they any way but to bring the Afcendent 
to the Oppolition of Satarn, and then the time mutt be an Hour 
and 3 Quarters fooncr;: and yet Funclinus gives it, as he doth,. 
within 15 minutes. But fuppofe that fhould be done, the Afcen- 
dent will not be Hileg, but the Part of Fortune 5 and in this Fi- 
gure of his the Moon is certainly giver of Life; So that the Horo- 
{cope is fhut out in both. Butoh! the wonderful Afcendent! If I 
were to correct this Scheme, I would make the Moon Hileg, to 
the Mundane Parallel of Mars direct and converfe, hit that Ac- 
cident with a very little Alceration in time ; but I will Ieaveit to 
thote that will take more pains upon it than at prefent I am wil- 
ling to do, The Nativity you feeis violent,the Moon being among

Heriry \V. of France, was born (fays Argol, from whom our 
Author takes it ) December: 14th, at 13 minutes palt 2 mane, 
1553. But Functine fays, He was born 19 minutes fooner. I 
fuppofe the Alteration was made to bring the Afcendent to 
the Square of Saturn for his Death ;_ the Pole of Birth, fays 
Argol, 48. fays Gadbury 43. 1 believe the former, becaufe it is 
fo in Argol’s laft Edition. He was murdered by Ravillac, May 
the 14th 1610. having, been wounded in the Mouth before by 
Caftellus, in December 1594. And the great difpute here will be, 
Whether the Afcendent to the Square ot Satura in the Zodicack 
can kill or not. I can bring {everal Examp'es out of his own 
Book where it hath not killed, particularly xt, Colamne, pag.

This Natlvity, we are told, hath not its fellow among the 
mott Ileftrions Genttures 5 and for that Reafon I think it worth 
my Confideration and Pains. How this Gentleman did get this 
Nativity 1 know not, and if I ask, it will be to no purpofe: The 
principal thing that this Author values him(elf upon in this Na- 
tivity is, His Prediction, from the Scheme and Directions, when 
the King was a Prifoner in Copenbagen, that he fhould again reco- 
ver his Liberty, his Kingdom, and his former Honour ;. but if he 
had given me the Reafon for his Prediction, I fhould have been 
better (atistied in the point; for one would think Satwrn in the

Grandeur of this Nativity ? for my part J cannot fee. 

But this is not all, it is a falfe one, and made to ferve a turn ; 
and I am informed Sir F. Helles himfelf could not give his Na- 
tivity truc, nor did he believe this that is printed to be fo. 

And to make its Fallity appear more plain,thcre is no pretence 
for his DeathAftrologically, which was Adzy the 28th 1672. And 
indeed (feeing this worthy Author hath had fo long time tocon- 
fider of it) 1 would defire him to afhign fomething for his Death, 
if he can, which I am fure I fhall never have from him. 

But Iam inform’d by a Gentleman, who was at their Mect- 
ings, when this Nativity was often fhew’d before it was print- 
ed; one of the Company faid, Why will you publifh it, fince 
Sir F. himfelf doth not allow it to be true?

Indeed had they told us of the Moon to the Zodiacal 
Parallel of Saturn, to the Zodiacal Parallel of Mercary and Body 
of Mercury, it might have had fome Credit, but the other non 
at all. 
Had I any certain ground to proceed on, I am very willing to 
take (ome Pains on this famous man’s Nativity, but the Eftimare 
Time being fo uncertain; nay, the day is no more but gucffed 
at ; andthe time of the day, for ought I fee, is more uncertain 
than that; and therefore to pretend to take pains on fuch a doubt- 
ful Subject, is but to abufe the world with another Imaginary Na- 
tivity, which I am not willing to do. 


The next I fhall confider, is that of the Author himfelf, 
Mr. Foba Gadbury, which he hath printed three or four times al- 
ready, and in my Judgment every one of them falfe. The Ac- 
cidents that he correéts it by, are the Afcendent to the Sexeile of 
Venus for his Marriage at 24 and 10 months 5 and to the Oppo- 
Gtion of Mars for a Surfeit, at 19 years and 8 months , and 
when all this is done, he hath not given us the Ettimate Time. 
And therefore let me fay this in fhost, If he fhould bring twice 
as many fuch Arguments morc to prove It, I will not believe one 
of them, unlefs he can folve the main Objection about the Mid- 


heaven to the Body of Saturn, on which Direction I fay he was 
Com, 
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Committed to Prifon. As to his faying, It was the Midheaven to 
the Square of the Sun gave that Trouble, it will admit of a Debate, 
whether there be fuch a DireGtion or not 3 but this of the Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Satsrn is certain and pofitive, and admits 
of no debate, becaufle Saturn is vifible on the place, and we can 
{ee him pa(s the Midheaven; but the Square of the San is per- 
feétly imaginary, as he underftands and works it; and there- 
fore | willcorreét it by the Midheaven to the Body of Saturn for 
his Trouble, beginning November the 2d, 1679. at which time 
he was taken into Cuftody. Butif you look into his Table of 
Directions, you will fird that his Midheaven to the Sextile of 
Fupiter and Square of tie Sun, came up and toucht in December, 
1678. and he was notin Fruuble till November 1679. By which, 
I fuppofe, it will be granted, That his CorreGtion is not true in 
itfelf, if you allow his methods and that U thus prove. If you 


~ Keep to the Figure printed, then the Atcendent to the Sextile of

the Sun in Zod. for the Directions will not nearly hit, | do not 
expc& them to hit exactly, and | know the Reafon why they 
will not do it; but a year difference is not to be allowed, not- 
with{tanding Morinss his Sham of a Dizection that lay dormant 
14 months after it toucht, and then began to work. And fo I. 
will thew you the Figure of my correcting by the Midheaven to. 
the Body of Sarsrn for-his Trouble in 1679. 
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I fhall not trouble you with a long Preamble of Reafons for 
my CorreGion, it is fafficient I have told you my Reafon why 
I think his isnot true 3 and by the Diredtion following you may 
judge of the truth of the preceding Figure; only! will tell you 
this, That neither the Sun, Moon, Afcendent, nor the Part of For- 
tune are any of them Givers of Life, but Mars alone, and itis he 
mutt be direGted for Death, if auy one will take the Trouble to 
doit, which I will not at this time. And as to his Marriage, I 
allow the Moon to the Sextile of the Sun in Mundo to give that; 
though I muft tell you, I do not look on Marriage or the Small

to correct by ; and for his Surfeit and Fever, the Sun to the Rapt 
Parallel of Saturn, with the aflittance of a violent and pernicious 
Revolution; and fol will give you a few Directions palt and 
to come, that you may fee what reafon | have to believe the Fi- 
gure I ive tobe true: And alfo odferve the effects ot thofe to 
come; but if you have better of your own, either print, or elfe 
let me fee them without Printing, and it will bean Ooligation.

Thus I have given you my Sentiments of this Gentleman’s 
Nativity, and what Reafons I have to diffent from the Scheme 
he correéted; and for the future part of his Life, Udo not think 
it is my bulinefs to meddle with it here, but leave that to his 
own private Enquiry, not doubting of his Ability, effecially to 
fatistie hisown Curiofity. 


I doobferve, That he affigns Dire@tions for every one almoft 
of thofe Children at the end of his Book, as the caufe and occa- 
fion of Death, but in that he is mightily out 5 for where there is 
one dyeth by Dire@tion within the {pace of ayear, ora yearand 
an half, there are ten dyes by Politions and fo did mott of thofe 
there given: Efpecially his own Son, Mr. A@srtyn’s Daughter, 
T. Tryon’s Daughter, Celey’s Child ; and for Mr. Samyer’s Child, - 
can any man conceive the Afcendcnt to the Oppofition of Satarn 
could kill it, when the Moon was in Conjunction with Fupiter, fo 
near the Horofcope ? 1 judge the Nativity is made and fitted to 
the time of Death, notto the Birth of thie Child, for the Moon és 
moit certainly Hileg in this Nativity, and the Child lived beyond 
the ycars of Nutrition, and therefore it dyed by Dire@ion, and 

not 
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not by Pofition, but not by the DireGtion he hath given, And 
fo 1 conclude my Difcourfe on thofe Nativities mentioned in his 
Colle@ion of Genitures; and yet before] end this Fourth part, 
let me give you two Nativities more, that I believe will be as 
ufeful to you that are Readers of this Book, and Students of 
thls Art,as any I have before mentioned, they being both of them 
very remarkable ones, 


The Firft is the Nativity of one Mrs. Taylor, a Woman as Re- 
markable as any this prefent Age can aftord us, efpecially if we 
confider and weigh the Circurnttances and Contingencies of her 
Life and Death. She was bornof good Reputable Parents, but 
not enduw’d with any great Eftate, that might put them into a 
capacity above that of their Neighbours among whom they 
dwelt. She married at the age of 18 years and 9 months, and 
had four Children living at her Death. At the age of 23 or 24 
the did fo well improve her Credit, that fhe borrowed ot divers 
People, without Bond or Sccurity, a great many Sums of Money, 
to the value of 20000 Pounds in the whole, and fome fay 4000035 
which, I believe will feem very incredible to thofe that hear the 
Story only, and knew nothing of it, that people (hould fo eafily 
part with their money, as you mult believe they did to this Gens 
tlewoman. As fhe improved in her Eftate of Money ; fo the 
lived very much like a Gentlewoman, by keeping a Coach and 
Horfes, and enjoying her {elf in a comfortable manner for fome 
time; at laft the fell into Trouble about this Money, they that 
had Jent it, did cxpcet itto be repaid with mighty Intere(t, which 
it feems the was net able to do, and for that reaton divers Suits 
were commenced againfi ier, and fhe at latt forced to take the 
Bench or Fleet; in one of which fhe dyed, being a Prifoncr, and 
very poor, about the year 1693, or 4. And all this done in the 
fpace of feven years, from the beginning of her Credirc to the 
end of her Life. 
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This Nativity I did calculate for this Lady, about the year 
1690, and having faid fomcthing to the Riches fhe would be 
Miltrefs of, ec. I did conclude fhe would live till the Afcendent 
(which I thought was giver of Life at that time) came to the 
Square of Satur, followed by the Body of the Sun: Bur the 
dycd at the age of about 30, long before the time I did conclude 
on; and this miftake (for it ismo more) is mightily improved 
by a filly. feilow ortwo, and forme as filly as they, who are their 
Admirers: By which means I have this Opportunity to let the 
world feef amready toownit 5 and alfo tolet them know Iam 
able to redtihe my own Errors, which none of them are, where 
they have made greater Blunders, which | (hall make appear be- 
fore I have finithed this Treatife. 

When I did that Nativity, I did conclude. (not withitanding I 
had Ptolemy's Rule before me) that the San, Adun, Part of For- 
tune, ox A{cendent, muft be one of them Hileg 5 and.tindiny the 
Sin, Moon and Part of Fortune not qualified, Idid repair to the

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Horofcope, and depended on that; but aftcrwaid I found that 
Piclimy's Rules were to be ttri@ly obfcrved, and that he that 
obferves them will not lofe his Labour; and in this Lady’s Nativi- 
tyreither Sia, Moon,Part of Fertane,or Afcendeut js cither of them 
Hilez , but Murs only, as being exactly quekhed by Prolemy’s

ho cceation for this Example now. Ard ¥ do challange either ot 
my two Adverfaries, or both, to thew any Reafon for her Death 
by cheir prodigious Skill, ard make their Rules hold in other 
Nativities, which thefe that I give will do. mn

The Second Nativity is one that was done by that fortunate 
man, wro, contrary tc the Order of Nature, bad th? good luck 
to fils a Key bigg-rs and it being now growna fictle ruity, I will 
take the piins to polih it for him. Jeli it be fhould take tt in 
hand. pe:hags it may alfo increate and grow greater by Scouring 
as well as by Filings for I perceive he hath a natural Facalty in 
the Art of Procreation; and theagh he begins to woxk with 
Tools of Dotiuction, yet by his Sebricty Labour and Excel- 
lence of Judgment, the Conciation is atways atteuaed with a 
happy Produétion and Encreafe. Nay! fhould he lay an Ax to 
the Boot of a Tree, and like a refolute fellow fall to h: wing, 
you mutt not expe the deltruction and tall of it, but cisher ane 
other Tree fpring up prefently, or cife the body of the old one 
grow moaitlroufly bigger.

himielf never ufed nor praétifed by, nor never will, The firft 
40 pages every one knows from whence he had them; from 
therce to pape 98 1 would ask him how often he ufcth them 
Rules himf:!, and whathe puts them there for. Prom page 98 
to 350 itis all Mole and tranfcribed, and the major part of it 
ufelels and trovolerome tothe Reader 5 and moit of it printed in 


Englifh often enough before: Nay, fhould every Bird claim his 


own Feather, our monilrous Man-tcacher would not have mat- 
ter enough left of his own to furnifh ore Page cf his Almanack, 
which is generally borrowed or tlolen as weil as that Book is. 
From page 350 to 443 is nothing to Afirclogys may, 2 man 
may be a good Afirologer and know nothing of it; and how 
able an Alircloger the knowledy of that hath made him, you 
thall fee when 1 come to manage and handle the Nativity in his 
printed Book. Now if this Bock of his fhould fali into the 
hand of a young Student, that never had feen any Books of the 
Art before, he would conclude that this Stuff was neveffary to 
be learned and undertiood, and fo open the Shop of his Ulnder- 
fianding, and begin to furnifh it with this old braided Ware, fit 
only for the Dunghill or the Fire; and fignines no more to 
make the Student perfeét in this Art, than a whole pound of 
Merczry coth to the cure of the Ulcer in his Fiiend’s Throat, cf 
which the dy'd; but more of that hereafter. It had been more 
comm:ndable, if (inftead of this old Huff) he had fpublifhed

Hileg when they came to dye. 


The Firft is of a very young Gentleman, well defcended, and 
of a good Family ; whofe Birth I have the rather pitched on, as 
an Example to illu(trate the True and Ancient Doctrine of Pto- 
lemy, he having a confiderable courte of Life and Fortune to run 
in the World. And by this I will fhew you, That f make ule of 
no Princir les in one Nativity that 1 will net adhcre to in ancther. 


And that 1 will not fhift from the Afcendent to the Sax, from 
. the 
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the Sunto the Moon, fromthe Moon to the Midheayen to find out 
the Caule of Death when the Party is in his Grave. And by 
this Nativity Polterity may fee fome remarkable things veritied ;
